Jnehtuthil —Lo continuance of our investigations of Roman sites im 
Scotland the: Camp at Inchéuthd! was undertaken lash year, This is 
nf special interest as being the furthest north site on which the ¢lis- 
covery of Roman relles has been feronind The area involved i eo 
vaat that anything like an exhuustive examination was quite out of 
the question, but with the zealous couperation of the proprictor, Sir 
Alexander Muir Mackenzie, and under the killed management of the Hon. 
John Abereromby und Mr Ross, with Mr Alexander Mackie ones more 
filling the arduous post of Clerk of Works, Inchtnthil hay probably heen 
quads to yield the most important of ite seereta, and it was at least 
peanee res the extensive works on the aité were not those of a mere. 

temporury camp, but were intended for 4 lasting cechpation. No 
dinibt much remaing to be done, not onky at Inclituthil, tt in its 
neighbourhood, particularly in regard to the aupposed Homan Camp 
at Meikleoir, before the full extent and mature of the Roman oceupa- 
tion at this importmt etrategio position can he determined, hut mean- 
while wa have heen in a manner compelled to break grommd in a quite 
different locality. 

Cairas of Arran and feay.—The Council were glul to be aldo to 
aid Dr Thomas Bryce in his investigation of these Cairns hy giving him 
a grant from ‘The Excavation Fund.’ Tho invested capital of this 
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fond amounts to about £600, of which only the interest ia available 
for granta. Small us the yield was when the fund stond in the name 
of Rhind only, limited as it still is with the adilitiow of the Primrose 
and Curfme legacies, the grants have been of gignal service in aiding 
excavations of w less formidable kind than our Roman undertakings, 
and no better example could he given thin in the present instance,

wert conjoined ; hn hay also contritmted not a little to our knowledge 
of the burial} customs of the Stone aa distinguished from the Bronze Age, 
anil of the anatomien] charucteristica of the inhabitants of Scotland. 
during these periods Finally, hy presenting his Finds to the National: 
Museum, Dr Bryce has-enriched it to a degree, in money value ulone, 
much excealing that of the grant made to lim, 

Present and Future Ercoealionsz—A renewoi generous gift of £150 
hy Mr Abercromby, «upplemonted by a grant of 250 from our own 
Funda, enabled the Society laat season to undertake the exeavation of 
Castlocary, one of the Forte of the Antonino Vallum, permission having 
been readily given by Lord 4etland, propristor of the ground, After 
nine tonths of ynremitting labour the work is now all Wt completed, 
and our thoughts have been turned towanls the ndighbinring Rough 
Castle, not only from ite intrinsic importance, holding forth as it does 
4 prospect of resnite aot less valuable than those obtained in any of 
our previous undertakings, and more promising than what any of the 
remaining unexplorad Roman sites are likely tw vield, but becanse our 
Honorary Fellow, Mr Huverfield, has offered us a sum: of £50, which 
hoe Iwen supplemented by £10 from Mr George Macionald, expressly 
for its investigation, These handsome donations, however, would qut 
noirly cover the expense: of uit axcavation which ought to he pire 
stninently exhaustive, ifdone stall. The Connell must, therefore, consider 
the means of raising further supplies: Hitherto the Society ina horne 
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the mai part of theexpenditure incurred in the exeayations of the ast 
eight years, partly from income partly from enpital, tnt ddim lntter in 
now reduced to a point beyond which it might be imprudent to go. 

In these straita I believe that an appeal for pulweriptiona would he 
favourably entertained, nob only ty those Fellowa who hove fo 
literally contributed in the past, but by many othwrs according to their 
means; Nay, it may aven be » question whether we should nat go 
heyoud our own border, and as san earnest of what may be expected 
in that direstion I have much aatiafaction in announcing thal two 
gentlemen, in. no way connected with our Society, Mr Robert Basen, 
Kirkintilloch, and Mr Lawrence Thomason, Glasgow preseee 
with what they saw of our work of Crstlocary. aa a a bo con: 
tritmrte £1, li wid £1 respectively in wid of the excavation of Castle- 
cary ond Rough Castle. | may alsy mention that from time to time 
I hove had gratifving testiniony from gentlemen engaged in similar 
work an the other aile of the Border oa to the success of our excava- 
tions, and much surprise has heen expressed at the economy with which 
they have heen conducted, This bas certainly been uminty doe to the 
enthusiaatic and gratuifous services nf the trained engineers, architects, 
and surveyors, Messrs J. H. Cunninghani, James Barbour, ‘Thomas 
Ross, and Mungo Buchanan, who have for eight years devoted eo muny 
leisure hours, anil even zo much valuatle professional time, to the often 
Hiffienl, tasks of directing wud planning the operations, aml nob loss 
perhaps to the skill and steadfast endurance with which our Clorks of 
Works, Mesars ‘Thomas Ely and Alexander Mackie, carried out the 
instructions given te them. 

Bot, however desirable it may be to continue our Roman iivestiga- 
tiona, we should not forget that there are native remains, prehistoric 
ail eurly historic, whieh lave perlapa oven a greater claim upon the 
rend of us Scots, In the prehistoric field our knowledge is, indeed, 
continnally boing added to, without our intervention, poirticularly 
through tho accidental exposure of burial-cista, hut far more complete 
and acctirate reaulta nay Le antivipated From the investigation of Cnirna, 
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Stowe Circles, ete, by ote own experta, Of the early historiv perivd— 
if we muy ao call the eight or nine senturies that succeeded the Roman 
occupition—we know, perhaps, even lee than of prehistoric times, 
Here chance dissovwrios ean di lithe or nothing for us, and the dense 
pbweurity thot omeliurids these dark aves can only be dispelled, if ut 
all, bry spstematio exeuvutions The Hill Forts, which, o» for os 
archmologioal inquiry haa hitherto gone, appear to belong to this ago, 
offer thomedlves us the tealiest means of increasing our knowledge of 
it, But do they really Ielouge to ft! TE ao, alo they all belong to ie 
ls there really a clos of intentionally vitrified forte, and, if ao, what 
is their relation im port of date to the others! These are among the 
important qunstions thot awalt selution by the spule, Be the restilts 
What they may, what mone inapiriting enterpriae could be imagined 
than the excavation of thot stopemdons work, the White Caterthunt 
and many more of the wneient fortresses if our wneestors are linrdly 
leaa interesting, In conclusion, if eeama bs me dost desirable that if a 
funil for undertaking the lorger kind of exenvations he raised, it ahould 


be made available for ancient remains of every cluaa, prehistoric, Roman, 


or historic, antording as eeasion may orier, Lf the fusls wuflice, aml 
with « wufficient staff of skilled snpurintendence, there seams mo ronson 
why tore than one large investigation should not be undertaken 
simimitaneusl

district, Byrgis-himd does not necessarily refer to a civil district, as 
hérid is need for any district, valley, or country, bordered by memutains.

Tt is noticeable jn the names of parishes in Orknoy that they are 
mainly taken from the dedications of the churches, or the names of the 
tins in which the churches ure situated. The pariah of Orphir 
conmate of 4 group of tins, and takes its name from the tip 
Of Orphir in which the porish church and the Ba of Orphir are 
sitteaterd.

The Ba of Orphir must have been the original farm from which the 
tim took its nanie "The tin of Urphir ie deaeribed in the Rental of 
1502 ax consisting of the hull of Orpliair ninepenty land, and a group of 
surrounding farmea called the threepenny land of Orphuir, 

The present Ba of Orpliir is situated at the head of the Hope o tho 
Bil, also called the Bay of Orphir, Between the farm buildings and the 
shore is the parish ehurch and chorchyord, and ja the olwrchyard. are 
the rains of the Round Church of Orphir. Tmmediately to the north, 
outaide the yard wall, are the fruulationa if extenaive huildings recently 
excavated, The rile and the church. stand ano gentle rising ground 
at the foot of the south-east declivity of Midland Hill At tho east end 
of the sito and of tho ruing the ground slopes down abruptly to the 
stream. The Stiga states that the hitses stood on a slope, which muy 
either refer to the declivity of Midland Hill op to the rising ground on 
which the ruins stand, The Saga deseription ia extremely loose anil 
brief. Tt tikes Sveinn “away behinael (he howies wn) oy to Orridafjiindr,” 
ind mentions « drekta or fei, wo dlope eva the dangea, drom which 
Duneey conld he eeex, both of which are four and six and a half miles 
distant respectively. 

Tho Rey, Alexander Dope states, in 1758, thut large and deep fiunds- 
tiowa were found: widerground in the lanila of the How, near the 
charch, but that there were no local trarlitions as to the Earl's alice! 
Mr George Potrio atutes, in 1861, that the iomedlate teighheurhowd of 
the Roun! Chureh abounded with sumerous traces of ancient buildings 
believed ty be the remains of the Karl's Palace Somo yeare ago, tlie 
writer pointed out to the Rov. W. Caskey, incumbent of the jintish, 
the apot where the Karl's Bi woull huve stood in relation to the 
Round Choreh, in accordance with the deseription in the Sag At 
that time there were no indications of any ruins, and the locality of

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previous excivations was unknown. In 1899 the yravedigger came 
across foundations in the northwest corner of ‘the churchyanl, lying 
from west to ast, Aa this would correspond with the south wall of 
the Earl's Bi, Mr Robert Flots of Bellevue, Hon. District Secretary of 
the Viking Clul, mule two oxeavationa to the esstwanl in line with 
the supyrwed. wall, with the result that it was again atruck, In 1900 
Mr Flott and the writer made a series of excavations, tracing the 
buildings to their eastern extremity. In [90] they tode a careful 
extavetion ut that part where the doorway would he, in accordance with 
the Saga description, with the result that aoch an opening wos fonnd 
(see plan, fig. 1). The wall, so far as excavated, measures about 136 feet 
in length, The weatern extremity hie not beon-traced ; it prohalily ter- 
tinated at the west end of the churchyant, neo troce ool be obtained 
outside, Beginning.at the west end of tho yard there is a continuous 
Jangth of about 104 feet of dry built mindom-coursed wall, 4 feet 
thick, without footings or #earcement ; this terminates enstiwanl at the 
supposed doorway, opposite the church, It was not possible to excavate 
Immedintely east of thik to find the other jamb of opening, owing to the 
present ehurch rowdl wall, Bot 6 feet 4) inches to the oust, on the 
other side of the road wall, was found the return wall of another 
building in the same frontage line. This latter hmilding haa walls 
4 feet thick, but built with mortar, anil therefore probably of later 
tute. The jamb of the opening showed no signs of a door frame ur 
fastening. Inaline with the jamb of the (oor on its north aide, and 
atanding on end, was found part of a large fiat stone 5 inehes thick,’

The Round Church, of whieh all that remains is the apee and a ennill 
part of the wall of the nave on each aiile (see fiz.

With regard to the founder of the church, the Rev, Alexawler Pope 
states, in 1758, thot-some thought it hml boon Tailt hy Karl Hakon after 
hie teturn from Jertiealem, and aida that “akon, it acemnt, clined 
Orplir for hie seat.” Dr Joseph Anderson states that Haken ““ bal his 
reaidenee of Ohi,” * and that “lin seem to have resident” * Lhiore, ard 
probally built the church, The late Mr BR. A. Hosauck, in lis recent

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work, Avrkwall in the Orkneys, apparently founding on Dr Anderson, 
‘atates that Hikon luilt the ehureh, Thus the aurmise of one writer 
boonies the fact of another. All these sintements an to Hakon living in 
Orphir and bmilding the charch are mere inferences: We have no. proof 
that Earl Hikon waa ever even in Orplir, He may have visited Orphir, 
among his other bia, when on cirouit collecting rents and skatta.. We 
are net told where he lived, and morely know that he died in the islands, 
Earl Pall was living in Orphir in 1196, when the church owas fire 
mentioned, and bie father, Earl Haken, was the first and only Earl before 
that time who visited Jerusalem. If Karl Hiikon tilt the church he 
protably did eo after his pilgrimage to Jerusalem, between a few winters 
after he murdered St Magnue in 1116, and ©, 1223 when hw din 

The Rey. Froneis Liddell in 1797 suyuested that the Earl's Palace 
stom! wt Oheck in the tin of Tuskerhister, in Orphir parish, as anewering 
to the Sage ceseription.! Oback is on the elope of the hill from-whieh 
Dameoy can ho seen. Posaihly lin wae misled by o tradition whieh says 
that the Earl of Caithness waa slain at Ohack after the battle of Summer 
dale in 1529.° Mr Liddotl egeeste that “The ruins of an ancient tower, 
of acirmulor form, and about 180 foot in cineumferenoe,” in: Swanhister, 
was probalily the resilewe of Sveinn breastrope, from which the place 
took ite name “Swengbister.” This ruin, howevor, is the remains of one 
of the tary pro-Norse broughs in Orkney and Shetiand. From measuro- 
monte taken by the writer in [S79 om) 1901, the internal diameter is 
bet 30 feet, which, with the 12 feet thick dry built walls, gives a cir- 
cumferance of about 170 fret. 

Somehow or other, after this suggestion by Mr Liddell, Seainn got 
locilly eonfased with the Earl, andl in a MS. map of Swanhister, in 
1847, we fil the Brough marked as the “ruins of Earl Sweyn's Gaatle.”2 
The tranaition from “ Earl Sweyn's Castle” to “ Karl's Palace * wae then

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aneasy ow Already, in 1842, the minister of the parish mentions the 
“Karl's Palace" at Swanhister,' In the advertisement of the sale of the 
estate of Swanbister, in (344, it is stated, wean uttractive feature of t hye 
property, that [twas “in ancient days the residence of the Norwegian 
Varls of Orkney, the remains of whoee palace are yet in existence."* 

The new propristor of the estate, buying it on that tuderstanding, we 
are tlierefore net surprised to find Professor A, Munch writing in 
[S45-40, that the inhabitants still show the ground of the Karl's seat at 
Swanbiater2 As a matter of fact, this spurious tradition has never 
liecome folklore. The Brough at Swanbister is called hy the inhabitants 
the “hiilldck o' Brecknay,” froin the nome of the neighbouring farm. 

There are no traditions now, no more than there were in L755, bo Mr 
Pope's time, a3 to the sito of the Enrl's Pulnee,

Professor Munch fouml that the site shown him, 
viz, that of the Rrongh, in relation to the adjoining site of a chapel, did 
not corresponil with the Saga dtesermption, and there was no rom for a 
chapel between the Brough aml the shor, so he acoundingly aeeepted the 
site of the chapel as that of the church mentioned in the Saga, and placed 
the palace in imagination to the worth, suggesting that the Brough might

It is now hoped that it haa heen proved that the Earle Ba in, or 
called Orfjara, mentioned in the Orknevinga Saga, ie identical with 
the present Ba of Orphir—whick in 1503 was ileseribed as lonthunds 
of the old Norse Karldom—and that the foundations recently excavated 
it the Ba of Orplir and the ruina of the Round Church are those of 
the Earl's Hd aml kirk, to which they anewer in every particular an 
described in the Saga.

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NOTICE OF THE DISCOVERY OF CISTS AND URNS AT LONGCROPFT, 
LAUDERDALE. By FRANCIS LYNN, F.S_A. Suny. 


Those who have had the fortane to visit: Longeroft, in Upper Lander: 
dale, with ita fine conical hill, crowned by woxtensive and intricate 
British fortifestions, will reulily remember a small Enoll in the valley 
just below Longoroft Farm, and beyond the tum on the left when 
facing downwards, Ita form and the obvious lahour which had heen 
apent in forming it into tormioé: at once canght the ¢ye, and without 
any dlireet prof jt waa believed ty ie a eitish burial mound. In 
natural etrocture jt ia a grass covered knoll, the core of which is ailurian 
rock, much tilted and shivered. Generations ago a quarry waa opimeil 
im its southern side, which waa mpidly destroying ite form. When the 
lite Ale Dickinson antuned the firm, eome fifty yoars ago, his good inate 
caused him to put a stop to the destruction of the hilloek, and ‘since 
then the quarrying has conse, 

Recently the shephent informed the Mexrs Dickinson that the 
children hod discovered an urn near the top of the knowe, ond had 
kicked off the bottom part, which was uppermost, and found if bo Le 
full of small fragments of bones Mr’ Dickinson at onee went and took 
wepeto project it till a regnlor examination could he made; and then 
arranged with Provost Turnbuil of Melroww to join him in investiveting 
the matter, On the 10th of May lit, Provost ‘Turnbull went up to 
Longeroft, taking with him Dr Routledge, Melrose, and Francis Lymn, 
Cialnshiels, After reaching Longoroft, along with the two Mesars 
Dickson aud several of the shepherds, on examination of the knull 
was made, The nm was found on the brink of the old quarry, and 
the material around it having been carefolly removed it was seen to be

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ON THE CAIRNS OF ARRAN—A EECORD OF FURTHER EXPLORATIONS 
DURING THE SEASON OF 1902. By THOMAS H. REYOE, M.A., MLD, 
F.3.A. Seve. 

Isa papersubmitted tothe Society lit session T described a group of cairns 
which ovcur in the South-West corer of Scotland, and which | defined 
tentatively as folluws;—"A class of sepulchral caims not oettainly known 
Ww have either a definite ground plan or setting of standing stones, contain 
Ing a segmented megalithic stricturé boilt of large literal alae without 
walling of smuller stones ; probably in all eases covered by lange Aagstones,

About six milos from the wea, at the very head of the Kilmory Water, 
high np above the stream, close to the §00-foor contour line, stands a 
very large: cairn of loca stones It is far beyoml the limits of 
cultivation, in the heart uf the [ills and the nearest cottage ix tore than 
a anils away. It has been little interfered with, and retains in all 
prohability mnch of its original eluaracter. 
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The calm is peculiarly placed. = Tt stumle on the steeply slopang sidan 
af the glen (fie. 1), below the brow of the tii At its lower end it rises 
15 or 17 feet above the elope, but runs out to the ground level at its 
upper ond En shape it is roughly rectangular, the sides heing 
straight; the total length ia 100 feet and the avormge breadth 60 feet. 
The long axis is directed approximately WLN-W. and ESE, At the 
eiat or upper dul, hotween the top of the cairn and the steeper slope

eireular shayw, partially marked off by a series of upright stones (fig. 2). 
These rise above the present ground level from a few inches to 2 feet. 
Many of the stones are now misting, and there is some doubt az to what 
may have been the original shape of the setting, Some stowes extending 
north and south form two laterdl arms, and the cairn extends ip towards 
them on aither sides bot as it runs out to the ground level here, it is 
diffeult to define exuctly its limite. The impression conveyed ia that 
the Intem? arma form the upper limite of the cairn literally, while 
in the centre it ig hollowed ont into « hay, bounded by the stones 
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arranged cireitriferutially, If this worm =o, tho arrangement would bo 
similor to that observed in the horned cairns of thy porthérn series, On 
marking out the diameter, however, to discover if the setting were 
seemeircular or tiroular, T found one «mall stone arranged exactly on. the 
chremmferenee, and ¢o placed that It moy have formed a tonihber of a 
cireularsetting. This single stone may be fortuitously placed, nnd L must 
leave the question open, romarking merely that every analogy points ta 
aemicirctlar rather than w citar sdtting boing the original structural 
jinn, 
‘The ontermost stone of the northern arm i+ placed with its axis in # 
line with the long axis of the cairn, and jt seems Likely thot it may 
bare represented one of a sirica Of stones ninpping out the outline of the 
cairn, I eoulil not, however, determine Ue jiresence af any other 
members of auch a series standing free, and 1 excavated both at the 
lower and northern lateral edges of the eairn, to ascertain whether there 
might have been wretaining wall ur peripheral settius, but with negntive 
testi, Returning to the-sensicirmular setting al the npper end of the 
cairn, the largest stones of tlhe series; which are 2 feet 2 inches and 
$ feet 4 inches broad, aml 1 foot 8 inches uml 1 foot 4 inches’ thick, 
respectively, stand in the axial line of the exira, and the space between 
thei, 3. fect 5 inches weross, forms, as will be explained later, a portal 
inte « thamber whieli was foun! to ooaupy the wpper end of the 
Tmimadintely behind this pair of stones ies somewhat conical stone 
on elge, whieh forms a kind of lintel to the portal, It iw 5 feet 9 
inches Inng, 1 foot 10 inches thick, und 2 feet 2 inches deep. Resting 
against thia,on its horizontal face, is an irregular block of schist, 5 feet 9 
inches long, by 6 feet 8 inches broad, and 1 foot 2 inches thick.

fing, ‘This wecond flag in turn overlaps, hy 2 feet O inches, a large 
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irregular slab of granite which menoures 6 feet long, by 6 feet hroadl, 
and is 1 foot 4 inches thick, These three slabs thus overlapping one 
another are exposed on the surface of the cairn, but from the fact that 
the cairn te highor below it is probable: that they were ut one time 
coveted over—though it ia certain that they cannot have been Wuried to 
Huy great depth, 

Such was the information which it was possible to gather before #x- 
cavation. T commenced the exeavution by ainking « hole into the 
cuir beyond the granite alah, After clearing away the Joose stones to 
the depth of 2 feet, a flat eandstone élab was bared, about w foot below 
the devel of the granite slab, Thie waa raised and removal, Relow, we 
found loote eurth andl mole stones, and when this was removed to a 
depth of 18 inches the uppor eilge- of a =indetone flag, ext trunsvarsely, 
wae mvealed and defined. It measured 2 feet ¥ inches broad. Having 
ascertained that beyond thia stone there was no structural arrangement, 
but only the loose stones of the cairn, the space was cleared to ita upper 
aide. Here jt was discovered that there was a central trenchtike ay anna 
filled with loose earth and stones, and bounded on eich side by carefully 
built walla of sandstone Hugs, sot horiantally and piled on top of ane 
another, The wpper tier of small flags projected conaidernbly over the 
lower tiors (fig. 4). The trench was now cleared, room to work belingy ob 
tained by removing the projecting Mage, Ata depth of about 4 feet it was 
found that the built structure cessed, and the wally were formed by large 
flags, auch ws have been deseribed in all the denuded megalithic structures 
in Arman, An attempt was now made to-work up tinier the large granite 
slab, but when the earth was taken away, being on the slope, it showed 
signe of aliding, and the attempt had tobe abandoned, 1 had meantime 
removed the surface and earth opposite the portal, but ip waa bri peasy le 
to work in from that end, beransa the side stones (quickly approached 
one another helow the ground level, and there wat barely room fora 
Man to syisere through the «pace, Lt wns decided, therefore, Lo ramove 
the roof hy levering over the large slaba. When this waa wecem plished, 
they were found to rest on a series of sandstone slake of imregtilar ahape, 
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hut roughly rectangular, and reaching outwanls for varying distances, 
from 2 ivet to 4 feet: They were arranged like the steps of a stair (fig. 
4), from the upper end into the centre of the «air. The interval left 
between their mesial edges was only 18 inches. No progress eoulid 
therefore be made till these were im turn removed, but when this wae 
done it was found that the walle-of the chamber were vertical, and it was 
pissilile to clear it out in ite whole depth without further disturbance. 
The trench was filled with earth aml stones, aome of large size; and os 
the wash from the hill had run through it, the earth in the deeper parte

The longitudinal (fig. 3) aml gectional (fig: 4) plane abow that between 
the septal stories and the mof there was clear headroom of 4 feen at 
the lowest, to 6 feot at the highest point. 

Fig. 6 mpresents the entrance to the chamber after the roof was re- 
moved. The left-hand stone 3 feet 2 inches broad at the apex, hiv | 
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foot 5 inches thick, but broalens rapidly to the bass, which is i fest 6 
inches frou the upex. ‘The tight stone jz 3 feet 1 inch broad byl foot 
GS inehes thick, and also broadens at its ‘hase.

The megalithic structure known popularly hy this name is the 
largest of the denuded structures uf this class in Arran. Tt Ata cary

The cairn in which the structure must at one time have been embodied 
ia now in great part removed, the base alone remaining. “It trikes 
abont 2 feet above the general level of the flat terrace on which it reste, 
and is 98 foot in longth by 60 feet in breadth, The megulithic strocture 
i at the northern end, in the long axis of the cairn which tune N,NLE.

‘The mogalithie structure is 14 rete 
in fength, and its axie lies N/E and S.W, It is fortoed of three pairs 
of Interal stones, and it is divided by septal slale into three compart 
ments, ‘The werthern end is in. this case the closed end; the southern 
ia open, Here three upright stones romain os the possible survivors 
of a larger series, “Two of them form: the side poate of o portal The 
anat stoie stands 4 feet 4 inches above tho lovel of the top-of the eile 
walls of the chamber; it is 2 feet broad and 10 inches thick, The west 
stone ia 2 feat 6 inches broad, and 6 inches thick, and is lower than 18 
neighbour, being only 2 feet 8 inulive higher than the chamber. Thiree 
feet to the east is a third stone, 2 feet 6 taches broad, with its long 
axia standing in line with the two portal stones. 

The height at which thea stones stand above the chamber itself, 
the fact that the structure 15 placed ot the edge of « ridge, with « flat 
surface in front of the portal, may suggest thut in all probability the 
chamber was originally euch a one ms explored in the Carn Ban. If 
thix were the case it mast be conclnded that all the sujerstructire hus 
heen removed, and only the deeper megalithic portion of the chamber left. 

The sail thrown out was carefully rnidled, but only a few fragments 
of pottery, and same chips of Corringills pitehatone, were recovered in 
the way of relics. 

The fragments of pottery ure composed of dark wore, anid #how tio 
decorative design. They are too amall to permit of an opinion as to what 
may have been the shape of the vessel. 

In the glen of the Monamore Burn 4 cairn is mirked on the Ginch 
map, chose to an oli sheepfold, a short distance above the mill: It 
je now practically obliterated, only a slight elevation murking the spot. 
There is nothing to show whit may have been its nature,-and no 
elat of megalithic strocture now remains.

The excavatioiia which I have detailed above are relatively poor in 
resalts as far as relics aré concerned ; and in the matter of human 
remains, the recovery of which was my primary motive, they area ¢om- 
plete Blank ; but the inorease in knowledye of structural detail they 
have afforded is of much importance, Muny features described in my 
last paper get now.@ satisfuotory explanation, and we are ina position to 
teulise whut the original condition of this Interesting series of monuments 
may have hon. Before yuthering tigether the data T must again refer 
‘to the Argylishire examples, 

A brief visit to Font during the summer gave me on opportunity of 
visiting the cairué uear Kilmartin at Largie and Kilehoon, These: 
two structures, though ¢itilar in general plan, present certain features 
of difference in the roof constriction. lL 

The Largie cairn contains © chamber (fg. 21) to which thore ie no 
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fastage of approach ; aeeese to the chamber is abtained hy a low portal

It ie built of irregular flags, piece) ppb cid 
another in sericea, and the intervening trentli-like apace is subdivided 
hy septal elahe into compartments, Thesy peptal slabs are only 
alightly lower than the literal stones, anil thus, if the roof were abeent, 
the appearance would be that of a series of cists place! eml to eq, 
The roof ts formed of large flagstones, which are supported on #tomes placed 
onteide thoae of the structure iteelf. Litthe dreadpoonr is. left below the 
roof, but the space owes probably sufficient to permit of ontranos from 
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oneen Tk is further possible that, as originally built, there may have 
been some Inilding of smaller stones to complete the walls, 

Returning to the Arran atructiireas, it is obvious that whon the roof 
hes bean destroyed and this megalithic stricture atanda denuded, it ix 
not posililé to tell which method of mmofing had been nilopted; hut 
it coum highly probable that the majority of the structured described 
in my former paper, and certain of these deserihed ii this, may have 
had an opper eection of amall thurs piled or built ip on one another to 
support the rong, 

The Largie chamber differs from that in the Carn Bon only in one 
resport—that the building with sninller alahe placed horizontally is wa- 
ployed only in certain parte af the walle to bring them ap to the lave! 
af certain tall stones which reach from floor to roaf. 

The Clachaig chamber, again, 18 closely akin to the Largie cliamber 
in this reepect, and in my {oat pajwe [ referred to the possibility that

Lovking ut the group of structures as a whole, in the Carn Ban of the 
Kilmory Water we have the prototype, and from its features and the 


date guthored by the exploration of the less perfuct examples, we may 


with considerable contidence describe the structure in ite typical form 
thues Tt ise lowe rectangular cairn, with a definite ground plan marked 
aff by a setting of Hagutones. At one endl this setting is dispoced in a 
semicirole, and bounds a space leading to the portal uf w chamber which 
eocupies ond end of the cairn. The chamber is formed of two sections,— 
sleeper, lilt of hnge stones sel on ilge, bounding « trench-like space 
divided inte compartments by septal dale; and an upper, built of amuall 
fiags placed horizontally, The object of this upper section is ‘twofold: to 


afford heud-mom within the clamber, and to provide a level surface for 
the roofing Mage to rest upon. The portal of access i6 aoome distance iibowe 
the chamber floor. ‘The camparttoente are vaulta, in which the remains 


af the dead were placed, sometimes. without cremation, sometimes after 
cremation, 

t holiewe that amet of the Arran atricturea which now stand donned 
represent oniy the deeper megalithic section of the Carn Ban chamber, 
and that in fie process of demolition the roofing alate and upper built 
section have been taken away. 

‘The upper tmilt section may not in all cases have been so regular and 
complete nxat the Cam Ban, for when any of the later] stones were tall 
enough to real the roof, building with stuallor flags was employed only 
between them. 

On the ies hati, the Kilehoay structure proves that this method 


of supporting the roof was not always adopted, and it may be that the 


roofa of aatue at lmast of the segmented chambers may have heen carrimd 
in the mantier sean at Kilehout, 

‘The elaborate structural features of the perfect caim, circle, anil 
chamber bring the Arran type: of sopulchral cairn into line with the 
chambered cairns elsewhere, but there are some spwicial features pooulinr 
to it. 

Thar ix no approach passage; access to the chamber iz obtained 
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throuph o low portal place! gome ilistance above the floor, and before 
the portal te a space boonited by « aamicirculur setting of upright 
stones. The chamber iteelf is invariwbly in purt inegalithie, and sub- 
divided into compartments by complete septa placed opposite the eid 
of cach pair of lateral stones! 

The hypothesis that the cists may have been built in serine as each 
became: filled up, in the ‘cases where tho septal stones are on the same 
level ue the Lateral stones, i4 untenable in the light of the new olwerva- 
tions, and there ia po doult that each of the megalithic structures wae 
an dlahorate wepiilchieal vault covered by « roof, which permitted access 
from time t tite throigh & narnow entrees, and that it woe covers 
in by a cairn of euch-o site ne made the whole a stupendous monument, 
when it t¢ considered how limite! were thi means at the disposal uf 
these early psdjile, | 

The character of the implomente found during this series of axplora: 
tions fully hears-out the condlnaions drawn from earlier work. Tho 
flint arrow-pomte am of the aanm Jinf-ahoped type; the lirze knives or 
scrapers, of the auiie material, are similar in their charsoters to those found 
at the other eites. No implanants or ohjecta of metal were diseovered. 
At the (Giants! Graves, Whiting Bay, a émall eval prides of metal, probably 
allver, waa picked op, smooth on one surface and with two tidges on the 
other. Tt isnot like any modern ohject save possibly a sleevedink, amd 
ne it occurred ina disturbed deposit, there ie nothing to prove thit it 
igancent. Tn every aituution anvn Monyquil, fakes or fraements of the 
greenish inineral identified aa Corriegills pitehatone were found, ani 
similar flakes were found in the Tormore cists Jast year. The regular 
ovcurrenen of these in the deposite ia curious. No fmplement or objeut 
made of this mineral hue been seen, yok theas broken fragments. or 
flukes con henlly ie megarded. as stones oceurring incidentally in the soil, 

The pottery found it in euch minute fragments that littl ein be

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determined regarding the class of vessel to which the pieces belonged, 
Some of the pieces found at Whiting Bay telong unquestionably to the 
class of vessel found on various Neolithic sites, They are composed of 
the aame dark ware, and have the broad flat rim characteristic of certain 
examples of Stone Age pottery. There being no part of the howl of a 
yossol, it cannot be determined for cértain whither they were rounded in 
the bottom or not, Fragments of one vessel abow that it had possessed 
@ flat base, but there are too few pieces to permit of its reconstruction ; 
and as the site was mich disturbed, it cannot be confidently stated 
that it belonged to the primary interment! 

lt is not part of my purpose to give o complete survey of the Arran 
eairns, but I have visited, and I believe identified, all the sites of cairns 
marked on the 6-inch map, and have now ieserihed ull those of the 
megalithic chamlmred class which T know to exist In such a atate of 
preservation as ta make a description possible, I may, in conclusion, 
refer briefly to three cairns marked on the maj et the mouth of Sannox 
Glen One id on the ridge above the “Rocking Stone,” to the south af 
the glen, It is now entirely ruined, ond there ar exposed three rather 
rudely built but apparently short cists, which have long ago been rifled 
and broken down, They are arranged in line with one another, but lie 
unveral feet apart, anil ilo not fall into the class which I have deseribed 
above. In the mouth of the Glen, on the edge of the old #ea-bearh 
torruce, is the base of a lange cairn of stones which hes lwen eneroached 
on all round liv the ploughed land. No megalithic structure mxists, 
and no eiat isexposed, It is possible that all the stones of a chamber 
have been removed to the neighbouring dikes, or i may be that somo-

Tit the ronth of May 1898 1 received from Lieutenant-General Traill 
Burroughs, G.B., of Rotsay, Orkney, a lox containing some homman bones 
anil other objects which had: heen obtained whilut excavating a motund 
om hia property of Rousay. From letters which General Burroughs 
hos written to me, and from aketeles made by himedlf amt Mrs 
Trail] Burroughs, I have compiled the following descriptiti, 

The moun! ia situated on Flagstaff Hill, near his residence, Trnmlant 
House, and i# known by the local name of Taversce Tuick, Jt wns 
about 44 feet above the natuml lie of the erounml om ite lower or 
sontheri side, and about 2 fect on the northern of npper side. It 
was circiilar at the base anil had o diameter of about 30 feet. The 
surface waa overgrown with heather, but with grass at the apex, and the 
bulle of the mound was composed of loose stones and earth, 

The excavations were begat in onler to make « summer-seat on tie 
mottil to free the south, which commands a fine prospect, and to he 
protected from the north antl eat With this oljont a wedge-shaped 
hluck waa cut out of the south aspect of the mound, and wy that did 
not sulfice for the purpose required, the exeavation waa carned further 
into the mound at the apex of the weilge, fu the form of a semicirele. | 
A rough stone wall was exposed near the north face of the moun, about 
= foot below the surface. Tt was built of flat stones placed horizontally, 
with an upright flat stone at each end, and the ends were + feet apart. 
The stone to the west was 33 inches in height and entirely concealed in 
the mound; that to the east was 41 inches in height, ond its upper end 
projected intd the gminey coverii af Hie mound for a few inches, but 
it did not attract attention until ite continuity with the concealed part 
of the stone was observed, 
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The excavation was then continued to the immediate south of thie 
wall, when three stone cists in clo proximity to each other and to the 
Stone wall were exposed, One of the cists was situated at the foot of 
the tallowt upright stone, Unfortunately they bad been ‘hroken by the 
workmen before Gener] Burroughs sv them, «o that their exact 
Himensions cannot be piven. ‘The ciaty are described as “email, and not 
fore thin from Lk to 2 feet in length and breadth, tat the longth mther 
excused the breadth, They were constructed af tndresed flat stones, 
and the eover-stones were about one ineh anil a half thick, ‘They con- 
tained fragments of whitened hones, which General Burroughs is inclined 
to think had been contained in urns lodged in the vista, The vivts had 
been built ona layer of oarth About w foot thick: when this was 
removed, the atonn roof of an tnderground chamber was exposed 4 feet 
J inches below the surface of the ground. ‘The two upright stows and 
the foundations of tho wall discovered earlier in thie excavition rested 
on the roof of thie chamber at its northern end. As the excavation 
proceeded this chamber was inure fully exposed. [ta roof waa formeil 
Of five larve lintel stones, the long axes of Which ran north and south. 
They rested on the end and sides wills, wid varied in length, as far us 
visible, from 4 feet 2 inthe: to 4 fost 2 inches, and in breadth from 2 
feet | inch to $ feet, The middle stone waa broken ; the two on the 
éast side were ontiry ; of the: two Wesitiost stones, one wis cracked in 
two, the othor crumbled into flikes anil had to be removed. The atonns 
forming tho roof were tiawaive fags, which varied in thickness from a 
to 10 of 11 inelies, 

The chamber itself (fig. 1) consisted of a contra! part and four recesses 
or alcoves—two at tho north eid, one wt the ont, and another at thi 
Weet—ul the Mugstones just referred to roofed fn hoth the body-of the 
climber and the moessex, ‘The interior niewnrements of the ontire 
chamber with ite reensane worn 12 feat in length, 5 feet finches ip 
width, and 4 fest 8 inchos in height, ‘Tho eastern roses was 4 fuet 2 
fnehiea long ly 2 feat 4 inghes in width, and 2 feet 1] énehes in heighit ; 
that wt the horth-east wos 4 feet in Tnngrt Ia by 2 feet 4 inches in breadth,

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The stones which lined it wore arranged so as to form a bechive-like 
alcove ; passitiy horizontally across each recess and raised about a fool 
above the paved floor was a flagstone, which divided the recess into an 


‘upper aud a lower compartment, bath filled with dark greasy mud, 


The side walle of the chamber were built of Mat stones, ond ‘sitilur 
flags formed its floor, A skeleton bent upon itself wae found in the 
north-west recess, Fragments of » human akvleton were also formed: in 
the northeastern recess. In removing the earth which had fallen into 
the chamber uumerous pieces of broken pottery were found, #9 that 
soyeral irne had prohily been deposited there. There were no wigns 
of cromation in the chamber itself, 

The chamber at its south aspect opened into a long passage, which 
ran to the south face of the mound, and ended outside the mond about 
15 feet from the interior of the chamber. The earth which concealed 
it was from 1 to 3 feet in thickness, and was covered by strong heather, 
es that there wae no indication on the enrface of the existence of the 
passage, Whore it left the chamber it was 3 fect 9 inches high and 
4 feet wide, and about 12 feet from the chamber it dimimished to 
9 feet 4 inches in height und & foot 9 inches in width, and it seemed 
we if it waa continued into.a presage smaller in all its dimensions, which 
General Burroughs epeake of ae a drain. About 2 feet 6 inches from 
the chamber a small recess was found in the west wall of the passige 
about 1 foot 8 inches above thn floor of the passage, The long axis of 
the recess, 2 feet 4 inches, waz parallel to that of the pussage, its breadth: 
was 1 foot 4 ineles, ite height wat 11 inches It wus bounded by on 
upright stone built into the wall, which did not project inte the paruage. 
This stone was 2 foet 3 inches in height, 2 feet in breadth, and 6 inches 
in thickness. 

The walle of the passaye were formed of flawlike stones plaved 
hwrizontally, and the passage was paved with flags about 14 inches 
thick. 

At about 13 feet 6 inches from (he chamber a block af stone lay in 
ite long dinmeter across the passage and fitted into the wall on each side. 
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lt rested on the floor, and projected from it to the haivht of 12 inches, 
lie long diameter, 0 far os was visible, was about | foot 9 inches, and 
it waa 1 foot in breadth. From its position it forme] an imperfect 
barrier againat entrance into the proximal part of the paxsaye and the 
chainber, "The narrow druin-liko continuation of the passage wie traced

from the chamber it bet somewhat to the east, hut it hae not yut been 
traced to ite wltininte termination, Althongh drmin-like in its motle 
of construction, it obviously could not have ucted as a4 (train, aa the 
stone lnerrier wold have checked a flow outwards from the chamber, 
Three heaps of bonvs, representing prolably a& many skeletons, were 
found in the passage hetween the charter aud the learrier stone 
Tmriedintely to the south of the barrier stone the broken half of a 


hammer-head of smooth grey granite (fig. 2), about 2 Inctws in dinmeter, 
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wae found, and not far from ita finke of flint, triangular.in shape, which 
might have been mse as 4 scraper. Somewhat further away from the 
harrier mumerous broken portiona of urna were seen on the floor af 
the passage, mixed with earth, black mud, ant fragmenta af lone, 

An the small ciste found auperjucent to the roof of the chamber had 
teen broken by the workmen, und their contents In great Immensure 
senttered about before they were seen by General Burroughs, their 
exavt condition before they were disturbed cannot, nnfortinutely, Iv 
stated in wreater detail than has already been given, “The: specimens 
sent to me fot examination were collected from at Inaat two of the 
three cinta, and in large part consisted of numerous frygments of bone, 
which from theft grovish-white appearance, with, In some epocimens, 
blackening of the cancellated tissne, and Jess frequently of the compact 
shell of the bone, had alviously been incinerated: Sometimes they were 
contorted, and had eravks extending into their substance. When struck, 
they hud o metallic ring and were almost devotd of animal matter. As 
a nile, the Fragmints were ao small as to moke it impossible to state 
in. most cases which hones of the skeleton they had been perts of, 
though many of them were, without any donbt, from the long bones 
of the limbay two specimens were, from their size amd markings, 
obviously sections of the thigh-bones, two others were parte of crite, 
another was.a portion of u vertehm, several flat frgments had: belonged 
to bone of the head, and the terminal phalanx of onc. of the fingers 
was alee fairly well preserved. They wee undoubtedly litiman bones 
from an adult, ot possibly more than one full-grown person, A fragment 
of the dentary border of an upper jaw-bone waa also recognised, which, 
from the «mall size of the alveoli for the lodgment of the fangs of the 
teeth, wae apparently that of a chili, 

Many of the fregments of howe were attached to ot even atabelded in 
nodulnr meses of hard vitrified slag, the surface of which not: unfre.: 
quently waa smooth and iridescent. Some of the nodules were broken 
artes atl found to lv hollow in the interior, as if from the presence of 
air cavities, From their appearance one wus led to think that during 
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the cremation of the bodies, so intense a heat had been generated that a 
alag had been produced, which had in many tstonces fused with the 
bones, Throvgh the courtesy of Dr Leonard Dobbin, of the Chemical 
Laloratory in the University, an analysia of the elag has heen made. 
1t consisted of aluminium, calcium, magnesium, with small quantities of 
iron anil potussiuim, and the-aalt radicals of phosphoric and silicic acide 
Ae it required a bright vollowiah heat to fuse the slug, it bad obviously 
wen originally produced at a high temperature. 

Numerous fragments of broken pottery were mingled with the bones, 
eo that the opiniay formed by General Turrougiia, that each cist had con- 
tained an uri, was without doubt correct, There can, I think, be little 
question that after cremation the incinerated bones: had bren deposited 
in on nen, wWhiteli had been placed mouth downwards on ao flat stone on 
the earthen fldor of a cist of a size about sufficient bo ateommodite it, 
Thise cists wert therefore cremation cista, and quite different in charter 
from the short cists eo frequently found) in Scotland, in which on unere 
mated body had been limried im the bent posture. The urna had heen 
broken into such small fragments thit.a restorition was impossible, The 
paste was unglazed and of a moderately coame texture, aud the outer 
surface wos alight brick colour, Even the small fragments were. pre 
portionately heavy, ao that there waa probably a considerable percentage 
of iron in the clay which had been weed to form the orn, [did not see 
incised lines on any of the fragments from the cremation cists, 

In addition to the remaina obtained from the cremation cists, General 
Burroughs forwanked to me objecta lying in the undergroum) cliamber 
and the passage touding ont of it, 

Ag stated in the previous description, unburnt human skeletons wore 
foutdl in the chumler, one of which wae bent upon itself, so that the 
chamber hod obviously been used ay a. place of sepulture for unuburnt 
lwxlies. It is greatly to be regretted that the bones. which I received 
were ao niuch broken, and the fmgments, aa a rule, were so amall that 
it wae imposible to reconstruct either the long bones ora skal]. Frag- 
ments of at east five adult femora were recognised, which represented three 
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individuals; portions of tibime, filrile, and an netragalua nnd « clavicle 
were also fairly well preserved. The skull waa that of on adult, but 
from its fragnientary state it ia not possible to say whether the pro 
portions were dolichocephalic or brachyoophulic. The left: lmif of the 
lower jaw waz preserved, and the trae molar teeth were ull in place and 
worn flat by use, From thé alanleniess of the clavicle and the com- 
paratively feeble muscular ridges on some of thu long bones, I am 
disposed to think that at least one of the skelotona had been that of 
Woman. 

The upper muds of two tibie, though imperfect, showed distinctly the 
retroversion of the head of that bone which has ao frequently been 
observed in the tibix from Neolitlite und Bronse Age interments, and thie 
broken shafte hal « moderate amount of platykuemin, In only one 
femur wae the upper thind of the ¢haft sdficiently entire to enable me 
to recognise the antero-posterior flattening known aa platymery, a con- 
dition frequently sean in skelotons from these Iytermenta, 

Fingments of bene obtained from the long passage were from one or 
mote skeletons which had been cremated, The fmgments liad characters 
similar to those deseribed from the cremation cists situated on the roof 
Of the underground chamber, They were mingled with nodules of slng 
like those already described, There was no difficulty in revognising the 
‘homan cluracter-of some of the incinerated fragmenta. 

The pottery found in the pasenge wos formed of a very course paste. 
The largest fraument sent to me, 44 inches in cue direction by 3 inches in 
another, and about | inch in thickness, wus obviously a portion of the 
hase of an urn, without doubt a cinerary am of some magnitinle, Some 
other fragmenta (figs, 3, 4) in the possession of General Truill Burroughs 
showed the obliquely incised lines which are so common a decorative 
feature of this primitive pottery, 

Hoth in the chamber and ita passage atones wore Youd whieh in part 
hod fallen in during tha excavation, and were of no archmological interest, 
One sone lias, however, attracted my attention. It isa tke, apparently, 
of sandstone, attenunted at one end into o sort of handle, and expaetidert

land, Jt did not show any marks of chipping, asif made artificially, but 
wee probably a natural flake, of convenient shape to be used as a tool.

RErORT ON THE STONE CIRCLES oF. NORTH-EASTERN SCOTLAND, 
CHIEFLY 18 AUCHTERLESS AN} FORGUE, WITH MEASURED PLANS 
AND DRAWINGS, OBTAINED UNDER THE GUNNING FELLOWSHI?, 
By FRED, H, COLES, Asssravt:Keeeve or tHe Mcsev™u. 


The principal ares surveyed during-the autumn of 1902 ja contained 
in the large district lying to the north of Inverurie, between Huntly on 
the weat and Strichen on the east, Jt comprises several parizhes ; and the 
geographical distribution of the ¢ircles and of the other prehistoric 
remaitis, taken in cotitrast with each other, presente Interesting points, 
and may come to offer fresh problema to the archueolovist. 

Before proceeding, howaver, to more aceurately define the limits of this 
ured, thors atill exist several remaine of more or less importance in the 
district to the south-west of Kintore—the district previously reported on 
wi one eo Rpecially rich in megalithic sttiquities, For these additional 
standing stones 1 am indebted tu the observant care of Mr Frank Dey, 
whose wevistance in this direction I havealready partly acknowledged! J 
gladly here make further acknowledgmont, for the sufficient reaain that 
although most of the sites ure reeonled on the Onlnance map of half a 
cantury ago, it wus possible to be assured of their present existence 
only through hid having actually verified them iliring the Inst twelve 
months, Mr Dey has thus rendered signal wrvice towards the batter

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J feet 3 inches, is a peculiarly distinet onp-nark, quite ciéeular, 3) inelres 
wide aml @ ofan iichdesp. ‘The other faces and the east edge are remark- 
ably smooth and free from irregularities weatherings, The East 
Pillar stands 7 feet 2 inchea above ground, is very smooth and vertical 
on the southside, but rough on the north, It girths at the Tease just 
over 14 feet. It leans towards the east. The Stones wtund 10 feet 2 
inches apart, and their longer axes aro in the same dine.

No.3. Hack Forme, Standing Stoue—The site of this fine monolith 
fone fie SE. of the farm-stealings, 380 feet above sea-level, which 
slopes to the north, commaniting an nibroken prospect in a NIN)

Not, however, being absolutely certain as to its site, size, and other 
features, its investigation was put into. the hands of my aon OCeeil, from 
whose sketch and measurements the adjoining illustration (fig. Tn) 
and deseription are compiled, 

The site is on the crest of 4 hill sloping northwards, between its verge 
and n fir plantation on the south, distant from Wartle Sbition alvut 
one mile, nearly due. west, and almost directly midway hetween Con- 
galton and Cushiestown. It is not marked on any tap. In the dike 
surrounding the plantation are several great blocks somewhat similar 
in form and sive to the Standing Stone. ‘These being not many seore 
yards distant from the state, aggest the probability of their having 
onte formed portions of a Circle, af which it seems to he the: last 
aurviving member, 

The composition of this stone is Brey granite. It stands erect of o 
hase of 5 feet 7 inches in girth and ia 5 feat 1 inch in height. 

OF the eight sites thus noticed, the first six are all indieated on the 
Oninance maps ; but the Inst two are adiitional, buying teen put on 
recomd during the past year. They are, however, not shown fiero in 
a sketch map, for the simple reason that they are too isolated: lint 
their sites may he easily identified by the above ileseriptions.

The district surveyed at this date ie comprised within a apace of 
26° miles in length by 13 miles in breadth, bot its boundaries ar so 
irregular that the actu! area amounts to only 170 square miles, [te 
greater dimensions extend from Ellon in the extreme SE. to Rothiomay 
inthe 8.W. Jt contains two sites lyimg to the east of the River Ythan 
in Ellon, but its most important remains ore in the perishes of Rayne, 
Frvie, Auchterless, Forgue, [nverkeithny, part of Turriff, and a emall

pertion of Forglan. Considerable parts of the districk possess no circles 
or remains of circles, but inatead there are cairns For exemple, te 
the south of a tine eastwarda from Hallgreens (see Map, fig. 8}—a strip 
13 miles long by 3 wide—the only éxtunt remaina ore fivé cairns, the 
Candle Stone of Ellon, and the one stone still murking the site of the 
Circle at Schivas. To the N.E, of the same point, Hallgreens, through 
ont 16 aqtiare miles we have only the stone at Monkshill (known as 
the remnant of « cirele), one tuimulus (near Tifty), atid one cairn, Again, 
westwards, and to the north of Auchaber, is another and still larger 
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space of 36 square miles, in which the only relie now preserved is the 
amall but interesting Circle at Raich: while, sooth of the river 
Deveron, near Turriff, there are no terinins whatever in about 16 square 
tilies, 

Pointe of peculiar interest may onturally, therefore, present them- 
selves in the future when the geigraphical distribution of the Circle 
and of the Cairn comes minder consideration. 

[i the meantime, fet it be enfficlent 4 note that not only the 
paucity of the megalithir remaije throughout this extensive district, but 
the poverty of many of those thatdo still exist, are due to the cldsely 
cultivated condition of the lands here, I am not wire Hf, ludeed, a 
vein of superstition also may not have jnfluencal ean tenants; for 
If} SOME Inatinces, presently to be inaticed in due course, rather than 
utilise the stonws of « circle, the farmer has been at consideralile labour

wbove sea-level," We visited thie site in the afternoon of the aume day 
on Which the Tow Stuns wae examitied—one of the hottest daye on 
record for this geason—and, after undoubtedly reaching the exact field, 
searched among ite long and lnxurtant herbage, bot could find no frag- 
ment of stones prostrate in this heavy growth, On our return to the 
station at Wartle, we looked in at the farm of Tocherfoni, where, on 
inquiring for these stones, we were favoured with the following par- 
Hewlars:—That for ages there hind «tool twa ‘tallish’ stones iu the field 
which we had just searched; that same years ago one of them had 
hen thrown down-and rolled away northwards down. the hill and aasd 
in the dike near the mil), and that the other, which lui for seme time 
previously Tain broken and prostrate, was etill lying near its. original 
site; it was quite likely very diffieult to find, owing to the- heavy 
growth ofgrm=s. Deeming it nolless to spend further time in aeurehi 
of a mutilated stone net in ite original positiot, any probable further 
investigation of this site was jiestnoned, Owing, however, to the ox- 
tremely broken weather, which interfered with the progrese of our 
survey, the opportunity of revisiting this site never came:

‘No one about the premises seemed to know or care in the least about 
this site.

No, 13, Loe Newton —On the lands of this form amd in its neigh- 
honrhood there were many tors or less interesting relics of the pre- 
history of this part of the Scottish area.

They lie wt the T00-foot contour, a space 
balow: this summit of the Kirk Hill, at a pom! aome 3) furlongs NW, 
of the farm-house, The first feature arresting the obeervation in theee 
circles is thot the stones: composing them are almost exclusively of 
pure brillinntly-white quartz, The next point is that mach Cirle fs

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three vircles measures 159 feet by 44 feet, ‘There is a space between the 
verges of the easterly Circle and the niddle Circle of 35 feet, and 
between the venee of the middle and the westerly one of 32 feet. 

‘That of the easterly Circle mm 18 feet 6 
inches, of the middle 22 foot 9 inches, and of the westerly about 2] 
feet, In each case the Standing Stones are eet upon a fairly well-defined 
ridge, but this ridge in the westerly Circle loses ite form in the general 
ewelliny of the cairmlike low mound constituting its centre.

No. 14. Upperthird, near Logie Neirton.—Thia aite ie one mile ENE. 
Hatont from the farm-house of Logie Newton. The O31. marks one 
stone on the southern eireumference af a cirele abont &0 feet in diameter, 
but pays heed to no others. The present ounulition shows two large atones 
within 4 feet of each other—a discrepancy not to be accounted for, 
These huge bulky moses of extremely rugged whinstone (seq fig. 17) 
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stand E. and W. of each other, and the lotiger side of the tall stone 
trenda NNW, ond S.S.E. Its vertical height is 6 feet 9 inches Its 
basal girth is 17 feet 8h inches, The lower stone is 4 feet 7 mehes in 
height, its two longer sides measure respectively 7 feet and 6 feet, and 
ite ends 4 feet 6 inches and nearly 4 feet. It is probable, therefore, 
judging by its ehspe, that thie stone was once erect. Whether it con- 
stituted the east pillar with ite neighbour as Recumbent Stone is con- 
jectural.

(but no doubt all alike uaible as road-motal), were about 4 feet in breadth, 
2 10-3 feet in height, and their interspaces meamred from 9 to 14 feet in.

No. 17. Burreldeles, Rappla Wood,—f retain thia double name tn 
order to distingwish the lest described sity from that now to bo noticed, 
which was recorded 4 wmder the farm-name of Burreldales so dong ago we 
1862. Tho two sites are not half a mile apart, As ahove observed, the 
atterly ruined Circle close to the farm wee a markedly peculiar specimen, 
and we may use terme almost as definite regarding the former state of

There was first a low cireulur platform of stones about 60 feet in 
diumeter, On it stood four (ur five) rude blocks of whinstome, Only 
one of these, Bon the plan, now remains. Within the emcumference 
marked out by these Standing Stones, the stony platform «welled ap inte 
a low cairn, which had « liollow in ite centro. Up to this point the 
similarity Ixtween thie Circle and thé larger one in Whitehill Wood, 
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Monymusk, formerly described,’ is very striking. Mr Chalmers does nut 
express 4 decided opinion about the hollow in the central portion ; it 
was. prohably very difficult to do eo; hut at any rate bo central setting 
of clasts seems ever to have been found here, ike that in the Monymusk 
éxample, Nearly at the weet point (F on the plan) lay a great flat alah, 
nearly 5 feot square und 2 feet thick.

Apart from the relies discovered, the archwologicul interest of this 
Cimle at Rappla Wood centres in the foot of there being three, 
or probably four, different forma of interment: within it. 

Al) thut wow remains of these structures may be seen in the next 
two illnatrations (figs. 21 and 23), the first showing o plan of the Laat 
Temuining Standing Stone (Bon the plan) and a good-sized slab lying 
flush with the ground wt a point 20 feat to the east, the seeoml) drawing 
being @ view of thir Standing Stume (fig. 22). My mgarding this stone 
ae being truly the one which occmpied the N.W. angle of the epace 
marked out by the four stones noted by Mr Chaimers ia not merely 
conjectural, 

We were fortunate enough, lator on in Hie satne day's explonition, to

Concerning the next four sites designated on the O.M. ay renuiine of 
circles, it is my unpleasing duty to record that nothing mow rematns.

Ne. 19. Hillhead, Forgue,—abhout 14 mile SVE. from the church at 
Ythan Wolls. 

The next waa at— 

No. 20, Stonehiil—about 14 mile N.W, of Willheal, and west of 
Logie Newton ahout 24 miles, 

The third and the last in this Forgue district wae in the wood ar— 

No, 21, Auchaler,—600 feet pbowe sea-level, a bare mile nvarly doe 
north of Stonehill. The Hillhead and Stonehill sites bemp-in open 
fields, the abeenon of megulithic remains there wus-speedily wacertainod, 
The site in the Wood of Auchahr offered specially attractive difficulties ; 
these T overcame by forming my searcl-party of five resolute pulestriana 
into a line, which extended right onl left to the verges of the wood, 
through which we then paced slowly: The wood being only « narrow 
though pretty dense strip, we hy this means covered ite whole extent 
thoronghly. But the only result obtained was. the discovery of one 
fairly large boulder, which, as it corresponded neither in respect of size 
or position with the stony ileown on the OM. 35-inch suale, we 
left in ita solitude, unmessured, and, hut for this brief notice, wn- 
recorded, This waa the mure disappointing sineo the drawing on the 
OM. inilicated a lnege hloek in the position of a recumbent atone: 

More than a century ago it was reconled! of Forue that “in 
auniry places rows of long stones, fran 6 to 10 feet ahove grounil,

No. 25. Monkshill, Stancing Stone-—This monolith is on the O.M. 
voudled for as the remains of a cirole, with the additional information 
thats cist was found at it in 1848. 

“The site is 450 fect alove seq-lovel, on a flat Geld a:short distance 
aonth of North Monkstull. and: close-to the north aide of ihe crossroads

No. 24. Pifglassia—In an almost atraight line westwards, 6 miles 
Achosa country (see the Map, fig, 8), after twice crossing the much

of a citele, This acetmulation much resembles that notieod above at

The OM. draws four stones at this spot; but, as so frequently 
happens, no difference is made between the ground pilan of the 
Recumbent Stone and that of any of the others.

Where so much displacement haw occurred, it is futile to attempt on 
paper a reconstruction of tho Circle: but the suggestion may he 
hazariled, that if the two diomoters AC and BD represent with some 
approach to exartness the wriginal dimensions of the Cirle, there woulil 
be space enough probably for four more Standing Stones, which, with 
the seven ot present on the ground, would forma Cirle of eloven stones, 
that is, inclintiny the Heeumbent Stone, and taking ne account of the 
three-amall or broken blooks at FE, Usubjoin a view of the Recumbent 
Stone anil fallen West Pillar (fig, 2), 

No. 26. Mains of Hatton, Auchterless,—The lind in thie region js 
deeply undulating, and on one of the broadest and moat conspicuous of 
these gently-rising eminonves, alwut w mile to the west of the Howe of 
Anchterlosa, stand the remaine of this Circle, once doihtless na character- 
istic as ony that were to be met with in Aberdeenshire, The site is 
moO feet above sea-level, 

The site isin a field more than o quarter of a milo on the rou 
towards Tiverketthoy, am! on the north of the rowl, On the OM. 
even On the 2oineh seale sheet, this Circle iv dimwn as a group of five 
large stones, all ¢imilar in shape uni cise, and without any attempt at 
distinguishing the ground plana of any two-atines so widely aulike, ey., 
a6 the Reciinbent Stone and the fallen Foust Pillar. Still more temark- 
able, the G-inch scale O.M, shows only three stones, within an 
almost square hounding: line, meant possibly to indicate the atony 
enclosure of tho Circle. This appears altogether inexplicable: por does 
any elucitation arise out of the rehearsal of a very ald story,! to tho effect 
that once a laird romoved some of these stones “to form pillars for a 
gate; lat tradition goes that so many accidents ceourred in Oonae hoTu

Since Tperieimber, it haa alwaye heen rather hallow in the amtre than 
otherwise, und never showed the appewrance of an outline of a planned work of 
any sort; and all the stowes which have been taken off it are those you saw 
gathered in between the big stones on the southside, 

“1 have several): times walked over the ground after ploughing, but have 
never found any flinta or indication df otherantijwities, nor am 1 aware-of any 
stone coffin having been found in the immediate locatity ; but on the farm ! bring 
{ of w mile to the NW, from the Circle, several arma have been found from 
tine to time,” 

The above statements to some extent tender the plan of this Cirels 
hore tomprehensibl: ; for by discounting all the six stones of various 
sigea Which lie confusedly in front of the Recumbent Stone, we obtain 
thia southerly group situated in almost the normal positions, the two 
pillars being fallon. Tho Reetimbent Stone ia amall for Circle whose 
probable diameter was 67 fect. This idinmeter is gauged by measuring 
from the Reeainbent Stone to the centre of the stone due north uf it, 
which ts half concealed in the ground, and therefore ja more Likely to be

Its basal girth te 15 feet, Some little way to the 
north of it there was found in 1872 « large flat slab of ehaly grey- 
wacke! Tt was removed and Jail ogainat the dike near the weet wall 
of the stendings. It ineasures 3 feet 8 inches by 2 feet 8 inches, and is 
about 13 inches in thickness, No nate was taken at’the time whether 
anything was found helow thia Stone, which has the appearance of a 
cisl-cover, 

No; 34, Raich, Forqve.—This site is 34 miles to the SW, of 
Drachlaw, and 3 miles slightly N. of E. from the Harestane at Feith- 
hill. ‘Though quite emall aml imperfect, this Circle is interesting from 
ite tinlikeness to most at present tinder notice, and the strong likeness it 
hears to one surveyed in 1901 at Sheithen in Tarves,* and, in some 
sapects, olao to the circle at South Ythaie. 

The interest and kindly proffered help of Mr Legg, tenant at Raich, 
enabled me at the close of a long day's work to make the survey of this 
little Circle very thorough. He informed me that the stte was known as 
Standing Stones field, but the Circle ia by no means near the summit of 
the field. The stones, which are all of the blue whin, ure set upon a 
very distinct and sharply defined mound, stony throughout its area, and 
now very thiskly grassgrown. The diameter, measured to the centre of 
the two standing stones farthest apart, js 18 feet, These two stenes are 
nearly north and south of eseh other (fig. 35), Close to the edge of the 
north atone are two earthinat blocks, 19 inches above ground (shaded in 
plan); the next erect stone on the east has also close beside it a similarly 
sized earthinst block. These, to my observation, suggested possible re- 
mains of ciste; All the stones drawn in outline ore fallen, but. there 
still staid four well-set ard] erect ones on the south are. The moat 
easterly of these is 4 feet # inches above ground, actually higher than the

the height ofthe mount upow which they stand are shown 

The site of Ratch Cirele is uw little above the 500-feel oonmpour line, 
anid would be fairly conspiemous for some distance northwards down: the 
bountiful Glen Dronach, which is here the honndary between tho counties.

No. 35, Yonder Bogni+—Two miles to the N,W. of the last site, and 
on the weet side of the Burn of Forgne, « tributary of the Doverm, we 
ore in the midet of a atrip of slightly undulating ground, strewn in many 
directions with whinstone benllers of greatly varying sizes. 

With some of the largest of these, the inen of olf constructed here, 
oa apace of ground very gently sloping towards the enat,a Cirele of 
Standing Stones, which, eveu in ita ruina, is imposing. (Seo tho view, 
fig. 39.) From the positions of the grand Recumbent Stone and of the 
other five yet erect, it is possible to estimate with fair sccuresy the 
diameters of the Circle, and the at least probable positions of the five 
now lying prostrate, 

At this somowhat romote site, also, it is_pleasant to record that willing 
anil efficient help was accorded during the tong and careful mensuration 
given to these stones, Mr Shand is the descendant of tenants who 
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hove farmed thie ground for wpwants of three hundred and ninety 
years—twitness the kirkyard epituphs at Inverkeithny, 

What may have been the original or even the medimval condition of 
the area comprising this Circle-enelosure it is not posible now to affirm. 
One feature however, which, for the aake of exact truth, is represented 
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Fig: 35. Youder Bognie; Plan of Cirele, 


in the view, neods a line of explanation. This is the ridge upon which 
the tall Stone to the east und the Recumbent Stone ase to rest. This 
wing the only portion of the cireumference at all raised above the 
general level of the tleld, naturally caused me to question Mr Shand, who 
at ones rnpilied it was no part of the Cirelu, but merely formed ‘by ae. 
oummlations of waeda We appear to lave hor, then, a Oirele-interjor 
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perfectly flat and smooth, arrrounded by w ring of Standing Stones, of 
which the lowest is that set near the north pom and the highest near 
the Recumbent Stone. 

Taking the Stones in order from the:south, wo observe first that the 
Enat Pillar (see plan, fig. 38) hua fallen, andl ie now in part covered over 
with gras; it. con be felt.and measured for a length of 7 feet. The 
Recumbent Stone is the moat right-angled and yertical specimen we have 
met with, taking lt great sive into neceount, Its dintensions are—summit, 
#xtreme length 9 feet:2 inches, ita avernge breadth mt the top 4 feet 5 
inches, height on the inner side 4 feel 9 inches; at S.E. angle onteide 
§ foot 6 inches, and at the W. angle 4 feet 7 inches. It girtha at the

The Standing Stone next in line, No. I, has o triangular base ; ita 
height is 4 feet 6 inches; close to it on the aorth is a halfsunken stone. 
The height of Stone LI. is 3 feet 3 inches vertical, but it haz » long alupe 
to the weet, The third Stone has fallen inwards; its probable site is 
marked on the plan with » square cross; its length te 6 feet, so for as 
it can now be measured, as about half of it ruts into the ground, The 
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fourth Stone ia S feet 8 inches above wrounid. It almost precisely faces 
the Recumbent Stone, from which it is distant 71 [eet 6 inelies, the true 
Hlinmieter of the Circle. The fifth and sixth Stones are awanting, hut 
the seventh lies only a foot or two within what must have heen its 

orginal site; it ie $i feet 6 inches long and about 4 feet G inches broad. 
Between this Stone and the grouwud plans of two almost contiguous 
Stones on the SJE. are liee-what seems to be a fmgment of the eighth

T have ofready commented upon the unnaual smoothness of the mterior 
of the Circle, that ia, of ite emoothnnss in general, and jt» freedom from 
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any indication whatever of a mound in the centre. There are, however, 
several projecting amallish stones in the apace directly in front of the 
Recambent Stone, same of whith appear to be earthfost inteyral portions 
of the Circle, anit others possibly stones once forming parte of a con- 
eontrin setting, bot lony ago shifted out of their places. The largest of 
theass which eeem earthiast is at S on the plan, while the group at BE 
calls for notice ag suggestive of ciata. For their relation in height to 
the Recwnbent Stone see tho sectional view (fig. 40). 

No, 36. Ceirnton.—About 14 auiles 2S.W, of Yonder Bognie stand 
the two-maszive Stones an this farm, all that remains of a Circle shown

in the next two illustrations (figs. £1, 42). Even these two have not 
eseaped mutilation, for it ia evident om the first giance that this Hecum- 
bent Stone has autfered the ose of a full third of ite masa, 

This Circle-site is an example of what we. have had several times to 
notion aa regards position, namely, that it does nob occupy the fat 
summit of the hill here, but is placed on ground focing aastwarda, 

Both thess WMocks of whinstone wre rigved and unsymmetric, the 
Recumbent Stone having » considerable overhang at the extremity 
nearest the pillar, awl the latter projecting on the south heyond the 
bose-line of ite teighlour, 
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The Recombent Stone, probably about 12 tons In weight, measures 
m extreme length 9 feet 10 inches, greatest breadth of top 3 feed, at 
base 2 feet 10 inches, highest point outside 6 feet 3 inches, inside 4 
feet 6 inches, and iv nearly vertically set. The Pillar messures 8 feet

Ne, 37. Aimmeonity.—Above Hillhead of Avochice, at a height of over 
400 feet, Just within the border of Banffshire, there is a wood erowynial 
summit, and upoti it the OM. shows the symbol for the site of a Stone 
Cirele which nppeara to have been 50 fext in diameter, ‘This site was 
passed nt some distance as I pursued my road towarde the much more 
important one at Rothiomay, and thera so much was found to pot on 
recoml that the fast fading sunlight of late September haraly sufficed, 
Hence I can say nothing of this site, nor have J been able to learn 
anything concerning. it, 
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No, 38, Rothiemay Hows Farn.—Thia locality marka the extreme 
north-western limit to which our investigations were carried. The site 
ia distant from the last about one mile and a furlong to the N.N.E., 
but both areseparated from the circles at Yonder Bognié and Cairnton 
by a tract of country between 3 and 4 miles-wide, and for a far greater 
spach to the north and the west tho country is. absolutely devoid of 
circles, A few cairna are, or were, to be found. 

Local circumstances keemed rather combined against the investigation 
of the rumains of this Circle, ‘The field in which it is situated was, 
during that last week of Septeniber, deep in corn, which in some parte 
hod grown up to an anprecedented height, and in others was lying 
uncut in heavy swathes, winddashed and rain-rotted—both conditions 
infinitely perplexing to the surveyor, Not a soul whout the place seamed 
to care whether the corn was likely to be further injured by my exam- 
ination of the Circle, still less was any asistance offered in the great 
difficulties of its mensuration, My thus somewhat) uncertain trinngu- 
lating was, however, on my retiirn to Edinburgh, checked hy an inal y 
clear plan drawn on one of the O.M. 23-inch seale sheets: therefore 
the want of minute nocnrcy hoa, I trast, been reduced to a minimum. 

The site of this once noble specimen of the ‘typical Stone Cine of 
Nortli-castern Scotland is in the secon field, to the north of the Home 
Farm ateadings, and ite most northerly stone (C on plan, fig. 43) is 46 
yurds from a gateway opening on to the road to Aberchinder. I hiave not 
heen able to learn when or for what reasou 0 many of ite Standing 
Stones were removed, but at present there are bit four, in addition to a 
grand, very massive Recombent Stone, set as usual near the 8.W, point. 
The four Standing Stones aro nearly on the ciroumference of a Circle 
which measured 77 feet 6 inches in diameter, magnetic N. and 8. (i.e, 
from stone C to stone H), and 83 feet meseured from the Recumbent 
Stone to a point where a stone eihahise once stool On working this 
out, we obtain apaces for a Circle of twelve stones in all, including the 
Recumbent Stone group. There is, however, one remarkable feature in 
the arrangement of these stones, that is, the circumference of the Circle 
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upon which B, Cand FH are wtanding rane much within Stone L and the 
Recumbent Stone. In other words, we seem to have here the remnant 
of an arrangement extremely similar to that ubserved in the great circle

The top of the Stone also (lig, 46) shows cup-marks,—four etnall ones 
in a curve near the outer edge, two larger nour the middle, and one 
large one cloze to the Inner edge, All these cup-marks are shown in 
the two illustrations included in fig, 45, accurately to scale, and in exact 
relution to each other as groupe, 
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The ecup-murks here were vbeeryed (I think for the firat time) in 
Angust 1883 by Mr A. Ramsay, President of the Banffahire Field Club, 
ut a joint meeting between the Inverness Scientific Society: wml that 
‘lub, held at Bani? on thot date, 

No, 39. Whitehill Wood, Forglen—At this hilleummit we rach the 
most northerly site as yeb dealt with in these surveys, its position being 
on the north of the river Deveron, here flowing through a 
heantifal aid richly wooded landscape,.at a point «lightly to the north 
of west from Turriff railway station 3 miles and a furlong, in a direct 
line between it and the middie of Aberchirder, from which the Circle is 
distant 34 miles. These distances, however, do but feebly express 
the actual amount of walking involved in reaching this temote and 
unknown site, to which both the winding of the paths and the undula- 
tions of the ground contributed—to the loss of time certainly, but alao 
to the strennows pleasure of overcoming obstacles in « strip of country 
thickly wooded, traversed by nmexpected streams, and unusually full of 
ateep abrupt declivities. Had we been unprovided with » compass it 
is much to he doubted whether this Circle could have been included in 
the Report, no one at any of the farms where we made inquiry knowing 
of the existence of a Whitehill Wood in this neigh bourhool. 

Even when the denaely wooded summit waa gained, there IMing no 
lnnidimarks from which to take bearings, much time was spent amid the 
interwoven pine branches and fermy mndergrowth, tntil at last ome 
great stone, tmmistukably groy amid the wealth of bracken, became 
visible, then = second, and a third, and 8 on we pieced the Circle 
together into a ring of seven stones, So luxuriant aud dense was the 
growth of these apecimens of Pterta aguilina’ that the whole mterior 
of the Circle had to be cleared with our knives before any two of the 
vtones couli! be seett simultaneously, 

For the above cogent reasons, it hus been imposible to append any 
view of Whitehill Wool Circle: for, apart from the bracken, the thickly

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planted firs so encroached upon the stones as to poner any drawing of 
them w# 4” croup quite out of the question. IT have, however, mode 
sectional views from our measurements (fig, 48). 

This Circle ja shown, even on the f-inch O.M., aa a dotted ring, and 
on the 25-inch aleet oso proup of eight stones, set in a nearly circular 
form, mear the summit of the hill 4 4 milw to the N.E. of Carnotsie 
House, Some LIS yunds due south of it the O.M, also shows an 
indistinctly circular spot called Cairn anit: To this we shall presently 
recur.

As would be expected, in wuch a damp situation the stones ore 
thiekly overgrown with lichens and mosses, but eo far as it was possible 
to guess at their mineral composition from exposed fragments, they ari 
aa nbove stated. ‘The central area je very uneven and lumpy, but 
whether this wus refemble to ite being stony in addition t being 
crammed with the oota of the great fern, we had to Inisure to

In describing Cairn Five anil its Carin Stone! reference wis made 
lo the fact that it eeemed a feature of thia district to call a low mound of 
small stones surrounded by great stones or boulders a cairn. This 
Cairn Bani? further illustrntes this peculiarity, Wat wos ita precise 
original form cannot now be guessed qt, hut in. our hasty exit from the 
dripping woods we saw at lewst that several good-sized blocks of 
quartzitic whinatone were lying on the circumference of a circle some 
$0) or M1) feet wide, and on the southern arc—relatively in much the 
same position as the Carlin Stone to Cairs Riy—an enormous boulder, 
which we roughly mewmred, and found to be nearly & feet in height 
anil about 11 feet in length, 


CONCLUSION. 

[i grouping these varions megalithic remain. into an order of ‘clanai- 
fication by which they may be compared with those that have been 
previously investigated, [ shall begin hy placing together—(1) those 
cites which ate bereft of all-remnant of a group or of a single Standing 
Stone: such are Hillhead of Forgue, Stonehill, Auchaber Wood. Towie, 
West Hanghs, Burreldales, Kimmonity, (2) Sites oceupied by a Monolith - 
Wares, Rack Fornot, Braaueil, Woodend of Cluny, Limth Stone, Tow 
Stone, Canille Stone, Conglas, Congalton, Woof Stone, and N. Monkehill 
(9) Sites, once of Circles, tut.of which only ona or two Stones remain « 
Mill of Schivas Wooil, Hallgreena, Crichton and Fedderat Stones, 
Upperthird, Crofts of Shielbumn, Rapplawood, Grepmuir Caim. (+) 
Sites having had Stone Circles possessing a Recumbent Stona: Nether 
Corskie, Rapplahumn, Mains of Hatton, Corrydown, Pitglassie, Cairn 
Riv, Feith-Hill, Yonder Bogniv, Cairnton anil Rothiamay. (5) Circles 
if Starling Stones without a Recumbent Stone: East and Weat Cirelea 
at Backhill of Drachlaw, Raich, three: small Cirelos at Logie Newton, 
and the Circe in Whitehill Wout, Forglen.

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The eurrent Report thus deals with forty-two. sites, Putting aside 
those which are mere sites (seven in all) and the eleven Standing Stones, 
there iso residue of seven. altes where only coe or two Stones now 
temain to prove the former existence of a group; theso being deducted, 
the result obtainwl i, that in all this extensive district there now remain 
hut seventeen sites, of which it is posible to affirm that in tan the cirele 
had a Recumbent Stone, and that in the other seven that marked feature 
was aleent. Anil svou of many of these it is not possible to state with 
accuracy either the number of the Stones or the diameter of the Cirele. 

Tt hag also bean shown that in the majority of examples tho site 
zelecteil isnot on a conspicvous hill-summit. There is, for instance, no 
one Cirle erected upon a aummit commnnuatniddinig a proepertt of many other 
Qircles, as-we found to be the cise in a previous survey! at the Candle 
Hill of Insehi: 

The only ‘examples of Cireles plicel upon specially conspicuous 
hills, fe, conspicuous probably at the period of their ereetion, thongh 
now obecuredl by woods, are the two af Mill of Schivas nul Whitehill 
Wood in Forglen. Of the former of these, nothing ean be stated deserip- 
tive of ita type; but of the latter, it is interesting to note that it is 
small circle composed of not strikingly large Stones, end that it hag no 
Roeumbent Stone or othar special feature. 

Tn anuther respect this Heport ia locking in interest, ao few of the 
Circles have yielded any relics; in other words, there isano meond of 
any relics being found, for the suificient mason that the removal of | 
Standing Stones, or the cursory exaniination of the ground eheloded. by 
them, took place so long ago that ne authentic account of such ia obtein- 
ablo, But it is certainly important to bear in mini that in the one 
instarice of the Cirele Cairn at Burreldales, Rappla Wood, in which 
careful exea vation was mule, the results want far to prove the sepuichral 
character of the site, —

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ON FORESTALLING, REGRATING, ANT) ENGROSSING—THEEER FORMS 
OF TRADING PROHIBITED IN THE BURGHAL LAWS, By SIR 
JAMES D, MARWICK, LILD., FS.A. Scor. 


Foreatalling, regrating, amd engrssing mpresent three fornus of 
tmding against which the mediaral laws of Continental and English, as 
well as Scottish, hurghe were directed. But the progress of society, the 
farilities of intercommuniontion, the developments of trade anil commerce, 
ani the necessities of mixlern times, have long since shown these laws 
to be unsuited to the complicated conditions of present-lay life. The 
stringent prohibitory legislation of past times haa therefore cither been 
repealed, or allowed, without express repeal, to fall inte desuetude, and 
to hecome incperntive. 

Still, such legislation not only throws o flood of light upon past 
conditions of society, but, when contrasted with those of the present 
time, Wustrates, and to some extent explains, progress, aml in that. 
view may make the following observations not wholly uninteresting to 
the sociologist of the present day. 

Forestalling, according to the laws both of England aml Seotlind, is 
the baying or bargaining for orn, cattle, or other articles of merchundise, 
on their way to fairs or markets for sale, with a view to selling the same 
agains ab « higher price. / 

In England thie was a criminal offences, and waa held to apply to 
practices tending to enhance the price of victualé or merchandiso It 
extended to the cireulation of falea rumours, and to the buying of things 
in a market before the naual hour. 

Regrating was also a criminal offence, and originally consisted in the 
buying of provisions with a view to selling them again for gain, but in 
later times is confined to the buying and gelling again in the same 
inurket, or within four miles of it. 

Engrossing is doscribed as the getting into one's possession, or the

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buying up, of latye quantities of com or victuals for the purpose. of 
selling them againj—so enabling one or more to raise the price af 
provisions at their own discretion. 

These three offences ure fully deseribed by Sir Gearge Mackenzie in 
his Loews and Chstome of Scotland in Matters Criminal, Sect, xxiii. ; 
Works, vol. ii. pp, 141-3, They were usually classed together as equally 
hurtful to the public, and against them in general several statutes were 
mute, Aa regards event) kinds of goods, prohibitory statutes were passed 
applicable to the particular circumstances of each, All these statutes, . 
however, wore repealed in England in 1771-2 by 12 Georw IT. « TI. 
The offenoss of foreatalling, revrating and engrossing are, however, atill 
punishible wt common law by fine and imprisonment, and it has been 
held judicially that to forestall any commodity which haa hocome a 
common victunl and necessary of life, or is used aa an ingredient in the 
making or preservation of ang vlotunl, though not formerly wed ior 
consilered as auch, is an offence ab common Jaw.! 

In Scutland the old law as to forestalling and Tegrating seome to have 
heen substantially the same aa in England, and wus designed to sceure. 
thot oll the members of the community should not be prevented from 
obtaining the necessaries of life ot reasonable rates, ‘This crime, fay s 
Erskine. was committed under the Roman law either hy landlord 
who refused to sell the produce of their land at a-just price, or by 
merchants whe bought up great quantities of corm in the view of Tre | 

' Our forefathers," says Mr J. E. Thorold Rogers, “in their market regulations 
wore always anxious todnsure what [ may call nateral cheapues, They did tit, 
except in some conmoditins—monoy, latwar, and certain labour Pricesses—aetbernpt te 
fix the price of articles the plenty or scarcity of which depended on the abundance 
or the diarth of the seasons, for the assize of bread anil ale tontampioted the er 
tremes of either choapness or dearnes, But they strove to prevent the artificial 
euhancement of price, Henee the affumees of forevtalling, that is, the Purchase of

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fir forestalling from the court of the burgh, or the Chamberlain ayre, 
except he who had a burgh near adjacent, possessing privilege in such 
causes in old time.! 

Tt thus sppeare that, from the earliest times in Seotland of which 
any record etists, regrating—comprehending apparently forestalling and 
engrossing—wasa recognised es hostile to the interests of burghal 
commumities, aml waa severely puntalialile. 

The later legielation of the Seottish Parliaments directed against 
these practices wus wyaully condemmatory, and the preambles of many 


‘of these acts afford glimpses of the social condition of the times at _ 


whieh they were enuctel, Thus, an act passed by o parliament of 
Jatmes TH, held on Lith December 1482, proceeds on the preamble 
that for the common profit of the realm, and to encouruge strangers 
from other tealme to come with victuola and nemlful merchandise for 
tlie support of the lieges, auch strangers should be treated hanouwrably, 
with all favour, when they arrived at any port in the kingdom ; it pro- 
hibited the king's officers and lieges from trouliling sneh visitors, or 
from. putting them or their shipa or goods under arrest; and it gave, 
full liberty to dispose of these goods by sale to free men, without com- 
pulsion, at priced to be fixed by tho sellers: it prohibited the imposition 
wr exaction of new enstome upon their goods, uid the revrating or re-sale 
of-auch goods, under pain of banishment? [nn 1535 forestallers were

sustentation of their houses only. Sach persons os. had fish packed or 
péiled, wero required to he ready at all timea to sell the same to the leges 
for sustaining their Lowses ond the country, under gain of confiscation, 
Provosts, aldermen and tailies of Imrghy were required to visit the 
markets on every murket day, and set a priee on fish, aml to end wire 
whether any jsirsona pave arles, cr money on any kind of fal) that came

Qi lath September 1555 the Convention of Burghe prohibited the 
freivhting of whips by forestallers und unfreemen, and preseribed the 
mate in which they should be freighted® In 1579 an act of parliament 
ratified all acts againat forestallers and regraters of victuals, flesh, poultry 
arid other vivers coming to market, and conatitated the provosts, aldermen 
andl tailies of royal bneghs justices for executing these acts within their 
respective: juriedictiona* In July 1530 the Convention of Burghs 
required the burgh into which » forestaller had fled to deliver him up 
to the burgh from which he had come? and who appointed the acts of 
parlioment against regraters and forestallers to be enforced.’ On Sth July

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NOTES ON THE ANCIENT BURGH SKAL OF CRAIL AND THE SEAL 
OF THE CHAPTER OF THE AKBEY OF COUPAR. Er A. H. MILLAR, 
F.o.A. Soo, 


The antique instrument gee! for impressing the ancient burgl seal of 
Crail was necidentally diseovered in Angust 1902 within an old louse 
in that burgh, Mr James Meldrum, joiner, Crail, had purchesed a 
ruinons tenement in Castle Street, Cruil, which had at oné time been 
uaeit ad u posh offies, While the house wea In process of demolition 
the seal was found. It had been lnid upon the top of the miaiti wall, 
immediately under the sloping roof, evidently with the purpose of con- 
cnaling it ‘There is a troilition that one of the old Turgli seale of Cral 
which had heen superseded was loat more than a. century age; and. it is 
not unlikely that the apparatus now discovered fe the missing seal. In 
any case, the right of the Town Council of Crail to this seal was indie 
putalle, It wos elaimed by the town-elerk, and has been placed for 
safety in the charter-room of the lnurgh. 

The: seal (fig. 1) is worked on the same principle us the modern 
copying-press, The hase consists of an oblong block of oak (very much 
worm-mten) nearing 7 inches by § inches, and 14 inch thick, On 
the under side und on the top of this block there are corresponding hands 
of iron, j inch broad, sunk flush with the surface, and running parallel 
with the lock across ite amallor measurement. The standard which 
holda the eerew is fixed through these iron hands, and is set. diagonally 
goroas the block. [t stands two inches above the surface of the block, 
and i¢ mule of iron, ornamented in the centre by u series of amall panels, 
each decorated with o conventional thistle The serew which works in 
this etandant! is 21 inches long aul 4 ineh in dianeter, anil haw a deeply. 
cut square-fared thread. 11 is finished with a square bolt-head, intended 
to be eporated by a lever, crank, or key of come kind. In the centre of 
the oak block there is inset the copper die or matrix for the reverse of 
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the seal, The corresponding obverse die consists of a plate of copper 
8 inch thick, with for perforations forming a square on the: cielo. 
Through thess perforations four iran pina are passed, and thease agnin are 
riveted inte wcircular iron disc, ezuinet which the screw exerts down- 
ward pressure when worked by the lever; When a double impression 
is ts he taken, the dise with the eupper die is put tn pegition with the 
four pins set in corresponding holes in the block, aml they the turning 
of the screw drives the one die towards the other, and an impression is 
given on the intervening wax placed totween the dios, The moulding 
around the block shows that the apparatus ix of ati anelent date The 
impression moasures 2] inches within the outer enclosing circle. 

The devicoson the double seal of (rail are of vory great interest. 
The obverse shows the Virgin awl Child, and the reverse hue a pulley, 
The former was evidently weed in pre Reformation times, while ecelosiae 
tical power waa-still oxervised in the Scottish burghs..

The late Marquis of Bute, in his elaborate work entitled The Army 
of the Royal and Parliamemlary Burghe af Scotland, published in 1897, 
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devotes much space to the seal of Crail. He suggests that the seven 
figures, whoee heads are shown above tle gunwale of the galley, shouhl 
be describeil ag “ noked marinora,” the nuiity of the sewimen in the geal 
of Pittenweem being especially marked. The stars ore different in 
uuiiber in the two seale of the burgh now used. The large seal haa one 
star with the moon on the sinister aide, and four stars on the dexter 
sila; but the amaller seal hes four stare on each wide of the mast. 
Referring to the obverse, Lonl Bute quotes from Astle and Henry Laing, 
alao giving the above quotation from fifes Pictorial and Mistortoal. 
It should be noticed that the angela with censurs, shown ot each side of 
the Virgin, are swinging these censers, not in the Homan but in the 
French monner,: This was ohararterisiie in’ Scottish aeala hefore the 
Reformation, and is especially noticeable in the early, seal of Donilee, 
which bears the figures of St Mary ond attendant angels. Tho foots 
that the seal now ilisoovered corresponds in every detail with the oldest 
extant inypression—that af 1467—andl that it retdins the ecelnaiastical 
tatmix, seem to indicite that it belongs to. a date earlier than 1550. 
The matrices nay have been preserved, and mounted upon the apparatus 
with the atrew at o loter cube, 

Séal of the Chapter of Coupar Ahbey.—The Abbey of Couparin-Angus 
was founded by Malcolm TV, on 12th July 1164, ond was oecupied by 
Olatercian niotks; According ts Keath (Catalogue of Pishopa, p, 257) 
this date is given by Matthew Paris, and confirmed by Anyelus 


Manriquez, the historian of thé Cistercian Order. The abbey buildings 


must have been of considerable extent at one the; but after the 
Reformation the abbey was demolished, and 168 stones were freely used 


for secular luildings in tie neighhourhoal Many of the kings of 


Scotland were minificent benefactors of this foundation, among them 
being Aloxander 11., Robart L and Robert 11., and on aeveral ocensions 
the abbey was wee) aa a covul peaidence, notably by Mary Quean of 
Seota in 1562, shortly before its demolition. Next to the kings, the 
Hays of Errol were the moet generous donors, their gifts beginning in 
1170 ani continuing till the middle of the sixteenth century, Willian 
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dela Haya gave lands inthe Corse of Ciowrie to this abbey in 1170, aud 
sileated it as the Intrial-place of his descendants; oid in 1586 the seventh 
Karl of Errol was bnried here, ming the fifteenth head/af the ree 
interred in the family seyalehme, The lands wore secularised after the 
Reformation, and on 20th Docomber 1607 James VIL conferred them 
upon Jitues Elphinstone, secoml pon of Secretary Flpliinatone, Lord 
Balmerinooh, with the tithe of Beton Coupar, He died in 1660 without 
issue, and the estates fell to his nephew Jotm, rhint Lond Balmorinogh: 
Arthur, sixth Lonl Balbwringeh, was exeduted neo rebel in 1749, and 
tlie estates were forfeited to the Crown, !

NOTICE OF A COLLECTION OF PERFORATED STONE OBJECTS, FROM 
THE GARIOCH, ABERDRENSHIEE. Br J. GRAHAM CALLANDER, 
F.5.A. Scor, 


Many perforated articles: of stone of greater or les antiquity hove 
lieen fottnd, the uae of whinh we have no diffimilty in datinng. Among 
euch articles are stone axes, stone hamuiers, whorls, beads, and aitdk- 
stones for nets or lines; bot thie collection of perfommted stonne from. 
Contral Aherdeeshire seem to be quite different from any of the reeog- 
nised types, 

Lwalities.—The collection, which conaists of sixty-five specimens, has 
heen gathered during the Jaat five years in the Garioeh district of Aber 
Jeanshite from eighh different loedlities in five: parishes’ :—Fleven are 
from Newhigging, parish of Culealimenil; one is from the Kirkyanl of 
Culsalmond; five are from the adjoining forme of Jericho afd Colpy, 
Culaalmond ; two are: from Jotmatone, parish of Lesiiv : ono 1s from 
Cushitstey, purish of Rayne ¢ one is from) Lochend, Barra, pariah of 
Rourtie; three are fran Harliw, parish of Chapel of Gartoch ; and forty- 
one are from Loge-Elphinstone estate; also in Chapel of Gartoch, 

All the epecittient have been tured up by the ploogli, none having 
been fotind associated with Wuriala or dwelling sites; at the same time 
muny flint implements have heen found in mout of the localities named, 
eapoctally in. the first, third, and last-mentioned ones, these, 1 believe, 
having Leen more thoroughly eorched, The Logie-Elphinstone ilistrict, 
which haw produved ahowt twe-thinks af the eallection, has been found to 
be very rich indeed in prehistoric remubis, munyourna, stone pes, henner 
tiie anowhiada, and other flint tmplonients liaving bean recovered, 

Leseription—Tlie tateriala out of which they have heen made are 
weially slate and the ection “heathen ” stone, which ie found sattered 
all over the fields: Slate is plentiful, the Foudland Hills on the NW. 
boundary of the Garioch being compared of thie material, Very few of 
the specimens have |een made from water-worn atone, The smaller 
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ones, which ure vatully made of alate, have heen dreserd fat ot both 
sides and ground round the periphery, and the larger ones, which are 
made of various kinds of stone, have been chipped into. the requisite 
shape, Some of tie latter, however, are nuturally fruetured stones, the 
only artificial work on which ip the perfortien, 

With the exception of four of the spocimena, whieli are bored near the 
end, the perforations areall at or near the contre of the objects, The 
holes, which are gonerully bored in the «inallor epecimena, and are picked 
out in the larger ores, have been made from heth faces.

Taking the first: croup of four spectniens with the hole near the end, 
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Fics. 51-05, Perforated Stone Olyjevte fron ie Garin, 
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1 is quite obvious that three of them, Nos. 1, 2 and 3, were pundants, and 
very likely were ornaments. [t is extremely improlalile that they could 
have been nse az eink-stones, both on account of their lightness anil on 
aceount of the distance ut-which they were found frou any water of 
importunee where they might have been used. The two specimens Noa, 
1 wil'2, from Logie-Elphinstone, were foun near the top of a ridge-of 
land nhont half pinile from the neurest water, the Mery, whith isa quick 
runiitg #tream if no great size No_ 3, from Newbigeing, ia only ra of 
ai inch at its greatest diameter, anil is this far too small for a ainker, 
while the nenrest born ia littl more than a diteh. ‘The holes in’ these 
three speciinens are:so very amall that it is not of all Hkely that the 
finhing lines taed hy prehistoric man would have been fine enough to go 
through then, [ therefore seans probable that they were simply omn- 
ments string like beals, ‘The remaining apecimen of this troup, No. 4, 
from Logie-Elphinatone, differs from the three others in having & mich 
lnrper hole ond In belie inwomplete. Lf not an ornament like the other 
three, it is quite possible that it may have been a stone brucer which has 
got broken. One of the bracers in our Museu wae foutil within three 
miled of thia district, at the Rayne Stone Circlo, anil Dhave an ohlung slute 
implement, 1}? inches long, 13 of an inch brond,and J. of an ineh thick, 
With a hole at each ml, from the same Logie-Elphinatone district, which 
may have heen a bracer, though it seem rather amall fur that. purposr 
The seand group iy composed of seventeen specimens all having the 
holes bored and pone picked out. These Jook like whorle at the thrat 
glance, hut on better consideration it ja seen that thev'are thinners aul 
tho hales-are-smaller than in the ondinory Seottish whorl, Again, 
with the exeeption of No, 16, all the hulew are tapennd from both 
fares and thoy go through the object at an wugle, so that it would have 
boon Lnposible to have adjusted them on epindles yun had the 
spindles been amall enough for the hole, Like the previtnis group they 
dre all tee lieht for sinkers, and they liave all been found at a distance 
from water, The tnovt of the apecimeun in thie group would have made 
very serviceable buttons if a thong were pussed throogh tho hole and 
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then knotted, the countersinking forming a receptacle for the knot. Sir 
Julin Evans sys :—"“ Sir Wollaston Franke hes suggested that some per- 
forated diace may have been ied as drese faltenbre wed mentions that 
very. similar objecta have bean found in Mexico which there js evory 
reason to heliave were tiged aa buttotia. He also instances a specimen 
from South Wales which has evideutly hail a cord passed through it, aa 
the edgea of the holein the nentre are tmotch worn by friction. Such a 
view catries much probability with it so farae it relates to thin dises-of 
atone with small central holes not patallel but tapering from both faces”! 
No, 6, from ‘Logie-Elphinatone, and No. 6, fmm Newhigging, seem too 
small for buttons, while in the tirst-named spocimen the hole is far too hig. 
in proportion to the whole olject to have been used in this fashion, and 
in the last mentioned one the hole ig too small for this porpows, 1h being 
only sof atvinch in dismeter. ‘These two may have been useil ws heads. 

Coming now to the third group, which comprises forty-fonr specimens, 
embiracing all the larger and more roughly formed articies, we tint that 
thirty-three of them have the holes picked out and eleven ure borwd, the 
hored ones being found among the smaller specimens, whereas the picked 
ones include all the larger. 

When we review the while of the secoml and third groups Logethor, #0 
gradual and complete are te various stages in the development of the

te have been worn almost smooth an both aides. (me, No, 38, from 
Logie-Eiphinatons, i worn enooth on one side only, and several show 
yruoves runuing round the inside aul outside of the helt, ‘Theae sum to 
miggest that some sharp pointed spindle or other implamant hd been 
rotating-in.the-hole and had occasionally jumped out. Possibly this may 
have beet, wome kind of tow drill which required the uppet and of the 
spindle to be kept steaily, a perforsted stone hvld in the hand being used 
for that purpose. “The whole af thie gronp, with the exception of two or 
three of the langest specimens, would have been quite hwy and auitaliler 
for this purpose, If they were used to produce fire, it is strange that the 
samt tire drill way not in use in other parts of the country ; anh if it 
were to dnll holes in stone, bone, or horn, we should aurely find a greater 
abtindanoe of objects with drilled lilies Out of this collection of sixty- 

five perforated objects only one, No. 16, ean be said to have the hole

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We have thua what seem to be three distinet types of perforated stone 
objects, the firat gronp being composed of pondants, which may have: 
een ornaments, the sscond group being composed of dises, which may 
huve been used aa buttons and beads, and the third group being eom- 
posed) of irregularly shaped stones, of which the greater number have 
apparently been used to steady the end of a rotating spindle or shaft, 

While-many parts of Seotlind have produced numbers of perforated 
dliaes of atone, yet go go weattered haa been their occurrence, that they uever 
eeom to have been recognised before a= other than cink-stones, notwith- 
standing that they have been very often found far distant from any place, 
which, eather in ancient or modern times, has been covered with water, 
where they could have been used. Inia strmge that eq many #pecimins 
should have been found in this single district, and this leads us to think 
that possibly a seat of manufacture of these ohjects was In the Ganoch, 
from whith they were distributed to other localities, Now that attention 
haa been cilled to them, we may expect to hear of greater nambers being 
found in other parte. Still, if they were common articles of use all 
over the country, it in surprising thut they have not been fotmd in 
largor numbers in the Culbin, Glenluee, Shewalton, and Stevenston 
‘Shnils—areas which have each prodieed auch large numbers of eo many 
different types of prehistoric objects. These nteas have been so thoroughly 
sourched that, if theao dises had been in comnion nse there, it is certain 
that they would lave heen discovered, 

As none of the artinles in this oallection lave been found directly 
associnted with any *pecial prehistoric type of object, we are not able 
to assign the relics to any particular poriod, Perforated stones of some 
of these types have hoon found in craonogs and have boen coundered 
whorls, They have been discoveréd to have been in use in’ ancient 
hill forte in Ayrshire, ‘The istrict where most of them were 
found is very rich in atone implements and Bronze-Age boriala, and it 
is quite possible that while some of these objecta may belong to 
‘comparatively recent times others of them may go buck to the very 
beginning of the Iron Age or even further,

jalands around—Ethica Insula (Tirve), Elene Liwula (off Islay), Sela 
(Skye), Egea Insuia (Ego). <Adamnan, in his Life of St Columba, 
frequently moutions the Saint's visit to the taland of Hinha or Hinsha, 
where he had a monastery, over which he placed his maternal uncle 
Krum. The date of this establishment muat have been hetween 
a0; 663 and 674. No island of the Hebrides now hears this mame;

Below thé gunien is the greveyand, clearly indicated by a 1omber of 
headstones, of the same alate rock as is quarried at Exadale, Thero ate 
& few rule carvinus, aml on one alah a Greek cross, but to lettered in- 
scriptions. One gravestone, more elahorntely carved than the others, 
was lying flat honde the chapel. On one side of the face was aeword, 
onthe other a mel, signifying perhope that the mar who rested below 
had ones borne are anid afterwards become a monk.

There is good reason to believe that several of these anclont monuments. 
have been carried away. Macealloch speaks of a umber of votive nrocses 
and carvings of the #words of warriors of former dayr-on the grey stones 
on the burialground, A headstone with an incised Greek cross, which was 
carried away in o bout for ballast, wie fortunately resruad, and is now in 
the Museum. In August 18#0-Dr Macmillan and Ar Clerk unearthed a 
Celtic cro and ses Houp on the spot. Thie has now disappeared, umd 
only one stone with any attemypt at ornamentation (fig. 4) remains above

romaine and interments (ome of them prehistoric) have hori disenvered,

Pending completer study of the geographical distrilimtion of these 
epithets in Scotland, [am in w position to state that in the six lowland 
counties of.

NOTICE OF THE DISCOVERY OF A FULL-LENGTH STONE CIST, 
CONTAINING HUMAN REMAINS AND A PENANNULAR RROOCH, 
AT ORAIGIE, NEAR DUNDEE. By ALEXANDER HUTCHESON, F.S.A. 
Soor, Eeocunty-FEener. 


On 16th April (102) the workmen engagoil in making m mew road bo 
the north of Stanmergute railway station, on the Dundee and Arbroath 
joint-line, about midway between Dumlee and Rroughty-Ferry, came 
upon a full-length burial cist embedded in the gmvel, the top of the 
cist being at a depth of whout 14 inches from the surface, The ground 
here slopes upward) with » gentle inclination fora distance of about 200 
yards from the hank of the riyor Tay, but at this point rises somewhat 
steeply until a height of about 25 feet isattained m a comparatively 
level plitenn of same extent, presnmobly the 25 feet heach-level known to 
geologists. ‘The surface soil ia of gmvel and sand, with a little vegetable 
eqil on the top, but below tz.a hed of stiff reddish elay, containing many 
water-rolled and planiated boulders of gneiss, diorite, and other hard 
igneous tocks, aome of them being from: 3 to 4 feet in dintnwter. 

A little to the south of the top of the alopea a retaining wall was: cut 
through for the roid, but atill exists to the east oni west of it, and it 
‘waa it in Uistanee of about 10 yards fo the north of thiawall, on the 
eustern side of the exeavation for the rood, that the cist was located, 
This had been removed before E heard of the discovery, but Mr George 
Mirkay, contractor, Broughty-Ferry, who had the work, kindly | »e- 
companied ime to the aite and pomied out the spot where the cist was 
found, [also interviewed Mr William Mackay, station-master ot Stanner- 
gate, who saw the cist when it was discovered and took charge of thy few 
fragmenta of bones recovered, nil from these gentlemen, as well ae from 
the foreman at the works, the following particulars are derived. 

The cist, which contained an unburnt skeleton of a full-grown parson, 
very much doecayeil, Iny oust onl west, [t was about 6 feet in langth 
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and about 2 fect in width, The aides, onda, amd cover were formed of 
thin undressed ¢lube of stone, set on odge in the gravel, three or four 
atones to the length of the cist, Two of the largest ef thé vide stones 
moasured respectively 2 foet 3 inches by 2 feet 6 inches, by 2} inches 
thick, and 2 feet by 2 feet 10 inches, by 2 inches in thickness: These 
two stones formed part of the north «ide of the cist. The workmen 
had come tipon it from the south, and pulled down that side before its 
true character was recognised; the covers on the top collapsed and jot 
broker, ind the overlying rartl came down and covered everything ay, 
alat wae only when all this was cleared away that some of the Vienna 
were discovored, and drew the attention of the workmen to an examina- 
tion of what remained, “Then it -was-aeen that all that was Jeft of the 
cist ware the two daha noticed ubove, forming part af the worth side, 
It is, Lom afraid, not now possible to determine at which ond the head 
lay, aa the few tocth which have beon resened were picked out of the 
cartinto which the materials of the oxearation were at the time being 
shevelled.

Mauiaren, architect, on behalf of Mir D. C. Guthiria af Crnivie, pro 
printor of the ground, and the liseovery comuntnicated to that gentle 
nuh, Chi learning that /t way of interest ow on archaeological relic, Mr 
(Guthrie, with praiaoworthy public-spiritedness, instructed Mr Maclaren 
to hand it to the Society of Antiquaries, for the Nariial Museum of 
Antiquities: Tt iss pennnuular brooch (fig, 1), apparesithy of iron, bnt so 
moch corraled hye that the metal cammot be determined, The pin 
mousures 4 inches over all, while the ring or circled part is only about 
2 inches over, ending in slightly ewelling knobs, Brooches of ponannular 
form, Jistinguished by expansions of the ring inte bulbons knobs, the head 
of the pin boing «imilarly expanded, and possessing characteristies which 
link them with the period of the intrusion of the Norwegian element, 
have heen found in the northern and western districts of Scothmnd, 
Several of these are of lange dimensions, made of silver, and highly 
ornamented, hat the Craigie brooch ig in size and ippearance mor wkin 
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to the plain howl of allvered Irenze fot) with o lienthow burial im 
the island of Figg, the only other example of the type that had hitherto 
ccourrmal in Seotland.' The Craigie trooch ia therefore an object of 
much interest, 

“The bool, with a movable tous dr pin, served,” says Nloram,? “to 
eomneet one pertof the dress with another; hy the anen it waeurel! to 
fasten the tunic and mantle on the right or left shoulder, and by the 
women the veatmont in front of the lireist,” From frapnienta of eloth 
fount mlherent to the pin of the brooches, and from similar impressions

Numerois discoveries of long and short cists have from time to’ time 
been made in the same neighbourhood, ad ure reconled in various 
pliliiention® One of the earliest notices, although without details, occurs 
in Rev. Dr Suuall's Statistical Account of Dundes i. 1792. Referring to 
the discovery here of several stone coffins with bones, le remarks, “though 
the most of these are of the commen form, some, without any difference 
in the size of the hones, are only 3 fest-square,” Apparently hers the 
majority of the coffins had been of the fnll-iength variety, bot nssoeintedl 
with short cists, where wither crumutinn had taken Place or the bodies 
liud teen interred in o Houbled-up position. 

Writing th 1879 regarding a more recent discovery in the same locality, 
Mr Allan Mathewson, Cor, Mem. S.A. Seot., save “All the iste that I 
Faw were ling ones, and in ove inatanve ne HiOny as tive wer got to- 
gether.” Here, again, we-have to lunent the entire. absence of details. 
Mr Mathewson merely remarks the presence of 1 layor of white pebbles 
over them, bat dors not state whether the cists ware tupired, or at what 
height above the cists this layer of white pebbles wre Placed. Tt is, 
however, remarkeil that lwtween the tui a kitchen midden which

Tho coffins were probably, therefore, of the tapered viriely; anid if these 
referred to by Dr Small as being of the “common form" were also of

NOTE ON INGRAM OF KETHENYS; WITH OBSERVATIONS ON HIS 
MONUMENT IN THE PARISH CHURCH OF TEALING. Hy l[iaitr

Alexander Hutcheson, F.S.A. Seot., in which i# described « mural 
monument (fig: 1) in the Parish Church of Tealing, Forfarshire. The 
monument ie that of [ngram of Kethenys, “oradene of Dunkeldyn,” 
who, according to the inscription, died in the voor 1380, From tha 
Registers of the Procurators of the English Nation in the University 
of Paria, Mr Huteheson was able to give some interesting particulars 
of the stident dava (LO44—-1047) ot Paria of three brothers, John, 
Robert, and Ingram of Ketting There can scarcely be a sloubt that 
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the last nomet is the sane aa the Ingram of Kethenys whose monwment 
hie a place at Tealing. 

The following remarks muat he considered only as supplemental to 
the communication by Mr Hutcheson; and they are based on ‘material 
which hms become generally available since the data of hia 

The publication of the Calendar af Papal Rejisters hoa thrown o 
flood of light on several obscure problems im the history of the medieval 
Church in Scotland. The volume of Petitiona (1596) and vol. in. of 
the Letters (1897) afford several purticulars concerning the three brothors 
referred to. The nume Kethenys (Kethenis, Ketenis, Ketnesse), as 
ueed to indinate a family, is so rarely found in record that we are 
probally justitiod in identifying the persons mmel in the Payal 
archives with the threes students, young men who had pursued their 
studies in Paria under Master Walter do Wardlaw, 

The brothers, or some of them, are found studying in Paris from aome 
time before 1344 to 20th June 1347, when Ingram was exempted from 
undergoing certain graduntion ceremonies connected with his licence 
as Muster of Arts, on his paying his customary fees, on the ground that 
he wae returning to fits native country! 

Alrealy, on 26th January 1545, Pope Clement VI. had sent a 
mandate to the abbots of Cupar and Scone, and to the prior of St 
Andrews, to give to Ingram do Kethonis “the church of Blaar.”* This 
bewotics we find that ho afterwards possessed.” 

Ingram ile Ketlienys and his brothers enjoyed the fayour of both the 
king and the queen, We find that thoy were ntphaws* of John [ile 
Pilmore}, bishop of Moray; and it was: perhaps throngh hia inflience 
thyt we find David, king, and Joan, queen of Scots, uniting with the 
hishop of Moray in 1347 to petition the Pope on behalf of Ingram de

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Keteniz, of the diocese of St Andrews, licentiate im Arts, for a canonry 
of Aberdeen, with reservation of a prehend,) This was granted on 18th 
May 1547. 

We next find the quean and the bishop of Moray petitioning on 
belialf of Ingram, now deseribel os Muster of Arts, for a canonry 
and prebend of Moray, notwithstanding that he has the church of 
Blure in the diocese of St Andrews, and a eanonry of Abenteon, with 
expectation, of a prebend,? This petition was granted on 10th May 
Ld49. 

In 1350 0 yet more influential patron is found for the brothers, John 
le Ketenia, MA. “clork of the queen of Scots,” and Ingram. Philip, 
king of France, joins with the queen and the bishop of Moray im 
petitioning for farther preferment! And on 13th Jone 1950, the Pope 
erants to Ingram de Ketenia, M.A,, rector of Blare, canon of Motay and 
cunon. of Aberlean, a dispensation to holil an additional benefice. This 
poties adds the important information that Ingram waa now secrelary 
of the queen4 From the petition rt appears that his brother John was 
sewking an office or dignity in the cathedral ehurch of Glasgow; he 
having ‘then the «church of Fern (in the diocese of Diinkeld), and a 
eanonry of Dunkeld, with expectation of a prebent. 

A year later, on 13th June 1351, the Pope grants to Ingram, at the 
mquest of the king of France, the queen of Scots, and the bishop of 
Moray, » canonry in Glasgow void by the consecration of Philip, bishop 
of Brechin, notwithstanding that he was incumbent of Blare, canon of 
Worny, canon of Aberdeon, and expected u dignity in Moray.* 

The date of the appointment of Ingram to the archdoaconry af 
Dunkeld does not appear from the records af Rome as published tn the 
Letters of the Calendar of Papal Registers, But that he was arehdeacon 
af Dunkeld, and was advanced to a yet higher dignity, is apparent from 
an entry in the volume of Petitions, dated 26th February 1378, On 
that day Cloment VIL. (Anti-Pope) proprio motu, makes provision to

From this notice, taken together with the inseription on the sd ies 
ment, it is evident that Ingram did not onjoy the See of Whiteherns 
for many months, if indeed we cin pegond it oa ‘certain that he 
was ever conseormled. Thin last doubt is raised hy the faet thot it 
Wis nit uncommon to petition for benefices that were expected to 
fall vacant, 

Hitherto the tiame of Ingram de Kotheays es « bishop of Galloway 
lit town tmknewn to history. [t may be noted that the information 
as to the appointment of Ingram to the hiahoprie is derived, not from 
the Papal Letters, but from the volume of Petitions, This ia only one 
example, out of many, of iniportant facts being revealed only by the 
Petitions, Ami it is with profound mgmt one hears the rumour 
that ibe Master of the Rolls has directed the discontiniaice of the 
ealondaring of the Pétitions, 11 is to be lope that wiser counsels 
will prevail. = 

Again, ther: was certainly 4 new hishop of Whiteherne, of the 
succession appointed by the Anti-lopes, in the year following the death 
of Ingram, a recorded on the «epitaph. On 21st December, 1381, 
Clement VIL (Anti-Pope) granted 4 long roll of Petitions, presented by 
Thomas, bishop of Whiteherne.* Here, again, we linve another excitrple 
of a fact in the ecelesinstionl history of Scotland that would have been 
unknown but for the volume of Petitions, ~_ 

The absence from the inscription onthe monument of any reference 
w the elevation of Ingram to the episcopate cannoh bo teed os an 
anument for his not having attained the episipal Mignity, if we aceaph 
the view put forward by Mr Huteheson that the inseription on the slab 
wae sculptured (in the greater part) during the Jifetime of him whom 
it was meant to commomorte. The lange space ufter the numerals

But I sev no reason for supposing that Ingram dis Kethenys was more 
than sixty years of age when he died, but only that the space left 
happened: (as it turned out) to be unnecessarily large. The wonls- 
*mude in hia xxxii yhero” would seem, at first sight, to apply tw hie 
_ sppointment a¢archdeacon. If thia view be correct, Ingram would have 
been appointed about 1352. Now the question arises, Is there anything 
in record which supports or miliutes agamet thie view? On 25th 
January 1348, we find Robert de Dan holding the urchdeaconry of 
Dunkel? But before 24nd September 1349 he hal died, for on that 
day Pope Clement VI. provided to the archdesconry, “reserved to the 
Pope in the life-time of Robert de Den,” Master Walter de Wardlau, 
presumably the same who wae Procurator of the Eugliah Nation wher 
the three brothers de Kethenys wero students at the University of 
Porna* Bott he ever obtained pogsession of this office he oonld have 
enjoyed it for only a very ahort time, for Adam de Pullmour was archi. 
dewoort, and hind died heform 18th July 1352, when John de Athy, 
canon of Dunkeld, wae provided by the Pope to the office and dignity.‘ 
After this the records am silent and perliapa defective, Tut it must 
not be wssiemed that becuse the archdeasonry was provided to John de 
Athy that he soeceedod im obtaining it: Again und again the records. 
show that papal provisions were frequently ineffective; and the rapid 
changes in the holders Of the arclileacoury of Dunkeld which wo have

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just recorded suggest the possibility that if John de Athy over enjoyed 
the archdeaconry he may tiot have held ft long. We do not hear of 
him againi, 

So far, it must te admitted that the evidence, such as it is, makes 
rather against the notion that Ingram de Ketheneys succeeded in 1353 
or thereby; but it is not fatal to it. This enquiry is, however, quite 
decisive that he was not urchdeacon of Dunkeld before 1352, unless we 
imagine, what is-in the highest degree improbable; that he hod been 
archidleacon before Robert de Den lind resigned, and waa aguin 
appointed: for le was certainly archilewon when the See of Galloway 
was provided to him in 1378 And avery difficulty we have to 
encounter in supposing that the words “made in his xxxii yhere” refer 
6 lis appointment us orchdeacon apply equally to the supposition that 
they refer to the making of the monument, 

We have further to note that the supposition that we ought to add 
to the number “Ix” (given aa the years of his age) only increases the 
difficulty, 

On the whole, then, the reconl evidence i# wot incompatible with the 
evidence that seema reasonably derived from the tmscription, namely, 
that Ingram de Kethenys wae monde archdeacon of Dunkeld about 1352, 
and held that office till his consecration (if he were ever consecrated), 
after hiv appointment to Galloway. Tt iv perhaps micat reasonable to 
auppoxe that he wee never consecrated, and held the archdeaconry till 
hii ehowthi. 

Mr Hutcheson in hie paper! writes; “The church of Tealing is 
about four miles north of Dundes, and wae in the diocese of Dumkeld, 
hatit is unlikely that any official appointment would have been found 
for an atchdeacon in auth an isclated mital district, an there wae 
probably some territorial reason for hie transference to Tealing.” But 
in the days when tho possesion of a cure did not involve continuous 
pereonal residence, or, indeed, residence at ull, if a vicar were appointed, 
there was nothing to make the parish of Tealing uneuitahle as the

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prebend, or part of the prebend, of the archdeacon of Dunkeld. The 
duties of an archdeacon were duties that concerne! alike very parish in 
the diocese, And it was aw matter of indifference where his prebendal 
charch waa situated. And Dr J, Muitluod Thomson has been 20 good 
aa to furnish me with evidence that, at all eventa in the sixteenth 
century, the connection of Tealing with the archdewconry of Dunkeld 
was w fact, In a lawsuit of 1563 the kirks of Tealing and 
Logieallochie appear us pertaining to the archdescoury of Dunkeld 
(Acts andl Deereets, xxviii, 95), Ir Thomson adda: * The resital of the 
archdeacanry in the Book of Assumptions, though the name Tealing 
lose not ooenr in it, consists of teinds due from certain lands, the names 
of which ahow that they were in the parish of Tealing, followed by a 
like list of lands in Logieillochie, of which pariah the nume Je given.” 

In the year 1206 Pope [enocent TL. confirmed to the prior and 
brethren of St Andrews, omong other churches und possessions, 
“coolesinam de thelin.”' It appears, from another charter in the 
Revister of the Priory of St Andrews, which is probably noo far 
removed in date from the papal confirmation, that the canons had then 
“institucionem et liberam sdministracionem ecclesie de thelon at 
liberam fucultatem eandem ecelesiam diaponenili.”* 

Having free power to dispose of the church of Tealing, te canons, it 
must ht inferred, exercised that power by presumably exchanging the 
right of presentation for eome equivalent, and that thus the henefive 
became a prebend of Dunkeld 

It may be mentioned that Boiamund, for the year ending on the 
Nativity of St Jolin Baptist, (24th June) 1275, received us a tithe 
of tho eerus cafor of “ Telyn,” in the diocese of Dunkeld, 37 shillings 
anil 2 pence three farthings; which gives the value of the benefice 
for the year as £18, 12s. 34d. The next year it is almost precisely 
the sume (Theiners AMonumenta, pp, 112, 116). This meome, thongh 
not so good as that of afew other churches, i# much better than that 
of the large majority of the churehes in the diocese of Dunkeld.

SOTES ON THE DISPUTED TOME OF MARY OF GUELDREES, QUEEN 


OF JAMES IL, AND THE STUART VAULT IN HOLYROOD, fr 
JOHN SINCGATE, FLS_A. Boor, 


Fifty-tive years have passed away since the demolition 6f the 
venorble Trinity College Chureli of Edinburgh, anil the controversy 
over the search: for the remains of Mary of Gueldr, the pious foundress, 
is, Well-nigh forgot, The members of our Soctety. still alive; wha were 
thon grown inesi, are but few, and the sontroveray, now but a memory, 
iy only to be fiund in our Society's Precedings of that time. This 
qiiescnnt elute of matters hina hitherto given no signa of reopening the 
unsatisfactory discussions of 1848 and 1862 ue to the unearthing of 
thi remains of Mary of Guelidres, but quite fecently the reappearance 
of both plaimants gave motion to the thonvlita of those more immedi- 
ately informed. 

‘The subjoined notes flow from what came uniler the personal obser. 
vation af the writer, ond have arisen from ah after discovery consequent 


on the restoration of the Royal Stuart Tomb in tho Chapel Royal of 
Holyrood by Her lite Majesty the Quoan, It may be ua well here to 


say that o fairly foll and accurmte acount of that much-called-for 


restoration has never yel bewn afforded, and: is here necessary as an 


introduction to Ghee notes. 

Tt ia well known that no precice date or person ein he teed upon 
for the origin of this tomh, Usually [t is assigned to the period after 
the sleuth of James V., when the remaine of David TL, Jormes TI. and 


othors tore disinterred from separate graves anil placed therein. Tha 


mean look of tho place indicates thut it had bean « work of huate ini, 
time of trodble, and an inspection of the interiur certainly confirmed 
that heliel True, the mad mob of 1688 did their worst, but there 
were no remains to be seen of what might have heen expected from o 
Royal Mausoleum. The Stuart Tomb is of the plainest description, 
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the only attempt at omamentation being a floriated scroll extending 
dloug the worth front a few inches from the top.

The Norman Arch at south aide ie @ feet in width and 
12 fect in height, 4 feet G inches of which reach above the ee by 
the vault, ‘The door of entrance to the north is 3 feet 6 by 2 

$1 inches, The moulding over the door is 5 inches in depth, ri 
fron} is of dressed stone, the roof flagstones, und the west side next 
the Roxhuryh ‘Tomb ia rubble, The interior,as inepeoted a short time 
before the death of Hor late Majesty, wos simply an earth-beaten square 
of moat nninviting aspect, the descent being by & deep step through 
the narrow-entrance, At the south side stood upright large flagstones, 
wot unlike headetimes in a churelyard, evidently «rected as blinds 
against prying eyes through the open sparred iron gate. Rehind those 
tomblike stones was the old Norman Arch which in time ef James 
IV. formed the ogress from the Abbey to the. cloisters and ius newly- 
orected palace, This doorway fe of great thickness, and o partition 


had been rin across and stone shelves inserted, on which, “gleaming- 
in their chulky whiteness,” lay the bones of generations of the Royal 


Stuarts, hidden only from public view hy the stone ereetiotia. 
Thero was no discritmitiation or signa of aepulchral onder with these 


remains, Only could be discerned what might he tho thigh bones of 


the sixfest-two Darnley interminglod with the infantile remains of 
the sony of James TV. and V.—beth princes of Albany; and those of 
what wore doubtless other adults of this royal house. On the botton 
shelf rested the gaudy cofin of 1645, hronght down with magisterial 
pomp and circummtance from old Trinity College Kirk, and declared 
to be the remains of Queen Mary of Guellres, Of all these kings, queens, 


anil princes mouldering and uncared for, only the resurrected lady of 


1848 was named, coffined and intact. The disorderly masa of bones, 
old and young, spoke plainly of the mad rioting mob, 

The only record we haye of the provious state of this. tomb is con- 
tilned in a mannsermpt held im the: Advocates’ Library, showing that 
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an olbeial visit by procurement of the Bishop of Dunblane was made 
five years before the Revolution of 1688, when it sas violated and the 
contents. destroyed. The bishop was present, “Lord Strathnavar and 
FE. Foriare, Robert Soott, minister of the Alshey, and othera,” Woe are 
toll thut they viewed the body of James V. in both wood anil lead 
coffin, and in ati embalmed condition, and that they saw some lead 
plates giving his tithes and particulars of tus death. This coffin must 
have heen on trestles or some mised erestion, becnuse the aceount next 
tells ue that im the areh—that is, on the stone shelvyes—was a shorter 
eoffin (the shelf being only six feet across) with the teeth in the skull, 
also with a leaden maoription, umd two gilded “ floor-de-lnuces” and o 
leaden crown, showing it ta be the boty of Magdalene of France, 
"Spon Jacohi V."; and beside this coffin lay tho coffins of two 
chikiron, one in load, the other in wood. Next the king's body “lay 
ane gret coffin of lead with the body m it." This body, they agreed, 
was that of Lord Darnley; and at the east “Iny a coffin with the skull 
anvnin two, and ane inscription in small letters, gilded upon a:-square 
of ye lead coffin, making it to bo ye bodye of Dame Jann Stewart, 
Countess of Argyle” natural daughter of James V, It ia quite clear 
that the order and arrangement of this place of sepulturein 1683 was 
pretty much as fonml on inspection afew years ago: that im, the greater 
coffine lay in the outer or open space of the tomli, while the amaller 
ware Tnid of the atone shelves in the Nurtian Arch, 

This, then, was the state of matters when the Board of Works, under 
directions of Her late Majesty, set ahont the reconstruction of te 
intenor, An inner tomb of polished ston was built within the original, 
tut still having the oll Norman Arch of David the First aa its back 
wall! A eoffin for the regal remains followed, and the bones of the

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Stuarts were reverentiy deposited and sealed up at aight of a high official. 
The two coffins wore then replaced on stone shelves anil left to a new 
lwase of undisturbed repose, The inner tomb being completed and the 
lndy of the: sacristy of Trinity College Kirk consigned to ler former 
position, an outer door of oak waa placed inside the iron sparred gate, 
anid a handsome plate of bronze in ald English churacters nffised. This 
Pinte bears o singularly mteresting harmition, which, along with every 
step in the proceedings, had the sanction and supervision of Her Majesty

Thia reverential act of Her Majesty, which ognin showed not only 
her regard for her Stewart ancestirs, but her singularly good taste, 
seomed to leave the much disturbed Trinity College lady finally at reat. 
The interior of the Chapel Koval, however, coming in for a share of 
the renovations of the last few years, the incised tombstones were care- 
fully levelled, new turf Inid, ond a system of surface drainage carried 
out, and it was during these operations that the controversy betwixt 
Dr David Laing and Dr Daniel Wilson woe again recalled. Dr 
Wilson, writing of the second discovered Mary of Gueldres, 2ays:— 
“Tho lead coffin with ita enclosed remaing were aceordingly placed in 
a wooden coffin, and interred in Holyrood Chapel, onfeids the royal 
vault"! (David Laing saya:—“In the meantime, the leaden coffin, 
containing, as I believe, the mortal remains of Mary of Gueldrea, the 
Queen of James LL, is alko thore deposited, waiting for u more worthy 
receptacle to be prepared than the so mianamed Royal Vault in the 
Abbey Church of Holyrood."

The parish of Nowhattle hus po fewer than five enparate places of 
burial? The ancient chapel of Bryans, which has entirely cise ppearod, 
tol on the hilleide above the Esk valley: A stone holy-water basin 
wae quite recently recovered from mui the farni buildings which cover 
the site of the aneient plise of worship, The churchyard can. atill be 
treed by the large and aged trees surrounding the site: Tho byre of 
Cryat farm is paved mainly with the old Lombetonin, which have their 
Inscribed faoee turned down wari, 

Io the flower vanlen of Newhattle Abbey, and around tho walla anil 
vicinity of the House, akelotuns of monks with fragmonts of their white 
habite have frequently been found, Inid to rest autor the shadow of St 
Mary's pile, aa the ecclosizstiea) dignitaries found their final repose beside 
tie nlter Inside the abbey were the grave.and monument of Mury ile 
Cone, Queen of Aluxander IL, The dbbey was, in ite palmy days, not 
only the favourite: resort of Sccttiah royalty Wit alio a specially disired 
resting-pliee for royul aut nobiles eirst. 

Father Hay (Dipl. Col 111, 84. 1, 10), quoting an older autliority, anya : 
“In the midst of the church waa seen the Tomb of the queen of 
Alexander, of nurhle, supported on wix Lonwof marble. A human firure 
waa placed reclining on the tomb, sarrounded with an iron gratings.” 

Only about a hundred yards from the original site of the abliey, now 
marked oot in the gravel, the dhbey church wie rebnilt; md ft waa in 
thia decond chureh that Leighto preached, The church waa in 1727

each point of the triangle, The only remaining portion of Leighton's 
chorch ia on small vault, probthly constructed of the stones left over 
iifter the second rabmilding of thi ibbey stones into the preaent 
eal ffine, 

The Margie of Argyle (eighth earl and first marquis), who wue 
beheaded with the mation at the Cros of Edinburgh, on May 27th 
1661, Is closely nssweiuted with the Lothian family, which, like the 
houke of Arzyle, was warmly attache to the reformed and cormanting 
cause, His second daughter, Lady Jean, became the wife of the first 
Marquis of Lothian. After Arpylo’s nxneution, his heal was exposed on 
the weet aide of the Tollbooth. His body was carried first to St Magdalene’ 
Chapel im the Cowgate, and thence to Newbattlo, where it rested for a 
fow days im the old church The head remained on the Tollbooth 
spike for « fortnight, when Charlee IL. having given 4 warrant for its 
retucval, the body wae brought from Newhattla, and thoy were together 
lnid in the family eepulchre of St Mund at Kilmun, 

This vault or Tale” (68 0 mnorble slab on the outside door describes it) 
became the pladée of sepultire for the Lothinn family nll through the 
eighteenth and part of the nineteenth cantury. Possibly the vault 
tiny likve existed beneath the church as o family burying-place for 
Hie house of Lothian. On the front of the vault there have within 
the last few years been erected two white marble slahe bmilt into an 
omamental wall-door with the names of the various mombers of the 
house interred within. Around this vault the trees are particularly 
fine. 

The latest of Newbattle burying-places.ia the new family cemetery of 
the house of Lothian, laid out beside the river Eak ami sear the great 
gate where, beside an uncle and aunt, the late beloved and distinguiatied 
Marquess of Lothian sleeps. A fine celtic cross has been mised over 
the grave of one whom this Society will never forget.

sactilegions sheep dined off ite rank growth, Sir Walter Scott, when 
residing at Lasewale, used frequently to visit this ideal resting-plicw for 
Old Mortality.” Nowhattlo churchyard was a Wuntiog-grountl with the 
Edinburgh Resurrectioistea, Only within recent years hos the old. 
temirrection-louse heen swopt away, The only apectmen of the class 
now surviving in the district is that in Dalkeith churehyan!,—a in 
completo specimen of the kind, with its round pal-eandstone tower re 
hatilemented top, and narrow port-holes round and round. ‘The

The stone of a smith (fig. 9) 1741, is remarkable for the high relief 
of the carving, Tle crowned hammer t# flanked by two human leads 
with ctrly hair, anil by two hourglisees, andl skulle surmount the pillars

EXCAVATION OF CASTLECARY FORT ON THE ANTONINE VAUGILUM, 


PART L—HISTORY ANT) GENERAL DESCRIPTION, 
Rv D. CHEISTISON, Seceerany. 


The attention of the Society having been called to the risk’ of public 
works boing erected close to Cavtlecary Fort, the Connell resolved that, 
in continuance of their investigations of Roman sites, the next work to 
be undertinkeri abowld Te there, Permission to excavate having heen 
freely granted by Lord Zetland, the proprietor of the ground, anil every 
fucllity given hy Mr Charles own, the factor, the: direction of the 
work Was cominitted to Mr od. A. Cunningham, Cu, and) Mr Thomas 
Ross, architect, Mr Mutigd Buchanan agin volunteersd to fill the 
ardtiots post of surveyor: and with Mr Alexander Mackie as clerk of 
works, an-efficient stalf was made np, every member having had a large 
experience in conilucting operations of the kind, As previously, not 
mire thin two or thres workmen were uswilly omployad at a tite, in 
onder to-ensurv a wirict supervision of the output. Ground was brokett 
early in Mirch 1902, and the work proceeded, with but littl interruyy 
tion fran dial weather, till the following November. 

Povition of the Fort.—The Roman fort of Castlecary, so named, 
perhaps, from the ancient keep of Castlecary near it, is situated about 
aix miles west of Falkirk, Remains of eight forte on the line of the 
Antonine Vallum still exist to the weat of if, and of only one to the 
east, But filling in the blanks supposed to have been caused by the 
total dikappearance of the others, necessary to complete the chain, 
Castleeary would originally be the twelfth from the west and the eighth 
from the eaat, socording to Stuart's chart in Caledonia Reman. 

The position has considerable natural strength, andl is thus described 
hy Mr Buchanan, who how also imwn up the accompanying map, fig. 1, 
to illustrate it. The fort stands upon a rounded knoll, which is the 
highest part and the weatern end of a low ridge, rising slightly above

the 200 contour line. The centre of the fort ia 227 feet above the 
som, and the ground falls away in-all directions. Om the east, or along 
the ridge, the depression ie very gradual and uniform, but on the weet 
it ia i eae tom deep mvine theougl which the Red Burn hos ith outlet 

from the Glen, On the north, a low-lying valley stretehes out, aling 
which the Bonny Water winds, at a distance from the fort of abot 
400 yords, and ot a lower Tevel by nearly 100 feet. On the south the 
Hope terminates about 100 yarda from the fort in what les formerly 
been aimorass cuveloping nearly the whole.of the southern front. 


Foruzm Notices of tite Formricarions. 

The earliest notices of Custlecary is probably in an anonymous letter 
of 1697, deseribing an excursion to the weet of Edinburgh (#fieorical 
MSS, Commision, xiii, App, i, Portlind MS. ii. 56), Dut the wathor 
talls us nothing more than that the fort is a large castellum of hewn 
masonry, containing many stone bmildings. 

Sir Hobort Sibhald (Historical Inquiries, 1707, 30) is even more curt, 
being content with calling Castleeary “io great fort with nineli bnilding.” 

Pennant, Pooocke, Stukely, Clerk of Eldin, and Camden do not 
mention it at all. 

Alewnder Gordon (Minerariun Sententrionale, 1736) calle it a 
nugnificent fort “which sema to have heen surrovnded with a wall 
of hewn freeatone, whose vestiges still appear,” “On the south endl of 
this wall are triple ditches and four rows of ramparts,” His plan, how- 
ever (fig. 2 reproduced here on o emallor seale from hia Plate xxiv.), 
gives only two ditelies ani three ramparts on that side, io well a¢ on 
the east and weet. The defence on ‘the north side ia the only one 
represented aa of atone, and is figured ua a single wall, separated from 
the Antonine Vallam by 4 few yards interval, The only entinnee 
shown je from the south. . 

Horley (ifritannia: Romana, 1732, p. 170), who explored the 
Antonine Wall net long after Gorden, telle ue that the Vallum as 
iignal formed the north rampart of the fort, that the other three «ides

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had a triple rampart and ditch, and that the mainparte have beets lilt 
of stone and mortar. His only other observation is that the fort seema 
to love bean wll supplind with waier, His amull’ olin (reprod eed itt

eant, the other on the sonth, His chart of the Vallum shows, emoning 
from the worth «ide of the fort to join the Bonny Water, a stroamlet,

Maitland (The éfiatory amt Antiquities of Scolfamd, WOT, i. ITS) 
follows at no long interval. The gives the fort triple rumpirts and 
ditehes on the south side, and says that ne doubt they axiated formerly 
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on the east and weal aides alao, He does riot seem to have seen any 
stone wall, as he exys that the innermost mimpart i said to hove bean 
faced with stone walle “of a height not mentioned, but,” ae he rather 
obscurely remarks, “1 take them to have been about four feet high and 
three feet thick, like that facing the lower part of the northem side of 
the wall adjoiming the ditch, out of which the last time 7 wae there they 
were digging “stones 1. erect out-houses at the mansion-house of

Castlecary. This wall waa of rough ashlar, consisting of large freestones 
laid in clay ramning along the face af the rampart a= a security to the 
fomdation.~ 

Roy (The Military Antiquities af the ftonute fea North Britain, 
p. 128) only tells ue that Castlecary “has been one of the principal. 
atations on the Wall of Antonine, #9 i evident from its dimensions, and 
the number of antiquities found, aml finding there every day,” His 
plan (fig. 4, on 4 reduced scale) gives the Wall of Antonine a the 
northern defence, directly up to which run the east and west ramparts 
and ditches: On these sides, 45 well as on the south, there ure two 
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ramparts and two trenches. On the east side the outer rampart ie les 
distinct. “Walls,” at the south-east angle, is the name of a cottage that 
stood there at the time, Roy dde# not specially deserihe the timparts, 
but elsewhere states geucrally that although the forts on the Vallone 
qwere probably originally of earth, “the Romana, no doubt wishing te 
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render these pointa af appuy tore respectable and permunent, appear ut 
ivi future period to have almost universally reveted thetn, or tt Least. 
their inner ramparts, with stone.” 

The Rey, William Nimmo (History of Stirlingshire, 1777) maya that - 
the fort “is surrouniled with a wall of stone and mortar; also that. 
“the outer nw hoth been surrounded with a donble ditch, or volhon. 
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etill filled with water on the south sido, where the entry hath heen by 
a large uausewny intersecting the ditch,” He gives a very small, moagre 
plan, whieh t# not the least like the place, and by no mewns tallies with 
his own description 

The Oli Statisten! Account of Scotland, 1797, merely says. that the 
aite js still to be aeon, and the ew decounf, 1845, that it covers six 
aeres, is Vaulted underneath, and that “part ef the foundation «till 
pom binies.” 

Stuurt (Caledonia Flomanna, 1852, p. 344) states that scarcely o 
vestige existed when he saw if, and attrilnites the deatruction, first, to 
improvements of the highway ; secondly, to the removal of stones in 1769, 

‘and again in 1771 during the construction of the Union Canal; and 
thindly, to the operations of thy North British Railway in 1841, whereby 
the line was carried on an embankmont obliquely wets i His plan 
i# iaken from Rey, 


Geskpar Desonirrion or Tur Forrirrcations, 

According to most of the early observers, the Antonine Vallum, 
modified parhaps ta a certain degres, wis the ante defence of the north 
site. Gordon alone represents a shine wall, in. addition, tose in rear of 
ihe Vallum. The other three sides are variously deseribed as having 
tivo, three, or sven four ramparts anil ditehes. Ad) the accounts agrees 
as to the remains of mortared walle of hewn masonry, but without any 
‘lear reference to their position, Our excavations, however, although 
eonfirmatery in a gateral way as to the north front, proved that the 
three free #idns had ‘hut one minpart or wall, most probatdy a wall, 
and only two trenches, except far about half the length of the ast 
aide, whore Uhore wero three. 

Rampart er Wall—Ouly ous emul stretch of masonry was found on 


the encetnte in which so much as three courses remained te eitus amd) ae 


nearly the whole of the loose stones had bean plundered, the means of 
determining whether tha original structure was | wall proper, or a 
reveted carthen tampart, were very: limited. On the whole, however, 
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the evidence in favour of the former view seams pretty conclusive, a3 
regunis the three free sides at least. In the first place, no trace of an 
earth backing was found ; secondly, the close proximity of a building on 
the east side left no room for one: and thirdly, the fine quality of the 
masonry on the inner face, we well e& the presence of an offset, nro un- 
necessary in a revetment, and in fact are not met with in the revet- 
ment walla of the German Aastelle: The width of the wall above the 
plinths waa six feet six luehes; anil as all the remaining loose stones 
@ere @quare-anrfuced, there seems to have been no batter in the wall, 
so that there would be ample room at the top for the battlements and 
wall-walk, 

The circumstances of the north wall are different. The fall here 
wan so steep that the ground had been cut inte a perpendicular face 
three feet high, so that the wail up to that height must have been a 
reveiment, Waa it carried up above this as a linttlomented wall ; or 
did it stop here; anil wee the rampart of the Vallum, with which it is 
strictly aligned, carrie! along ite top to form the northern rampart of 
the fort! 

The latter supposition seems unlikely, because 10 trace of the atone 
bottoming, invariably mot with in-sections of the Vallum rampart, was 
found, although the ground had been tittle disturbed, as was shown hy 
the perfect preservation of a stone kerb running along aix feet in rear of 
the wall, This kerb marke out, along with the outer face of the wall, 
a space of 14 feot wide, corresponding with the width of the mmpart of 
the Vallum, bat there is nothing to explain ite object. Possibly it 
marked a space six feet wide, between ftaelf and the stone wall, 
within which some constriction was made for reaching the top of 
the wall. 

The Angle.—The smth angles were no doubt both rounded, but 
only the south-west one was proved to be so, as the other wae covered 
hy the railway embankment. The north angles conld not he completely 
examined, but were traced oo near thoir junction with the Vallum as to 
show that they were not rounded. 
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Angle Tower.— Within the south-west angle, the foundations of the 
first Reman wall-tower met with in Seotland «til remained, aml mo 
doubt the southeast angle, now concealed under the milway embank- 
nient, was provided with ane alee, “Three sides were left, aml they were 
straight and rightangled. The fourth, which had heen on the curve of 
the wall, had teon entirely removed. 

Some special defence must have been provided also wt the merit 
angles to hinder an enemy from running wlong the wall from the 
Vallum and jamping inte the fort; and a widening of the stone founda- 
tion luver from the ordinary width of & feet to 11 fest, fora length of 
if feet, indicates some special construction for tle purpose, As the 
foundation course of the fort wall, although. in strict alignment with the 
foundation atone layer of the Vallim, wna three feet higher, the 
suppoaid defence would have ull the greater command over the apeprremnets 
from the latter. 

Entrwneces—From one to three entrances were nutival by Lhe early 
writers, but the real number proved to bo four. ‘Those in the north and 
south sides are central, but the other two are considerably nearer the 
front or north than the rear. Threo of them were sufficiently preserved 
to show that the almost invariable morde of defending the entrances 
of Homan stone forte by square towers wae yor nsed at Castlecary, 
Tnsteal, the gutewaye, which were single and only 10) feet wide, 
were flanked by return inward of the wall, forming = passage 
14 feet in length. As these returne were 3 feet thick aS the lwsn, 
the walls would be strong enough to carry an archway over the 
passige, with some tower, OF other superstructure, over the pate for 
its defence. 

Trenches —The two trenohes on the three fret aides of the fort 
were cach 14 feot wile and 7 feet deep, and were anparated ty 
a level space or platform 10 feet wide, amply gafficlent aa o line 
af defence; but no evidence of a breastwork or palisade cou! be 
found. 

Rerm.—A berm 5 feet wide separated the wall from the scarp of the 
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inmer trench on the three free sides of the fort: bet on the north side 
the berm had u width of 2) feet, or the sume js that of the Valium, 
with which it-waa COmtINMOtE. 


Hieronican Descnrrione oF THE Tstenion, 

The early authorities of 1697 and 1707 (op, cit.) ouly mention the ruins 
of many elane litildings in the interior, and Gordon (1727) merely saye 
that “the place of the general's lent with vestiges of other bnildings 
were: still visible, His plat (fig. 2) inarks the “‘peneral’s tent” oa 0 
reciunyle, situated in the middle of the area with « reetangular pro- 
jection northward at-ite west end. No other building is shown. Nimmo 
(1779) states that the whole urea wae full of ruined buildings, whic 
raised the earth 8 or 10 feet above its tutural surface, and yare the 
fort the resemblance of « hilltop, surrounded with a amk fenoe, alvy 
that “the rubbish wbove the stones hath often heen plowed except the 
middle, whore it ie overgrown with nut bushes and briara” He also 
mentions the discovery in 1770 by Sir Laurence Dumas, proprietor 
of the ground, “of aunilry apartinents puilt with stone and lime,” oon- 
jectured to he @ falnewm, ail = a reduced scale 
agrees with the one in Roy, 

Roy's plan of the fort (fig. 4) shows a foundation like that represented 
by Gordon, but with the projection at the opywsite or east ond, and 
another foundation in the south-east angls, At p. 161 thia ja said to 
ave been cleared of rubbish in 1769, disclosing “a very elegant plan of a 
louse, in the style of Palladio.” with a ewiorium (Pt, KEKIX., Tepe 
Hueed here in fig. 5). The greater part of this building is now partly 
destroyed, partly covered by the milway embankment, bul enough 
minained to prove the accuracy of the old plan, 

The only odditional information im Stunrt, who reproduces from 
Boy the plan of the sudsritam, is that more ruins of Iuildings were 
discoverad in VV 

Much was made by the early withors of the discovery of nearly 100 
quarters of wheat, hard and bluck, mixed with charred wood, ss a proof 
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that the fort had been stormed and burnt; Tut a the wheat lay in the 
hallow of a rock, outside the fort near the north-west angle, and. twirtl of 
‘the Vallutm, its connection with the fort seents questionable.

GENERAL DESCRIPTION OF THE INTERIOR AFTER EXCAVATION 
IN 1002. 

Unfortunately a large part of the area is covered by tid milway ot i 
hankment, which, entering wt the south-onat angle, pauses obliquely serosa 
the forn and emenges on the south side af the west entrance, The 
reaulia of the wxeavations in the ncoessible parts, however, showel that 
the general plan of the interior closely cornspondid with that of all the 
Roman forte hitherts investiyated in Scotland. 

The Via Prncipalis is much nearer the Pretotian than the Decuman 
gate, its contre being 116 feet from the Porta Pretoria and 230 from the 
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Ports Decumana,! Lt ie therefore nearer the front than the rear by one- 
think, Again, in agreement with the other Roman forts in Soptlanil, 
the Pretorium is in rear of the Via Principalis, and jt eo happens that it 
is-exactly in the centre of the urea, As naual, lao, in Scottish Roman 
forts, the apace on either aile of the Pretorium hat heen cecupied by 
long, narrow buildings, munuing parallel with it. The only exceptional 
characteristic at Uastlecary ix that the Porte Pretorim and Decnmanm 
are on the Jom: instead of the short sides of the fort, the object perhaps 
heing to show aa wide o front as posible in the only direction fram which 
attack was much to bo dreaded. 

The other important «trictures. discovered were an interesting 
buttressed luilding, with apertures, eplayed inwanla, between the 
buthewaes = the part of the hoilding with the lath that still retusined 
imoovered hy the muilway embankment; and near the south-west corner 
of the fort, a well-preserved Jatrine, No well waa discovered. Probably 
it ww under the omlankment, ut the provision for drainage and 
for flushing the latrine indicntes an ample water supply, und Horaley's 
map showe.u streamloet actunlly tuking ite origin in the fort. A deep 
pit, ot first taken for the well, seemed bo be for refuse, and was. con- 
venisntly placed behind the Protoriam, where three streets met, 


Toe ANNEX. 

The existence of an annex nt Castleeary wae quite unsuspected until 
it waa revealed by our excavations, Tt lies on the east of Lin fort, and 
is pentagonal, ‘The northern faew is formed by the Vallum, the western 
hy the oust side of the fort, These two faces. were therefore etrongly 
protected, but the ruther short east ond and the south side (the western 
part of whieh Jouks south, the eastern south-east) had been defended 
merely by anearthen rampart on u stone foundation alwut § feet wire, 
and a trench 24 feet wide and 7 feet deep, It was unfortunate that 

| We have seeepted for convenienee the nomenclature of the parte logy in tie, 
althoogh ie is now doultful how far the correspondence between the interionm of the 


forts and temporary campe wee carried, aml im partionlar whether the central 
building in the forte corrrsponited with the Pretorium of the eanpa, 
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for farming reasona the area of the aniex could not le excavated. 
There was no evidence of buildings on the surface, bat interesting tre 
maina might have been found, in confirmation of Stuart's statement 
that “so many foundations have ben discovered! in the neighbourhood! 
(of the fort) that a Rom colony tmust have stood bere under the pre 
tection of the fort.

One of the most inveresting questions on which wo hoped Chat our 
exeavution would throw seme light, was whether any evidence could he 
dbtainel of the presence of Agricola ut Coatlecary,  Inseribed atone 
had long ago proved the cecujmtion ¢f the pluce considerably after his 
time: and although we could hardly expect to tind inscriptions to 
Agricola, ia none such haye been found im Britain, notwitlistanding the 
prominent part he played in it for seven years, it was posailile that we 
tight at least find some proof of an varlier occupation, 

The mere fact that Castleeary appears to have been a stone fort does 
not necessarily exclude the possibility of ite having bean constructed by 
Agricola, as the tranaition from earth to stone im Roman forts Appears 
to have begun about hie time. The period over which this transition 
lasted ja not yet thoroughly worked out, but it appears to have occupied 
» consideruble time, and not to have taken place simultaneously 
throughout the Enrpire. 

Recent wxcavations of Haltern in Westphalia show that no stone was 
used in the extensive Roman works there, which it haa been sscertamed 
aubsisted only between Ll we. and 16 acu, There the ramparts uni. 
formly consisted of earth upheld between two rows of wooden poste? 
On the German Limes, only three Erdhastella have been discovered, one 
(Waldiniissingon) beneath « stone fort, another (Hofheim) close to one,

transition there seems to have hoon from stone to earth rather thun fron 
«arth to stene., Not only did the stone wall of Hudrian precede the 
torf Vallum of Antonine, but as far as the evidence goes it seeme to 
bave also preceded the nine forte excavated or being dxeavated in 
Scotland, all of which prove to have leon earthworks, with tlhe single 
exception of Castlecary, In their eamplox designs and inyariahle rect 
angular plan’ the Roman earth forts in Scotland contrast strongly: 
with the very primitive defences of the Continental works, This points 
tow later date, which is also indicated hy their following the Hyginian 
and not the Polyhian arrangemont of the jnterior, wulike some evon of 
the eartior stone Kustelle, ‘Thie is-true of the atone Ciatlerary at well 
oa Of tie wurthen forta, the ele exceptional detail heing that the Porta:

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PART li.—DESCRIPTION OF THE PLANS. By MUNGO BUCHANAN, 
Coun Mew. 3,A. Scot. 


It will be seen by reference to the weeompanying plan (Flite L) that 
the work consisia of two parts The fort itself ocenpies the higher site ; 
the other part at a lower level is an annex, joining the former om 
thir ast. 

The plan of the fort is an oblong, having ita greater lenpth from east 
tu weet. 

[t haa been entirely surrounded by a strongly built stone wall, pieresl 
ineach side by.e gateway of special construction. 

The mrasurement taken between the inner faces of the opposite walls 
is from east bo west 455 feet, and from. north to sith 350 feet, giving 
an enclosed area of fully 54 meres. 

Outside the wall on the north it is defined by the fossa of thn 
Antonine Vallum, and the other three aides, viz, the south, ast, and 
weet, are eurrounded by two lines of trenches, which run parallel to 
the walls 

The plan of the aiuns ia an irregular pentagon, On the weat it is 
bounded hy the east ale of the fort, andl on the north by the Antonine 
Vallam. Om the other three free sides the defences consist of an 
earthen mupart and an accompanying trench. 

The south defenees lenye the fort at night angles to it and continue 
fora distance of over 200 feet in that direction, then quickly bending 
with a curve inwards form an angle with the previous portions of alot 
30°. Continuing st this inclination for about 300 fest farther, they meet 
and join with a rounded corner the defences of the east side, 

The defences on the east are 150 feet in length, their northern 
termination bemg the Antonine Vallum, and in the centre of the etretel 
isthe gateway through which the military way pisses, 

The infernal measurement, taken between walls, ia from eaat to weet 
450 feet, from north to south where it is widest 310 fect, and wher 
natrowest- 150 feet, the area enclosed being fully 2% scree, which inchules 
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the trenches:on the east of the fort, These latter take up about half an 
acre; #0 thot the available area enelosed being redneed by that amount, 
tnakes the combined areas of fort aml annex about 6 acres, 

In the following description the various subjects are treated separately, 


Axtosine Vatuom. 

The Valli (Plate 1.) is the northern defence of both fort and 
Ge x.. 

The rampart in the vicinity of the fort is l44 feet wide over the stone 
foundation. ()f its superstrictute nothing remains; it is all reduced ww a 
uniform level with the surface of the field through whieh it has passed, 

Ube berm is 31 feet in width, und the foase is ahout 40 feet in width 
anil 10 feet dewey, 

In all exeavations of the fosse, thy lower part for a depth of abou 
3 feet wus found to be » mass of decomposed vegetable matter freely 
mixed with goil, presenting o durk peaby appearance, and of the consist- 
ency of stiff? chy. Lying on this, there is a stone-built dmin abouta 
foot square internally, most of the stones used in its formation Iebeaje 
aimilar in sixe and worknianalip to thoao still to be aeen in the banildinges 
of the fort. It is coustructed after the same wanner as the large drains 
af the fort, the bottom and top being of flat narrow stones, the sides mostly 
syiaredlressed stones, On both sides of tle drmin, anil overtopping ih 
fully one foot, is a wedge-shaped pile af rough stones. ‘They were, how- 
ever, mote or less separated and mixed with the soil, 20 that the whole 
dit not remain in position when the adjoining soi] was removed from 
the sides, The drain mma towards the eust, the fall being the sume as 
that of the bottom of the foams, and its outlet may have discharged inte 
the small intrn 200 yards heyond the annex, (See Map, fig. 1,) 

Hitherto it hos been generally accepted that the fos of the Vallum 
continues without variation in front wf the forts onthe line, But the 
portion of it under cousideration proves to be a desided deviation from 
this system, by reason of the manner in which the fowse ends aod 
changes ita character at the north entrance. 
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No defence vthor than the Vallum has been adopted along the morth 
front of the annex. he rampart of the Vallum has thus extended 
westwards until at « somewhat lower level it alnitted against the wall of 
thé fort nt its north-east corner, both being in. alignment, as evidenced 
by the temaining foundation, The berm anil fosse are contin till 
they meet the rondiray that passes out of the north gate Here the 
berm joins the roadway by both surfaces coinciding; bat ns the roadway 
is carried farther north, und beyond the fosse, it lias cause! the termina 
tint of the latter at this position (Plate T.). 

The fosse on the opposite side of the roadway is not-continned in the 
‘normul manner, Tut instead, a trench, only 18 feet in width, set back o 
distance of about 27 feet from the outer edge of the fosse, and bas 
mmch closer to. the wall of the fort, ix carried along the r 
distance till it reaches the burn on the west, Shortly after passing ‘the 
north-west corer of the fort it takes o bend southward, giving it am 
inclination upstream. Of the rampart necessarily accompanying this 
trench. where it: extends beyond the fort, no remains exist, nor indewd 
wire such to he expected, because of the altered surroundings: 

The alteration and setting back of the trench shove deseribed leaves 
a large open space in front of the gate, with a surface of hard compacted 
gravel, seldom: more than 9 inches below the prosent surface of the 
ground. Only for a short distance: under the line of roadway issuing 
from the gute were traces of & stone bottoming observed. ‘The ground 
all around Seve quickly: to the valley, and a. careful search failed to 
discover any indications of a treverse or defonee to the entrance. 


Watts or tHe Font. 

From the existing remains of the wall, whieh rarely rise above the first 
pourse, it woull appear bo have entirely surromided the fort. 

The jower part is » bottoming 9 feet wide, composed principally of 
boulders, ayoraging in size about 9 inches by 6 inches. These are placed 
elase togother, bedded with clay, and are sunk into the ground for ar 
least 9 inches. The top ie comparatively Hat ond coincides with the 
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original surface level of the growl, Where the latter is of «sloping 
obits, the hottoming i¢ mude steppel—evidontly for the pore of 
avoiding excessive cutting—yet euttictont to maintain the footing level. 

On top of the buttoming the foumlhitioy course of the wall jifoper ix 
Wid, In width 8 feet. The fourlation eourse—partionlarly of the north 
woll—is immpoasd of exceptionally large stones, a fot nuoommon. size 
leing 5 feot hy 2 feat by 15 inches, calculated to le upwards of 1D ewts, 
in worght. On the onter fase of this course, a imangin 9 inches wits is 
forme alung the whole font, by the surface of the inner stonework being 
reese an inch below that of the margin, ‘This roceased wurface forme 
achannel tote whieh the conrse above it ig placed, aml hy this: qaeans 
thie wall gain’ in stability, ws the check at front acts as a. preventive 
te ite being fora! outwards liv poowihle preesare from behind. (See 
Sootion No. 4, Plate IL.) 

En the oppereourses thie his not heen repeated, nor is i any white 
applied ti the stonework Of the immer foe of the wall Indeéd, the 
system Of a rulated edurse wee only distinotly observed in connection 
with the north wall, where, by reasou of tho entire mlsenoe of the 
Uppar atonmwork, it Was exposed tou view on the removal of the wyer- 
lying soil, 

The lower course of stonework of the wall is built solid its wholu 
width of 8 feet, ut the upper contses are only a lining on the 
wlter atul inner faces, the interior being a aclid: heck af conorote 
composé! of sandstone chips and rongh bonhlers of various sixes, all 
rom together with lime, As the inner jomting of the :etune Fauvitigre is 


loft wide, the dime woulil jandtrate inte them, and. thus take the 


whole atravture seid mas. On the outer face, where the joints are 
tiiich cliweer, the presence of lime could not he detected: (Seo oxisting 
partion of East Wall, Plate TL.) 

Tie tine of the outer anil inner seatcements, aul a bevelled plinth 
wera il hie frout, the wall at the upspringing is mdneed ton width 
of feat O inelios and thie apparently indicated: the setunl sike of ihe

were plentiful, nev stone was found with any indication of hatter on it, 

The base of the north wall low formed a revetment to the ground 
hind if, the sloping grown Having lawn cut into to allow of the 
foundation being level throughout, There is a difference of 3 feet in 
height from the bettom of the foundation to the tutural] aurfacy of the 
wrountl interially, bevoml which the soil remains undisturbed and in 
ite natural oomditioni,

On thia inwrsurfuee, fully 6 feat from the beek of tho all, tao 
stot Kerb naming farullol with. it. ‘The stene which fori i avemgn 
IZ inches long by 6 inches dexap (fig, tH). 

The Kerb, it will tin olwerved, ie aver 14 feet front the other inige 
of the foundation, Ae the outer stone margin of the Antonine raimpart 
aul the onter force of the fort woll aro in alignment, aod oe the wiith 
of the rampart agrees with that of the wall of the fort, plas the apace 
letwoen it wid the stene kerb, it follows that the latter ia in whigniment 
with the inher inatgin of the Antoine mmpart, and the only difference 
is to level, the fort kerh being the higher by at least 3 fret where they 
most hiarly approneli noch other at the junction of tlie onney, 
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The inner stone ker wae nowhere treed in connection with any 
part of the wall other than on the north, where it waa conepicnous in 
several placca, Hal ft been carriod foun the other aides of the fort, 
possilily some evidence oF it might have been olvtateyed at the corners, 
Where both foundation ond worface maintain them relatrve levels on 
the came plane for a short distance; but no remams at any of these 
povitiows supplied the least evicdende thot the wall on the soeuth, 
east, or wert chad a alone kerh behind it similar to that on the 
north. 

The wert wall presents the appmirance of having been stepped wt 
intervals along ifs course Particularly ia this evident in the wert hull 
beyorl the gate, (Sections Now. 1 to 4, Plate 11.) 

The-eustern half upto and including the gote ts practically of one 
level, Whereas a Tittle to the weet of the pote the fotiedation an) ales 
the inner stone kerl—etill continaing. hurizontal—are fouml bo 14 
lowered 2 foet 10inches, while between thiscand the extreme weet mod 
there isa difference of lovel of about 10:feet, suggesting the prolability 
of wore slapping at intervals, to alwinte what wouhl otherwise he undue 
elevation at the northivweet corner if thetep nf the wall had been kept 
ito uniform level. 

At both ews of tho tiorth wall the foundition shows evidenan cf 
special construction, ‘This i# moat ilistinet wr the east, the west anil 
having: amily o emall pertion remaining. Ase previously dtated, ite normal 
width is°8 fout, but ut both endair te tmerosed m width At the oot 
dnd fora lenuth of 4 feet if is invressed to folly 11 feet, abd in com. 
posed af very nuesive stones. “Tliese titay be ohearved in the foreground 
of fic: 7. There anwoe few of the sexoml course of stones still in 
position—o tétimining piece of thie inner fied of thy wall. 

The recested eheck in the foumlatiny eourse is lure very ilistinel, ibe 
oonbinmons appearance cleutly imiioiting the purpese for which it wae 
intended, 

What may have heen the natured of the oorner erections for whieli 
these solid and enlarged foundations were evilently constructed, ox 
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distinct from what is known of the maitr struetire of the wall, can only 
now be a matter of conjecture, for the aflmoat antire clearance of the 
wil from the position allowed no further evidenes regarding il, with 
thi cxusption that the angle of the interior iy the corner enclosed by 
the-wall. appears to have been a-stone paver surface, 2 foot lower than 
fie Mote cf thie med jiiarineg building, the latrine. 


Noma Gary axw Toarway.: 
Excavation along the north wall exposed the romains of m gateway 
(dercing it, an armagement apparently tinsiaperbed Tw previous ibaervors 
of the forts «ir the Antonine Vallum. The diseery of the putewny 


a suggested a poseibile rowdway across the fosse, whiel) by. continared search, 


waa fully mnie ont, and will he desoribed along with the gate. 
From the evidence of existine romaine, it t+ apparent that the putes 
ore an original port of the wall stractare, ales that thay hare bean 


constrnotwd on a uniform plan, The similarity is go obvious, that what 


is wanting in one may ba verified by reference to another, The de- 
scription of ont, therefore, is applicable to all, but each will be referred 
0. ely in ite order. 

The north gute ie placed exuctly in the centre of the length of the 
wall, the two sides being formed by rightangled redurnd of the latter 
(lirected inwanks, allowing a width of passage for a roadway of 10 feet, 

The foundation courses of these returns are of the same width as the 
wall foundation, viz., 8 feet, and are 14 feet in length, measuring from 
the outer face of it, terminating exactly on the linw of the ston kerb 
thut runs parallel with the wall in the interior.

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ontively removed, hut the apace it had ocenpied is well defined, and its 
area worreapomla with that of the neighbuuting opposite «ile, while 
hetwoen them the roadway reinaina olmost entire, showing distinetly the 
method employed in its formation. 

Tho whole space of ground oowipiod bv the gateway has heer com- 
pletely excavated to & uniform level, On this the foundation is Inti, 
anil rises toa height of 2 feet 9 inches, while the roadway at the same 
place ia 1 foot 6 incles above the excavated level, and falle one im ten 
ia }t poxads through the gate, maintuining the aame iuelination outzide, 
Where it passes through the gate—hecansy of the level exearvution or 
platform—it hes required making up to form ite-ineclined surface. (See 
Section No. 1, Plate 1.) Towand the inner aile, wher it is highest, 
there is ab arrangement of lange beulders and hiroken elones, averaging 
tSincheaacroes, “These are followed, aa tha road desea, by others of p 
‘snuillor size, mul eo diminishing till the surfueo level ia reached. Above 
this there tea layor of sandstone elips, ail over all a top dressing of 
mixed gravel, firming a hurd and compact surfice, where still remaining. 


Tore Wer Want. 


Littl: now remains of the west wall; all elonework has beuremoved. 
A few remaining ploces of the bottoming alone enable the site to he 
distinguished from ite anrroundings. 

The remains of tle gateway showed that it Lud not oeeuplal the 
central position of the wall, but that it agreed, and was in line with, the 
pute of the enat wall, 

A grout) part of the weat defences are covered by the omhankmont of 
the railway, oml what is left uppeir to have loen subjected tw 
contidermble surface poring, There is till, mmaiming a portion of 
the bottoming at the north-west corner, whore it joins the north wall, 
which, from boing on rising ground, ond mmaquiring some jethod ja 
overcame an awhkwanl poition for building, may he worth deseribing, 
(See Seetion No, 5, Plate TI.) 


This. portion ‘of the west wall rises directly from the inter edye of 
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the expansion metitionsd o& part of the north wall at the corner, 
aiil formé a continuation with the bottoming of tho latter. The - 
inclination of the anglo made in -tising is greater than that of the 
present surfiade, 

To overcome the natural tendancy to displacement of the stonework 
on such ® stesp incline, severn! of the stones at the bottom are placed 
vertically like pillars, and sank well into the groumd, the parts 
protruding acting as revetments to the stonework place | behind them. 
Uthers, again, dip slightly lelow the horizantal im the direction of the 
rise, «oO that pressare pen them would lave the tendency to fix them 
more finmly into the ground, The result is that thie portion of the 
firndation atl] pawsing, when nota atone of the wall Inuilt upon it 
im litt. 

The bottoming of the weet wall was treed on beth sites af the 
railway, but it is very indetinite till it.approaches the southavest comer of 
the fort, Here the livllestions are more ‘distinet, showing the aweap it 
takes in making the curve to join with the south, wall. 

The foundation of part of a corner towor is well preserved iiwide the 
line of the wall, hat thi other portion, which evidently has been built 
on the orall, ie completely gone, with the superstructure of the wall itself. 


Tae Soutm Watt. 

The south wall, like that om the weat, haa been almost entirely 
destroyed, ‘The only portion now remainiig is in commection with the 
aonth gate, where the evidenes consists of a few remains of stonework, 
in their relative posittona to the returns on both sides of the entrance 
(fi. 5). 

The gate ia exactly in the eantre of the length of the wall, being 
dirvetly in tine with, and opposite: the corresponding gate in the worth 
wall, with which it agrees in all measurements, nud distinctly ahows the 
anme niethod of coustruction, Strong wings on wich aide project 
inwards, enclosing an entrmce way, steep and aloping ottwardly, in the 
sane manwer oa that of the north road, 
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A drain ubotit 12 inelies ajunre covdrail with fagstones passes through 
tlie gateway, but only a short Jength of it temsine, Small droine about 
T inches equare, in the interior of the fort, have their inclination to It, 
appartully joining before piscing through the gateway. 


‘Toe Ease. Warn, 

(on the east the wall je now found in the beat preservation, Ar pate 
af dt at the north-east corner still exists, which clearly shows all tte 
chiaractaristice—fully deserihed under North Wall, The bottoming, 
foundation course, and purt of an upper courte remain in wit, and She 
foiiiition continues unimpaired we far as the eouth sido of the gate, 
hevoud whieh it tq nearky all removed (fig. 4), 

The nost gate ahoye ite foundation a much destroyed, yet wuffiehont 
remained to enible ita plan to he clearly made ont. The position Of 
ihe pote—an the outer faet—ia further distinguished by the foundation 
ootiree being projected 6 inches teyonl the normal Tine, for a distince 
on each side of the entrance equal to the width of the retims enclosing 
ik At nono of the other i a wae this arrangement traced, hecanse 
‘the foundations of the corresponding parts wore found to be totally 
dispersed. 

The east gate also has a sloping roadway into the annex, similar to 
what is so distinot a feature of the north and south gates ‘The formation 
of the roadway through the gate being identical with that of the north 
entrance, all the wall southwands of the gate lias been entirely removed : 
even the bottoming hea heen quarried to some extent, for the stones 
still remaining give indication of much disturbance, ond large blanks 
coeur in several places, Many of these stones, along with square! 
stones like those of the upper stricture, were found sear the Taethon i. 
‘the adjoining trench when it was explored. 

At 120 feet south of the gateway tiers ts a ammall oval chamber. 
Jmilt in the wall, whieh, from itt evident connection with an 
ad jorning building, will hetter ho described! along with the interior 


tactics, 
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TREXCHES oF THE Fort. 


The trenelies sitrroundigg the fort wall—other than the north front— 
are two in uamber, with an intervening Aat-toppal mounil of the natural 
soil, 10 feat wide (Plate TIL). The soil in which they are cut is Inulder 
bluy, and they have leen filled up with similar material, but conaider: 
ably more free in its nature, which enabled the outhne of the treneles 
to be distinguished, by the difference: batween it and the porl remuinine 
in’ u natural condition, although correct definition of form in all eases 
was nob obtainable, The berm ia 5 feet wide from the onter olge of 
the bottoming of the-wall, and the complete measurement of the defonets 
is 52 feet, from the inner edge of the foundation te the outer edge of the 
furthest out trench. 

Along she west sida of the fort the surfond presnnts the appearance of 
huving Ween greatly disturbed, and probably reduced in height, for, 
heaides the sparse remains of wall foundation, what existe of the 
trevches are but sorrow woul shallow depressions, from 3 to 4 feet in 
depth, 

The west tronches begin on the north, exactly on the inner side of 
the Antonine rampart, where it is extoniled: from the fort wetwants, 
The enda are wet sonnected, Lut tertninate free ut this position, As 
they upprogeh the vicinity of the prolalile praltion of the wast pute, 
which is wholly removed, the outer trench stope at 20 feat. alin of it, 
while (ie loner ie continued till it reaches the normal position af the 
gate. “The evidunce is completed by the reappeamnoce of tin Lremediea 
further south, the width between being the same ns that indicated. by 
the orevtion of the east gate, with whieh it is in lireet line. 

‘The sins of the trenches on the south sido of the west entrance are 
not free aa those on thy north sil are, They are jolued together by o 
short trench, retumed at right angles, and running parallel with the 
line of roulway, whereby tho one is continuod into the other unimpeded. 

fn the enttings south of the milway the tronches are of their full 
proportions, which they mainiain, and in & uniform manner sweep 
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rout! the suuth-weet contr, continting eastward with the same 
regniarity to the south gate. Hore they are connected by a short-treneli 
paruiiel with the roddway issuluy from the gute, as in the previous — 
instance, Beginning again ou the opposite side af the roadway with 
the enda free, they continue eastward, but the greater jurt of this 
extension is now buried under the embankment of the riilway. 

As the south-weat corner was sa well defined, anil found to he 
rounded, i ia most Hkely the suath-cast corer was treated in the swim 
manner, but for the reason stated above thia ould not he voritied, 

On the east the trenched continue i the aime miiform manner. 
There is, however, an extra trench introdneeid — additional to the 
ordinary aumler—which extends from the scath aie of tin east 
gateway for 100 feet in direetion paralicl with the Other, and of Liv 
tame wilth, [4 feet Th terminates oi the south ugeinet the margin of 
4 paved road erasing inan opposite diretion. — 7 

Where these three trenches approach the guteway, they are joined to 
ench other hy means of a connoelitig trench, whieli ts parallel with the 
‘ron issuing from the gate for the innuy half of ite length, the remaining: 
portion bending south wants to joi the outer trench enlarges the area im 
front of the gate, 

The continuation of the eaat trenches to the north of the pute is. 
arranged in a manner similar to those on the west defenvs, Both onde. 
art free, anil the inner trenel comes close ap to the roaiiway, while the 
outer ts kept back 10 feot, which, in conjunction with the angled! treaieh 
on the opposite side of the road, forme a wide open entrance in front 
ofthe east gate, Search wae made ty find if there had been « traverse. 
at this position, bint without result. 

It waa tot possilile to obtain complete evidence to corrantly hetiye 
the northern termination of thes trenches, as the puliic road cute 
through them, almost obliterating any indications, But from what 
waa still roliable, it ie certain that they did not extend heyonnil tlw. 
inter margin of the Antonine rampart. 

There are several features abtiat these euit trenches, not observed in

Of the rampart there in no appearance above wrod), but exenvation 
expend a ntine foundation: Ss feel wide following closely the line of the 
inner mie of the trenches 

The marvin of this foundation were formed of equared stones set 
regtilorly ail close together, the interval being male up with rough 
thbble ond Leulders, eomewhet similar te tha haw of the Antonine 
rampart. As it appeared the sanw in oll the cuttings, nowliem showing 
hoy indications af a tenlt suparstructire, it is prohably this defence may

NOTICK OF THE EXCAVATION OF A (HAMNERED MOUND NEAR 
BRECK NESS, STROMN ESS, ORENEY, By M. M. CHARLESON, FS. 4, 
Burr, 


In the anomer of 1900, by the kind. permission of W. G. T. Watt, 
Fey, of Skaill, | communeed: the excavation of « large mound on the 
farm of Westerteafea, near Breckness In Qutertown, Stromiieas, 

There was no tom for doubt aa to the urtificiality of the mounil, 
which, apart from its eymmetry and surroundings, had previously 
supplied a neighbouring farmer with @ quantity of material for building 
prirposes, these operations, more properly dupredations, leaving « gap on 
the sonth side of the mound iu whieh several upright dubs of some. size 
were noticeable, At this pcint we began the excavation, and before long 
struck a low wall betwoun two upright alabs which projected from it and 
which wore 6 feet upart. In the middle of this wall, that is, between

NOTE ON A GROUP OF SMALL BURIAL CAIRNS AT HINDSTONES, IN 
THE PARISH OF TYRIE, APERDEENSHIRE. By HARRY F. YOUNG. 


On the farm of Hindstones, in the: pariah of Tyris, on a jiece of waste 
land, which Fand my brother broke into cultivation, there was a group 
Of little coirns of stone, fifteen in murnber, They were of an oblong 
shape, wd contained about two cart loads each af ide-worn pebbles from 
one Up to twonty pounis weight, Such stones are very thick on the 
aurrouiiting surfare, T learned from older men who broke ip the 
surrounding land that there were many more of these Little caimma, aml 
that they were formorly covered over with o (deposit of ties six feel deep, 
which had now heey ent up and weed for fuel ‘There was no regularity 
in the positions of the ecaims, and the fifteen of which I write were on o 
piece of lami mousuring 80 yards broad Ly 100 verds long, My brother 
and 7 thought the cairns were of ancient origin—being # near where 
many “ Picte’ howses" are, We were very particalar whan removing the 
stones to look for any human remains or flint: Arrow and liner poinka 
have heen found io the district, » good collection of which 1 have got 
by me; but we found nothing in the cairns that I could identify om 
human temaind or human workmanship. Bolow and around the stones 
that rested on the subsoil there was a very fine bluck Heposit that we 
puzzled over for a limp time und inspected several mitnples of from each 
‘alr. The conclusion we arrived at was that it consisted of very linn 
particles of hlack mos# washed down throush the stones by water anil 
deposited on the-sarface of Hie auhwoilL Another thing [ oheerved wna 
that in the iheoil surroutiding the coir thare wae a very hard 
ferrugiiois pan very diffionlt to break up. Tot under the naire the 
pat Was gone ;-we dug thie up toa dupth of 18 inches, ‘lmt it ehowed 
nowigne of having been disturbed hefores. In lireaking up another hit 
of moorland about three hundred yards distant from. the eairme, thie 
flongh tinned. np a flint, take, whieh; after investivating w bit, 1 found 
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to be but one of w large collection, There had been o hole scooped out 
of the red subsoil over one foot deep, into which at least a peck of flint 
flakes had heen put, varying in sive from the breadth and thickness of 
your hnnd down to little bite halfian inch broad. None of these fakes 
showal marks of heing chipped further than being broken. from larger 
pieces, T have this lot of flinta by me still, and have sent a representa- 
tive selection of the flakes for exhibition. These flints must have 
heen carried thirty miles, that heing the nearest native flint that F know 
of, namely, on the Lill of Cruden, This lot of fiints-was found quite 
near where one Picts’ circle Je prearved by o dyke erecter] by the 
proprietor, Another cirle ia on an tnreclaimed piece of moor. There 
sia only a littte bit eft of what was the largest circly (fifty feet 
diameter) fu the group or village, [ean call it by no other nome— 
there Werte so many circles quite near earh other.

iLASGOW, Ry GEORGE MACDONALD, M.A... Ookatron or Cora, 


On [8th October 1902, wamall-hoand of polil coins wae discovered hy 
some workmen who were engaged in preparing the ground for p new 
building whieh is being-erectl at the corner of High Street and Duke 
Btreet, Glasgow, for the Glasgow Loprovement Trust. The foundations 
af former tanemente liad to be dug ont, and it wan in the course of these 
operations that the hoanfcame to light, The eoins are said to have been 
lying [oiee tn the earth, but their condition ehows tliat they-must lave 
heen protected originally,—in all prohability bya lu or pure, The exact 
otmber of pieresfound ie not quite certain, There would appear to 
have been eighteen or nineteen. The labourers who made the: discovery 
lost no time in disposing of the treminre that luck had aent then. 
Fortunately, Mr W. U. Muir, the master of works at the building, heard of 
the matter a day or two later, With his ussistance the Crown authorities

SROTION IL—DETAILS OF THE RESULTS OF THK 
EXPLORATION, AND SUMMARIES: 

Various kinds of timber were used, no doubt im an unseasoned con- 
dition, as tle wo wae prolalily placod in the structures not long after 
it had been cut. ‘The fresh green appearance of the hark poitita to this 
eoneliston, Moreover, old dried timber would not have given eucli 
fine smooth wnerarked surface ae may. he observed un the cut parts, 
The hark remainol on the «tems In many cases, and tt tho case of the:

A knwivJudyo of the obvious fact that the thinner ond of n stale yas 
mor easily pointed than the thicker ond, would not in this case be acted 
upon, for the simple reas that the-lies were ahort aml so finely grown 
that’ coro was not appreciably of less dianwier than. the other. 
Motedver, Ue crafteiman had presumably to dress both ends of the logs, 
thongh the nature of the dresaing at the uproar ends is unknown, a the 
wood at the highor lovel hag vanished by decay. 

Again, the twignsnd lranches of the supposed wattio-wotk (deweri bed 
lnter), whieh required tithe, H any, wharpening, wore also ag a rule ins 
eorted upside down. It soetis a fair inferenes that the inhabitants of 
Galloway ‘ut this ourly period bul recognised a fact known to most 
jresentaiay foresters anil farniers—that stakes last loner when inserted 
in the groand tryside down. 

The piles seom to have bran foreal into the clay for only a short 
ilistanes, bub o great deal of the subsoil immediately above the clay must.

fact that each log wav in contact with its immediate neigh, and. 
quany were tightly jammed together, ‘There yeas no parking of the 
piles hy stan The spices botween the rows had ‘not ‘beets filled 1p, 
as tho neitter found there was quite louse, silted-in material largely of 
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a vegetable character—tilack mud and wet vegetable mould with an 
thowlance of short lengilie of small trips The outer stirfaces af the 
luge ronnd the periphery of the structure were in contact with the atilf 
bite chiy and themixtore of ead and clay, whieh gave a steady anpport, 
These outside piles were nearly alwaya perpenilinulie, oxcept in the case 
of the west side of Site No, 1. The inner piles, ou the other hand, were 
as aorule lying wt an mile, At somn places the structures. were 
strengthened by running from the edge iInwants rows of closely jammed 
piles, a# at the south-east corner of Site No.3, The result of thie mode 
of construction would be a heats for » dry, solid, seme, hit steht 
hollow flooring. 

All the wood waa round timber, no piece: linving boon split, sequnted, 
or mortise! —the «ites thus differing from most other places from which 
anciently ont timber has been reeonded, [t was not observed thut any 
charting of the wood had taken place before or after the prepanttion 
of the logs. ‘The expedient of carbonising the outside of logs to wesiat 
the work of Wresing them was presumubly not practised, the outting 
ton! alone having been ratied mpon, 

The logs which were allowed to bo exposed to thie air warped and 
ccuicked in thé course of a few hotirs, Ten of then from Sites band 3 
were placed in water imumeilintely after they had heen dng oat, and will 
bo Kept in a volution of alum snd water until enfticiently “fillod ” to te 
nbie to retain their original shape fi « dry onvinemont, 

By the favour of Professor Bayley Balfour, My H. F, Tagg, Museum 
Assistant in the Royal Botanic Ganlens, Edinburgh, hus kindly examined 
some of the logs, and reports that— 

“Portions of seveniney separate igs have leon examined, anil of 
these seven prove to be birch, five ane alder, and thre aro haeel. me 
of the pieces of woul submitted iy either poplar or willow, T am not 
able say which, and one émall pieew ie ook, One is ed to etielude 
that bipeh amd aldor were the timbers chiefly uel in the formation of 
the pileetruehure, 

“Fungi and other putrefactive organiems: have caused thi partial dia 
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qolation of the wood tleaments, and this digmtegmtion onfortunately 
renders it impowible to make deductions usto the time of year in which 
the timbers wore felled.” 

The emoothness of the cit surfaces of the piles shows that the we had 
itinely polishod surface and a clean unlroken cutting olge. Tho im 
prvasion ot doth facet of thie cut arena being always amtilar in character, 
tevtifies thatonly one type of cuttiny tool hina bey weed, The tool wis 
protably fixed ina handle, as otherwise it oonld not have been. wielded 
with sufficient force and awing to penetrate, we it has done, inte the body 
of the wooed. The (ueete ave aovh of small aria, and ate all ‘ahollow 
ooneavities rreetnbling the inner side of a Auttish spoon. They are 
more numerous than woukl occur on worfaces of timber operated upon 
in moeileria tines. 

Threw styles of cutting ocour, There is the long aoutely-pointed pile- 
en, cut away on all eles; aml the obtusely ridged, the teal having 
heen worked from two opposite sides until the portion of the lng to be 
severn | could be broken off at the ridge, The yileend in this stylo has 
the mitline of the mofofahouse, The third kind of labouring waa a 
cutting nearly straight scross-the Jog. The cut sarfaces mall three 
atyles show a large number of amall ridges and facets, but thia fosture 
is specially prominent in the third cliss, 

It ia upporent that this ancient carpentry work hos lwen carried out 
by mente of o tool which had not been able to travel far pt ono stroke, 
When the tool was plied forwards and mcroes thi Tog, the length traversed 
ateach blow wae extremely aimall, Where knots hove been cneountered, 
there ins bean no slicing throwzh the hard core, the tool having had 
tio lin worked round thie knot. After thie process the harder timber 
wan Weilged off, with the result that a good extent of the lower woorl 
was =plintorm. There ix occasiimally a blunt “break off" at the plare 
whore the stroke haa terminated, the tool when it ceased to penetrate 
having been sell a8 a wedge, andl pulled outwards or so manipulated 
that it left a apliniered aurfuce usjoining the cleauly cut area 

It would thom appear that there has heen teed an implement compar 
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‘Aively blunt, whith possessed mot one but two outwardly curving faces, 
the line of intersertion of which formed @ slightly curved odie.

Tt must not he overlooked, however, that the thick, sockeved axe-heail 
OF brome might leave somewhat similis markings The bron ool af

Some tvpiesl and instructive specimens of acutely pointed pile-enils 
have been secured. On onw log, 3 facets which touch each other like 
linksin a chain show that the blade has trevelled against the wood during 
three successive blows at Toast 4, 27, and 4 inchwe at the first, second, 
anil third strokes respectively, The length af each excision is com- 
paratively great, hut the euttiny ia shallow, the hlade having been drivin 
along just under the hark, Om one of the acutely pointed loge there is 
an area 7 inehee by 2 inches slowing 10 cuts. The cut oreas on some 
of tees acutely pointed logs exhibit very clearly a sucesation of con- 
cavities and ridges resembling a “choppy” agitated sheet of water—a 
feature which characterises the curpontry work found on the sites. The 
shatpening extends in the casos of 2 pilew o distance of 14 inches from 
the pint, but the distance varies some inches on different sides of the 
same log. Indeed, the irregularity of the work and:the lop-aidedness of 
the pointed ends are noteworthy.

Oancrs ov First. 

Site No. 1.—Only two pieces of flint were got at this site. They are 
ordinary flukes 

Site No, 5,—Fron thia place were obtained two nodules slightly 
chipped, half of a nodule from which three flakes have been struck, 
and two roughly fractured fragments. 

Sita No. $.—This site yielded a profusion of flint relics, over 
230 fragments, nearly all simple chips, having been recovered. 
While flint may not have been wrought at the other sites, it is 
clearly proved that this industry was carried on at No, 3. The beat 
evidence of this is the presence of minute chippings. Some of these 
emul! flukes measure net more than 4 inch in extreme length, Some 
of the smaller as well aa the larger flint frgments hare been fine 
frantnred. 

There are several flint nodules, ontire anil showing no chipping. 
They may have been portian of a stock of the raw material brought 
Inte the settlement. Other nodules have lost only one or two flakes. 
These ure of o aomewhit irregular and awkward ahape, and were pro 
ably discartid i= unstitahle after ome or tore blows had heen ateuck, or 
less probably they were lost before they were finished with.

The Lodney burial is therefore not likely to be of the Bronze 
Age. Judging from tho apparontly associated relics, it ‘cannot, without 
much ditioulty, be assigned to the Karly Iron Ave It is thos to be 
inferred that the burial took place during some premetallie «tage of 
culture, an inference which lewls to the belief that the ‘grating’ stones, 
tire apocimens of which havw heen deserihied, and the Stoneykirlk piled 
pita, muy belong to tlhe Stow Age. 


Crnen Hatics ov Stowe. 

Very fow stones were got on any of the sites, Any whieh were not 
quite clearly implements alinowt invariably showed scratchings, traces 
of rubbing, or were fractured, These are not described, and would not 
perhape have attracted attention wriless they had been found at an 
aneiently inhabited place, Some perhaps should, however, be ‘re- 
ferred to. 

At Site No.5 waa found o Hattish, oval, water-worn pebble of hard 
sandstone, 34 inches by 2 inches by | inch. One of the flat aides js 
covered by slinllow seratehings, The dria are in two mts The com- 
ponent arin of w aetare parallel to themaelvee: but the two seta, which 
cover differmnit portions of thi aurfach, ron at alighthy differing anuples, and 
both ore obliquely placed to the longer axis of the pebble. 

Another atone from No, 5, whother Inmmanly wrought-oor not it is 
difficult to say, in a symmetrical fragment of a white quarts peliide in 
the form of a flattivh cone 12 Inelies high, The baw is the natural 
water-worn couves aurfare of the pebble, and is 14 inches in diamoter, 
The other surfaces of the cons are rough. 

No wwirel ead yet Teen made for a refi heap Doasihly one may 
exist, hut no remaina of food refuse have ao far heen met with, Many 
af the stones, but none of the implements, have been acted upon hy dire. 

A few flint scrapers of ordinary type have been found in the garden 
at the eotiage chown wl # on the plan (ile. 1), and several grinding and

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SECTION [L,— INFERENCES AND CONCLUSIONS. 


By considering all the purposes for whinl it might appear poxible 
(hat these places Have been eonstrunted, the probabilities of thy case may 
iwurrived al. There is io trace of any intermonts having taken place in 
them ; aud it is-nots feature of early graves that they are mark by ia 
Aoliew on the surfiew. A barrow at Canton Wok! examined by Canon 
Greanwell, covernd a cit made of planks, which contained an inhumed 
burial, and wae supported on eleven stakes, tut is not anatogous to the 
sites under discussion. There is no evidence that these placa have been 
graves, Tt its improbable that they have hewn refuse pita They were 
apparently not holes such as were excavated during early times for the 
extraction of clay for potteryanoking, or euch aa were mined in tho chalk 
districts of England and Franes to obtain Hint nodules aud chalk, The 
understructums of timber appear te put all these saggestione out of 
court. Flint aadules, moreover, do not occur in this portieniar forma-

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tion, bitt are to le found not for distant and-in various other parts of 
Western Wigtiwashire, but only in the stratified gravels, at pointe from 
30 to feet above sea-level, 

If the aites have been wells, why should there be more than one, and 
Why hearths! If they have heen pitialls to entrap wild mimala, or 
shelters for liuntamen, or if they have merely heen stores or crematories, 
how account for the presence of workshop utensils} = 

More probably they have served os workshops of some kiml, and 
certainly for some grinding and polishing operstions and the mann- 
facture of flint implements, They may have been cooking places plac, 

While probably stores, workshops, and cooking plates, these curious 
sites, beariny traces of hitman uctivity and distinct doniestic aswciations, 
may, nevertheless, have been dwellings, or cellars beneath dwellings 

The theory, then, of dwellings is by far the most plaugible. From 
the dimensions of thy places it may be that they were more in the nature 
Of shelters or aleeping places than dwellings in the iodern sense. 





Fioonna. 

Ateach end of Site No. 3 traces of what was sopposed t) be Mooring 
were noticed. It was at these ponte. only that the fragments of pottery 
wore obtained, No doubt any pottery on other and central portions of 
the foor would be worried dewn ti the lower and very wie Wetter 
layer the odllapee of the floor, atid the ware, being soft and non-glaced, 
would soon resolve tteclf into its original clay und pounded. petiblos. 
Ab the south end a portion of & layer of cliwrcoal about 2 inches thick 
wor ascot! with the fragments af pottery, 

Mr Richard M‘ Kay haw kindly: #xainined some. pieces of the charcoal 
tiicroacopeally, awd reports that it is of coniferaua wood, probably pine. 

The hoavier stone uteneila were found atall the sites lyjny far dows 
between tlie piles ‘They had perhaps ance rested on the floor, and as 
the floor dacayod they had fallen -throngh it into the lower zone, 

Thelayer of charcoal and the pottery bed on the end margin of No. $ 
gave o Viluoble oli a to the height of the Hooring relative to the pre 
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Itetorie surface anil to the level at whieh the topa of the piles appeared 
luring the examination of the-site. | 

Assiming, us. may quite safely be done, a floor @ inches dhiek- aud 
a layer of charooal-2 ftiches in Wepth, the floor level must-have been. 
hotween I) feet and 2 feet above the taps of the piles—that ia, the rope 
aa discovers! in the diggings: 

This indicates that owing to the comparative dryness of the layer 
immediately underneath the flooring, the ‘timber iy. that sone. had do 
decayed ws to be unrecognisable among-the silted and other vegetable 

In other words, the logs as extracted had 18 ta 24 inches wf their bop 
portiona decayed. 

The perishing of the timber of the flooring, and the wood immediately 
lwitteath the flooring, wonld set in no cdowht raplilly after desertion of the 
settlement, owing to the comparative dryness and openness of the «iil in 
that part But this did not take place in the still lower zones, where the 
welness, the presence of clay, and the depth from the surface would all 
tend practically to seal hermetically the contents, thus ensuring the jsre- 
dervation of the shape amd contour of all the pieces of timber, 


Stroop Warrie Work ar Stre No. 3. 


Bound the walls of the pit at No 3 Site, on the margin of the aren 
in Which the piled scecirred, anil finhedded in the sand and lay, were 
found twigs and small branches, some set vertically and othors at murige live, 
Somn node tred-roote. wore encountered, hut wer not confused with) the 
ancient wool, fh no tnatance wore tle twigs seen to be hatrivontally 
placed, but they oeeasionally erateed euch other. The thickness of the 
twigs varied fron 2 inch to 2 inches. Somo of them ware jilucesd 
Tmameditely outmde the woolen aubwtricturm, while others were found 
Id feet from tH. They wert debevted in different conditions of decay 
according to the strutitm wt all the levels, exeept in the Inyer of vegutable 
Matter at the moder surface, Considering first their condition inthe 
deepest zono—the stratum in which the piles were encountered—the 
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twigs were in the same stale of preairvation as the piles, spongy but 
unaltered in shape. Inthe sone immediately above, the sme pieces of 
wood were: traced: but the timber was dark-brown, moist, and stringy. 
The greater anount of dir and the less amount of moisture in this xone 
aceouné for the difference in the condition, At a till higher level the 
same twigs were visible, but the remains were in a different state. of 
decomposition. The deeayed matter resembled soft, moist, brownish 
black aout mixed with sand, and was in contrast with the surrounding 
lithter coloamd aundy soil, It would not hare been recognised as the 
remaine of much decayed timber unless the lines of the branches hod 
bean traced continuously from the lower levels, The rotumilty of the 
twigs and their forking af some plices were alew ueefal clues in the 
identification. In the atill higher stratum, and in-cluunels which were 
observed faing tpwerds in thie came lines aa the remains juat mentioned, 
faint trees of slightly dark<olowred ead were detected, snd this was 
considered to be the vestiges of the branches which had this been traced - 
from point to point tlirongh the various levels. Tt wae the detection of 
Well-preserved wood in the lowest zene which led to the recognition of 
the identical branches, though in difforent conditions, of the higher 
levela. Ttie-remarkable that these branches liad been ploced upside 
down, a position in whith the logs forming the wniler-atructure were 
oleo found. Tt is conjectured thut the branches were remains of basket: 
or wattle-work, which may have lined the walls of the pit, As 
tuentioned, horizontal twiga were not seen, hut these may have fallen 
down, leaving te vertical stindards only aa survivors, As the surviving 
twigs Were not Yery ninmerons, nor get very closely together, it in prob, 
able that the exploration revealed a portion only of the wattle-work— 
prolubly the branches whink were farthest removed from the pit anid in 
thie least disturbed soil. The lining facing the inside of the pit would, 
no doubt, he more exposed, and would more readily decay and fall into 
the pit after abandonment of the place. 

It was only hy the careful uae of o ponknife that the continuity af 
individual stakes was traced from one level to another, and the presence 
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of the wapposed wathle-work in the upper levels established.  [t eewnix 
indoo! prohable that the walle af the pit were strengthened and pro 
tuctall hy a lining of this description which reached from the for level 
to the prehistorio aurfoce, if pot higher; At the south end, tut at 
the higher Tevela only, word observed interesting vestives of whit 
appears! to have been untstially darge brauches Onw piece hail many 
of the trnnches forking upwards from it for « distance of 4 of 3 foot. 
They had been placed vertically and im the direction of tle growth of 
the treee—a direction, it will Le remembored, contrary to that of the 
ither woud-work of the walls awd of the logs of the under-structnre. Az 
none Of these larger branches were found at the level of the piles, the 
miture of the woul was wot determinable, At the highor levels the 
interior of tle branches hol vanished, leaving « vacancy which wae 
aimmminiled and protected hy a rather hand eruat of black matter, 

At this end of the site the sand hos been discoloured red and brown 
and hardened! by the preseney of Terruginous mutter, and iy the vacant 
interiors of the hrnehes there waa a slight sprinkling of light coloured 
sani not so discoloured. Probably. the white sand in the interiors gained 
iiimission through eracka ut a time when the interior led become much 
decayed or had vanished, tut before the erentacamne of the hark or 
crust, of the hardening ond disolomtion of the ontaide sand, had 
takon full effect. 


Scprusen Exstaasce Pasiace. 


In testing the grou! af vurions puitts in the immediate vicinity of 
thie pits, it wae found that the auperficial Wack layer was of almost 
uniform thickness, Beneath if wus sail somewhol dark in colour, At 
some places, thetigh tiot in all, near the foot of the black layer was 
oheerved a very. thin layer—a mere: aprinkling—of whitish sand. 

From o careful inspection of this sprinkling [t was conjectured that 
the sand composing it had heen carried liy a gale from the shore region, 
where great quantities of white sand ocenr, and, a¢ can be proved, did 
ileo occur during the Inter prehistoric periods, 
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The dtifting sand had beeiy dopdaited in varyitiy degrees of ‘tlickivess, 
like ow light full of syow whith hat drifted over somewhat uneven 
proud, and insome spots if was ulment. 

A tection of the soll at the eaat wall of the pit at Site No 5 
revealed the presence of the same sprinkling of white aul, It occurred 
under the black layer wl wae several ticles thick, thinning ont on each 
aide. Te wae not so white nur so readily recognisable a9 the sprinkling 


‘Winelosell by the test diggings in the vicinity, yel no one yobesink failed 


to iletect it. While the black Layer appeared horizontal at tts toy, its 
hase dipped considerably in the middle of the east. wall, reaching to 


within 1) fért of the Moor lewel, At the lower part of the east wall, 


andl in) curvature coinciding with the dip af the hlack layer, lay the 
white sand to.a maximum depth of over 12 inches. 

Slicing away the aeil of the east wall, the dip of the strata became 
Jese 1ititl] it disappeared, und the preseneo of the white aand Wecame 
emudnally less noticeable. 

No similar feature waa observed at the other side of tho pit. It is 
eonjectuned that the vestiges if some kind of etitrance posaage of dine- 
way hol thie made themselves evident. Similar Wut less pronouneed

No matter what type of hut may have been tn vogue at these places, 
the function of the wooden eubstnictire ts an. interesting problem, 

Tho reasons for primitive man having lived in a sunken or earth- 
hidden dwelling ore obyiows Whether the undor-scrface linbitution 
was af stone or wood, or whether half or wholly eulterranean, if was 
warner anil lesexposed to olverse weather conditions than the ordinary 
atirincs litt, and—an important éonaiileration—it wad nob readily Tinhln 
to delection by an enemy, 

The sanken flooring miglit, liowever, be a serimix drawback oral act 
morely ano hollow in which rin md ground water would seenmulite. 
If the anbeoil were gravelly, chalky, or of pure sand, the dwellinw would 
be dry and comfortable. Should the «ilwoil he moistnreretaining, oF 
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overlia a bed of oloy, the groat discomfort of a damp floor would arise. 
Now tho excavations revealed the presence of a hed of mot bine clay, 
and, whet in thease cireumetances might be expected, o wel stratun 
iminediately above it, A likely hypothesis than i® that the moisture in 
and above the layer of clay rendered the earthen Hoor uninhabiiable, mn, 
a5 A Innans Lo prevent a wet floor, the prehistoric architect hit upon the 
ingeniqis expedient of a atructare of woe piling, more or lees upright, 
under and supporting a horizontal foormg. The flooring woulil thie be 
insulated againat itirect contact with the moisture-loden. strata, anid thus 
render the dwelHng comparatively diry and eomfortahln, 

The sate expedient is reconded: by Canon Greenwell as having appar- 
ently heen practised te o modified oxtmt in the endeavour to insulate 
oyninet wet a corpan in a harrow at Ganton Wold! 

The position selected for these pitdwellings, if eich they were, secme 
to have heen chosen boca of its comparative dryness, the place being not 
lower than any of the surrounding stretches of country, yet we find the 
constructors hud te face the difficulty of undersurface momture. Tt has 
beet: ater how desirable half or-wholly hidden undersurface dwelling 
would bein primitive times, and that wher the climate and the wubecil

In England diring the Pre-Roman ond Romano-British periods pits 
wer sometimes dug in the search af these times for chalk for top- 
dresaing soil,* or for the dispeal of refuse in and around village sites, 
Many were ned lateras graves, Evidence in acme cases points tu the pi 
havitur been cellars underneath surfacedwellings.

obemrved, hut the stitutions were teually dry, being on wn chalky forma- 
tion, General Pitt Rivere* examined » pit situated on the elope of a 
hill near South Lodge Cionp, Rushmore Pork, 23 fret in diameter and 
7 feet 4 inches in greatest depth. The sides were abrupt, except that 
on the weet, where there was. famp of umlisturbed chalk oommunicat- 
ing with the interior from the surfare. ‘The mp wae notched as if 
there hol orivinolly bean stepy on it, The bottom of the pit was not 
level hint smooth, and it fall towards one side, ae if to admit of the 
tain-water accumulating there. Frogments of a human skeleton were 
fouml on one of the step. Nearly on the same level as the ekeleton 
was fooml o chipped tint celt. Piers of tonite hand-made pottery 
were got about two-thirds down in the silting, and sixteen pieces of what 
had been termed Romano-British ware were found in the surface mould, 

The explorer sums up the probable history of this pit as follows — 
“that it was dig origmally aa a dwelling during the Bronze Age, and 
the flint celt may be of that date or snbeeqnent. After having silted up 
to @ certain height, the skeleton may have been buried in a grave dug in 
the silting... ," and anggests that the coarse pottery may belong bo 
the original pit, and the Ronuno-Britiah ware to the age of the interment 
or a mor tecent time, . 

In another instance ? the exme investiguter noticed during his. excava- 
tions at the anvient Winkelbury Camp, South Wiltshire, immediately 
below the enstern ramipart and outaide the ditch, a hasin-shaped pit. 
ahout 24 feet in diameter and 18 feet deep, This was seen to he 
bounded by o hank on the lower side, and woe the site of what the 
explorer consileral wae prolably a pitdwelling, [2 feet 6 inches hy 11 
fort 3 inches, aqunred at the bottom, with an enimnes to it an the lower 
or eastern side. The entrance was “| foot wide at the bottom, and had 
a wooden slep consisting of a plank 14. inches thick, the blackened 
remains of which were found in the eilting near the narrowest part of 
the opening at the Ixdtom, with the remains of uprights forming 
protably a door tothe dwelling, The floor of the pit was quite flat, and 
wae covered for alwut |} itech thick with the blackened mmains of the 
roof whiel: hod fallen.” 

Marks of fire were seen on the chalk aides, which were mnoothly cut.

Many primitive trjbes at the present day have the flooring of their 
hute wink under the surface. Underground dwellings, for ecample, ure 
in ase at Unyoro, Africn (Stanley's Through the Dark Continent, wel. i. 
ft. 4:32), bit’ the Siberian Yourts, diserihed by Lord Avebury (Prefiadoric 
Tinies, pp. 134 ond 495), much more closely resemble the trpe of hot 
which wae probably it ase-at Stoneykirk. 


Inthe whole mage of theses instances thore is no case, howwvrer, 
which exhibits the outstanding peculiarities of the Stoneykirk remains:

Estimates of the age of the snttluoment may be beset on the shape 
of the hut, and on the character of the relics tecoverwil, 

The long of oval lint would acarely have been in extensive use in 
the same region anil ut the mime period as the toand hut. In any case, 
in the Scottish arma one type probably originated before the other, Waa 
then the oval hit anterior to the round hut? Te fe nivtural to consider 
the oval Lut the more primitive, as it wae more casily constructed. The 
roti lit, when it reached a diameter of 20 or more feet, seem to 
have had the roof centrally supported, ws In the Glastonbury examples, 
There are good grounds for believing two theories often proper iol — 
that the constriction of the early grave-chamliers waa in imitation of 
the architecturs of wallings, and that the long barrow of Britain 
belonged to the Age of ‘Stone, and the round barrow to thi Age af 
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Bronze, [t-may be tiken, therefore, aa probable that the long or oval 
type (if dwelling is the earlier, 

The Presa Thee ot pottery i, of cOUTree, of great valite in any nffort 
to fix thé ehresologieal Horizont of the sites: Tt i unfortunately, 
jmpucsible to tell whether the bases of the vessels were rotinded, or 
flat; but further explorstion’ may throw light upon this paint, The 
mmentition on the ware, and the shape of the rims, ia-more ohuracter- 
istio of the Stone Age than the Bronxe Age, 

While the pottery and utensils ure all archaic, yeb the ahsence of 
relics characteristic of Medieval times or of the carly Iron Age, sich as 
olijects of glaze nnd vitreova paste or of any of the: metals, does not 
allow wi positively to assign the remimine to a time eorlior than these 
periods, though at present tho evidence is strongly in: favour of the 
sites having been anterior to the brochs, earth-houses, ant the usual type 
of cranuogs in Sestland, The-charsoter of ‘the oxemarks pointe to the 
game Conclusion. No vestiges of liorn ér lignite were noticed, Early 
wrought objects in horn are extremely tare in Wigtownshins, tat not #0 
relies of lignite, which have very frequently been found in Wigtownshire 
on sites of the Bronze Age, wid of Liter times While the typo ol 
oval hut in Stoneykirk hae yielded ao relice definitely ‘characteristic 
of tha Browse Period or of any later age, the ‘vurious pisces -of 
evidence seem ta point to the Stone Age ma the poriod during which 
the ites were in use; yet the evidence in still too meagre to 
justify more than the offer of a snggeation a= to the archmologienl 
horizon to which this ¢lasa of eurly dwelling may belong. 

The situation of the settlement wae well chosen, ov the inhabitants 
could see a long distance in all directions, while the houses could, only 
with difficulty, be detected from afar, more esporially aa they were partly 
sink uuitor the surface and doubtless mound-like above. 

Tho direction af the row of lute wae ales selected intelligently, The 
row follows the crest of the plateau gid ie on ite wating wide.

Hinided appanutily by some auch requirements, the prehistorie architect 
Init down the pli of the oval foundation in ome emae, eo that the 
loner axis here appresimutely turth-weet and: soth-east, and, ik would 
appear, wrranged that the entrance passage mn at right angles to that 
ihirection and wis situated on the onst siule. 

The iuhabitants of this group of sited were workers in the wood of 
the birch, howe), amd alder, and had well shaped domestic pottery arna- 
mented with incised and impressed work and work in relief, They 
lighted fires’ of some coniferous wool, and jul o vatiety of implements 
of stone—ecrapers, polishers, pubbinyg-stones, pounders, hammers, and 
anvils. They hed an effective form of axe, with a amooth surface and 
a finely nade edge. They carried on the manufacture of large anil amall 
flint implement from the rough nodules, The fact that they spent con- 
sideruble time and labour in the construction of their houses tella that 
the method of life was at least in some measure settled, and not purely 
nomailic, wl the occurrunce of a group af aites may dignify (hot o 
aystem of village life waa in vogne, 

The individuals who lived there did not follow the architectural 
methods of the Terremare men of projitatorice North Italy, or the Torpen 
dwellers of ancient Holland. They do not apprur to linve been like the 
etannog-builders who built their dhrallings <9 as to have them more or 
lees surrounded by water or marsh They did not construct their

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houses of stones half-andergromd or wholly sobterrmean like the 
earth-lonses or weems, nor did they follow the methods of the hut-cirele 
mon who lived in cireulur wood ond wattle lute built on the surfaer of 
the ground, 

While thy hottom of each pit wus at some depth onder the surface, it 
should not he forgotten that the supposed flooring was sufficiently near 
the prehistoric surface to make it necessary to have u good proportion of 
the cubical contents of the chamber above the level of the surface if the 
chamber were to be hnbitable, ‘There ie no reason to baliove that tho 
huts were open to the heavens, or that the excavated soil was removed 
from the spot. Tt then follows that the upper part of the dwellings was 
more or less moundtike in character, the heaped-up earth from the 
original excavation having assisted tocants this appearance. It seems 
ditfienlt te exarape from such a eonclusian. 

The shape of the mound would naturally follow the plan, whether 
round or oval, of the structure covered by the monumi., Again tho 
stricture would bein harmony necessarily with the plan of the founcla- 
tions, the flooring, and the walla, all of whieh were apparently in tho 
ahape of a longish oval. Tt woalit appear thon that the mounts were 
aomowhat long inshepe, though perhaps not so pronomnenlly eo ax the 
plan of the wooden substructures. 

In cotisideriny this peculiarity of the Stoneykirk retains, it te inter. 
esting to consider that most of the ancient British dwellings, built of 
wien! and wattle, which have heen examined and recontod, are round, 
aud, further, that ther belong to the Beonge, the Karly Tron, and lator 
periods, ‘The Huta which comprised the marsh village at Glastonbury, 
ocoupied o few years before the Romans arrived in that district, were 
roughly eireulay and about 20 feet in dinmeter, With the exception 
af the Isle of Wight apecimens, the pit-dwellings foun in Englanil 
appear to have been circular, as were alto the cranmogs and hnt-circles, 

No stones were used in the Stoneykirk structures, and stones sufficiently 
large for building walls are rare in the lobality. Tt seema aufe to any 
that the walle were of turf and word aml wattle, If the places were 
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roofed, it ieeafe to assume further that at least a small amonnt of some 
vovering of vegetable (bre, or even of soil or turf, rested upon the roof, 
A stoneless structure, however, could nok Year thy weight of a urge 
umount of superincumbent matter; and the foct that « depression, and 
not a mouril, marked each site indieates that « fight form of roofing 
was employed. ‘This rooting, after desertion of the settlement, would fall 
in, and the hollow would gradually hecome silted np, | 

Aa has been seen, the flooring arrangemonte were ingenionsly, labori- 
onaly, and substantially contrived, and admirably adapted to the end in 
view. It is natural to belinvée that the less diffeult matter of walling 
and roofing should also have been successfully met by the same mer. 
Doubtless the whole place of abode, while very small, would he well 
wuited to protect the inhabitants against the discomfort of too much sun, 
rain, wind, or cold. 

Tt would Te linzardous, nevertheless, to conjecture what exactly was 
the natum and appearance of the structures when entire They were 
protably singk-chambered wooden dwellings partly sunk under the surface 
lnvel, and wholly, or in part, hidden hy a mound of turf and earth. 

Dwellings presenting the external appearance of inowids eurvived in 
Scotlnnd to recent times’ ‘This type of house seem to lave existed at 
a yory early period, and to have been copied, thongli perhaps on « smaller 
ciale, lt naturally in amore eubetantial style, in the architecture of 
raves? ‘There a thie cairna with internal soyilehal chambers.

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Houses and gravee of this type were namilly of atone, but it i4 reneon- 
ible io believe that wool might take the place of etone in districts 
where stones of the size required for building purposes were not plonti: 
fal. Now, if it can le shown that ¢ravéanounda with internal construc 
tions of timber onve existed, it iv a fair inference that there may have 
been dwelling-mounda with timber-built chambers, the roof protected 
by turf or simply earth-oovered. Thie link in the cham of evidonce 
is fortunitely forthooming, for nat Jewt two cases in Britain hove 
heen coirefully recorded: af whut appeare| to be gravemounds» or 
barrows containing timber constructions in thr interior—the Dalry 
mimnd, Ayrahire, which probably dated from the Tronze Age’; 
aml the Wor Barrow, Dirset, ueivned to the Stone Age? In the Wor 
Barrow district bnililing-stones are scarce, and in the vicinity of the 
Wigtownshire sites building-stones are so difficult to procure that the 
fields ure not boumfed by stone walls, but are either fenced, hedged, or 
enclowed by earthen dykes. 

Aa we have thos nerth-hidden, stone-lined, seyulehral chambers con- 
atrncted] apparently in) imitation of eurth-hidden, stone-lnilt dwellings, 
atul ala aepilehral constrictions of thaber within monumls, it san 
easy deduetion that woodl-huilt chamberw for the livitie wire dxistod 
wholly or partly carth-hidden. Porhaps the evidence for such wood: 
Init, earth-hidden dwellings is not only poestimytive, bit liae become 
dirmet lestinuny, through the diseoveries in Stoneykirk ; but this pom 
may bo left for the deeision of othr. 

Tn the Seottish area inany onique nowhistore and probedimborte 
archwtlogion! phanometa lave been observed, expecially in the donmins 
af art and orchiteeture, May not the “piled pit” of Stoneyhirk be 
another example of the ingenuity and perseverance in overcoming 
difticultivs which sewn to have chareteriainl the prehistoric eraftaman 
af North Britain!
